c) Where emergency work must be performed, 
the Minister may authorize work before adop- 
tion of the engineer’s report. 


d) Where municipalities are doing maintenance 
work they must have a ministry approved 
drainage superintendent before they are elig- 
ible for grants. 


Basis of Assistance 


Municipalities ina county — 33% per cent of the 
cost assessed against agricultural land. 
Municipalities in a territorial district — 66% per 
cent of the cost assessed against agricultural 
land.

THE ONTARIO DRAINAGE WORKS 
EROSION CONTROL PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 

The cost of materials used to prevent erosion in 
municipal drains constructed or maintained under 
the Drainage Act. 


Eligible Recipients 
Cities 

Towns 

Villages 

Townships 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) the work must be done in accordance with the 
report of an engineer as required by section 4, 
74, or 78 of the Drainage Act or, maintained or 
repaired under the supervision of a drainage 
superintendent appointed under the Drainage 
Act 


b) the nature of the materials and the cost as 
delivered must be clearly indentifiable 


c) the grant rate shall not exceed 80 per cent of 
the cost of the materials as assessed against 
agricultural lands 


d) the work must be completed between the 1st 
day of April, 1985 and the 1st day of April, 
1989 


e) the application for grant must be received by 
the director before the 30th day of June, 1989 


f) the application for grant is made by the muni- 
cipal council. The grant paid is used to reduce 
the assessments against agricultural lands. 


Basis of Assistance 


The grant rate is 80 per cent of the cost of 
materials as assessed against agricultural lands. 
The rate is the same for all municipalities in 
Ontario.

LIVESTOCK COMPENSATION 


Assistance towards 


Reimbursing a municipality for compensation it 
has paid to livestock owners for losses caused 
by wolves. 


Eligible Recipients 
Any municipality 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a livestock owner has livestock killed or 
injured by a dog or a wolf, he makes application 
to the municipality for compensation. A muni- 
cipal valuer investigates and assesses the amount 
of the damage. The municipality compensates 
the livestock owner for the market value of the 
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livestock killed or injured to maximum amounts 
prescribed under the Act. The municipality applies 
to the Ministry of Agriculture and Food for reim- 
bursement of any compensation it has paid for 
losses caused by wolves. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Ministry of Agriculture and Food reimburses 
the municipality for all compensation it has paid 
for losses caused by wolves.

AGRINORTH 


Assistance towards 


A Joint Ministry of Northern Development and 
Mines-OMAF Program to develop northern 
agriculture. 


Conditions and Procedures 


The gross production value from the farm opera- 
tionin anormal production year must be at least 
$10,000. 


Farms to which grants may apply must be located 
in the northern districts of Algoma, Cochrane, 
Kenora, Manitoulin, Nipissing (that part lying 
south of the French and Mattawa Rivers and 
north and west of Algonquin Park), Parry Sound, 
Rainy River, Timiskaming, Thunder Bay and 
Sudbury. 


The applicant must own the land on which the 
capital improvements will take place or lease 
land from the Crown in right of Ontario or be an 
Indian under the Indian Act (Canada) and law- 
fully in possession of land on an Indian Reserve. 


Individuals, partnerships and corporations will 
be treated as a single applicant for the purposes 
of Agrinorth. 


For subprograms 1 (a), 4 and 5, use of owner’s 
own machinery or labour are not eligible expendi- 
tures. 


For subprogram 1 (b) use of owners equipment 
and labour are eligible up to $60 per acre. 


All application forms are available from OMAF 
district offices and Ministry of Northern Develop- 
ment and Mines offices. Completed application 
forms must be submitted to the local agricultural 
office before work commences. 


Any applicant who proceeds with a project before 
receiving approval has no assurance that finan- 
cial support will be provided. 


2 / Agriculture 


Financial assistance will be authorized for ap- 
proval upon receipt of paid invoices. 


All projects will be inspected on completion by 
OMAF staff, where required.

SUBPROGRAM 1 
LAND DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To improve and expand the Northern 
Ontario agricultural land base through land drain- 
age and land clearing. 


(a) Land Drainage 


Eligible applicants may receive a grant cover- 
ing 20 per cent of the cost of materials and 
labour for subsurface drainage. An applicant 
may qualify fora maximum grant of $10,000. 
Projects must be inspected by OMAF staff 
before grant money is paid. 


(b) Land Clearing 


Eligible applicants may receive a grant cover- 
ing 50 per cent of the approved costs of 
clearing land, to a maximum of $80 per acre 
($60 per acre with farmer’s machinery and 
labour) or $10,000 per applicant whichever 
is less. In addition, applicants must prove 
that land clearing is economically advanta- 
geous to their operation and that other means 
of expansion are not feasible. Completed 
projects must be inspected and approved by 
OMAF staff before payment is made. 


Farmers applying for both the land drainage 
and the land clearing grant will be subject to 
an overall maximum of $10,000 on the com- 
bined grant.

SUBPROGRAM 2 
NEW TECHNOLOGY DEMONSTRATION 


Objective: To promote the testing and demon- 
stration of new technology on farms in Northern 
Ontario. 


Grants may be obtained covering up to 50 per 
cent of the cost of introducing, testing and demon- 
strating innovative technology to Northern Ontario 
agriculture. Only one project of a type will be 
approved per district. 


Applicants will be required to keep records, report 
progress and demonstrate their project for public 
information. 


Normally there will be a 20 per cent hold back on 
payment pending submission of an acceptable 
final report. 


Examples of new technology might include such 
items as new cropping technology or innovative 
livestock housing, machinery and equipment.

SUBPROGRAM 3 
DISTRICT DEVELOPMENT INITIATIVES 


Objective: To promote Northern Ontario agricul- 


tural development through local district initiatives. 


An incentive fund of $125,000 is available 
annually to encourage district-based agricultural 
development. Proposals to use these funds must 
be generated by the District Agricultural Devel- 
opment Committees which are composed of local 
farmers in each district. 


Farmers, farm organizations and commodity 
groups are encouraged to submit ideas to the 
Agricultural Development Committee to assist in 
developing these proposals.

SUBPROGRAM 4 
GRAIN PRODUCTION DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To promote increased production and 
marketing of seeds, grains and oilseeds. 


(a) Grain Storage Equipment 
Up to 25 per cent of the capital cost of on- 
farm grain storage equipment may be covered 
by a grant, to a maximum of $3,000 per 
applicant. 

(b) Grain Handling Equipment 
Up to 33 per cent of the capital cost of on- 
farm handling equipment, excluding vehicles, 
may be covered by a grant, to a maximum of 
$3,000 per applicant. Such equipment might 
include grain driers, seed and grain cleaning 
and treating equipment, grain moving equip- 
ment, scales, etc. 


Applicants applying for both (a) and (b) will be 
subject to a combined maximum grant of $5,000.

SUBPROGRAM 5 
FORAGE PRODUCTION DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To promote improved forage preser- 
vation and storage facilities in Northern Ontario. 


Up to 25 per cent of eligible costs to a maximum 
of $2,000 are available for the purchase of con- 
struction of forage storage facilities, such as hay 
storage sheds, towers silos, concrete pads and 
walls for horizontal silos.

SUBPROGRAM 6 
MARKET DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES 


Funding is available to promote activities aimed 
at developing or expanding markets for Northern 
Ontario-produced commodities. 


These could include such activities as promotion 
and test marketing of commodities in Northern 
Ontario centres. 


Funds are also available to commission studies 
which will identify markets for Northern Ontario- 
produced agricultural goods and recommend 
action plans for accessing these markets. 


In both cases, projects may be eligible for grants 
~“f up to 100 per cent of costs. 


The program is open to individuals, commodity 
groups and agricultural associations. Proposals 
must be submitted to the Agrinorth Review Com- 
mittee.

GRANTS-IN-AID OF PUBLICATION 


Assistance towards 


The publication of books, monographs, pamphlets, 
guides, etc., inthe field of Ontario heritage which 
meet good standards of scholarship and organi- 
zation but because of their local, regional or 
specialized nature would not ordinarily find a 
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commercial publisher. It is expected that these 
publications will have demonstrable community 
interest. 


Eligible Recipients 


Individuals or groups whose manuscripts would 
not otherwise be published. 


Conditions and Procedures 


An application for a grant-in-aid of publication 
shall be made to the Ontario Heritage Founda- 
tion, and shall be accompanied by a copy of the 
final version of the proposed manuscript, the 
cost of its publication and such other information 
as the Foundation may require. The Foundation, 
before approving a grant-in-aid of publication, 
may request alterations in the manuscript as a 
condition of the award. 


Basis of Assistance 


Foundation grants-in-aid of publication shall not 
normally exceed $5,000, but special exceptions 
may be considered.

LOCAL HERITAGE MARKERS 


Assistance towards 


The construction, erection or alteration of local 
heritage markers or cairns. 


Eligible Recipients 


Any non-profit organization that has as one of its 
purposes or objective the commemoration of 
subjects of local heritage significance and any 
syndicate, partnership, joint venture or corpor- 
ation without share capital (including township 
councils, chambers of commerce, etc.). 


Conditions and Procedures 


An application for a grant in respect of a project 
shall be made to the Minister and shall be accom- 
panied by a copy of the proposed inscription for 
the plaque, the costs of the project, and such 
other information as the Minister may require. 
The Minister, before approving agrantin respect 
of a project shall consult with the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation. 


Basis of Assistance 


A grant payable by the Minister in respect of a 
project approved by the Minister shall be the 
lesser of: . 
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a) $200; or 
b) 50 percent of the approved cost of the project. 


No organization is eligible to receive a grant in 
respect of more than one project in each year.

Assistance towards 


Ongoing operational costs of community muse- 
ums, including salaries, administration, mainte- 
nance, conservation, research, exhibition and 
interpretation of collections. 


Eligible Recipients 


1) A non-profit corporation that has its head 
office in the Province of Ontario 


2) Acouncil of a municipality 
3) A public library board 


4) Acouncil of an Indian band as defined in The 
Indian Act (Canada) 


5) A conservation authority established by or 
under The Conservation Authorities Act. 


Conditions and Procedures 


A qualified applicant that operates a community 
museum that: 


a) is established for the purpose of acquiring, 
conserving, studying, interpreting, assembling 
and exhibiting to the public a collection of 
historical artifacts 


b) has a statement of purpose 
c) has awritten collections management policy 


d) has an appointed or elected governing body 
that is solely responsible for the manage- 
ment of the museum 


owns a catalogued collection of historical 
artifacts 


f) has a definite site used exclusively for the 
operation of the museum that apportions its 
physical space to meet the needs of amuseum 
as Outlined in the Ministry guidelines 


g) has a curator whose full time service is de-

h) isopento the public either 360 or more hours 
and sixty or more days to meet the minimum 
hours requirement, or 1,080 hours andat least 
180 days, including a minimum of 20 days in

hours requirement 


i) is not already funded by any other federal or 
provincial source 


j) has been in full operation for at least one year 
prior to the date of application for assistance, 
having satisfied other eligibility criteria given 
above for that year, and having supplied such 
information as the Minister may require, may 
apply on the form provided by the Minister 
before the 30th of June in any year. 


Basis of Assistance 

Operating grants to eligible community museums 
are based on a percentage of the eligible oper- 
ating expenses, the previous year’s grant, and 
available Ministry funds.

COMMUNITY ART GALLERIES — OPERATING 


Assistance towards 


Ongoing operational costs of art galleries, such 
as maintenance of gallery building, salaries, 
administrative support, permanent collection 
maintenance, insurance, educational and exten- 
sion costs. 


Eligible Recipients 
Art Galleries managed by the following: 


1) Aboard of management appointed by a council 
of a municipality to operate the gallery 


2) A public library board 


3) Acouncil of a band as defined in The Indian 
Act (Canada) 


4) Aboard appointed by the senate of a publicly- 
supported post-secondary institution 


5) Aboard of volunteers drawn directly from the 
community. 


Conditions and Procedures 
A qualified applicant that operates a gallery that: 


a) employs one or more persons paid to provide 
full-time direction of the gallery 

b) owns or leases space exclusively devoted to 
gallery-related activities which is open to the 
public a minimum of 1,500 hours or at least 
ten months of the year 


c) demonstrates that at least 50 per cent of 


operating and program expenditures are raised 
in the local community 


d) is not already funded for basic operating by 
any other provincial government source 


e) has been in full operation for at least one year 
prior to the date of application for assistance, 
having satisified other eligibility criteria given 
above for that year, may apply in writing to the 
Minister approximately three months before 
the end of its fiscal year for assistance for the 
following year. 


Basis of Assistance 


Operating grants to eligible galleries will be 
based ona review of the gallery’s previous year’s 
operating expenses, the previous year’s grant 
and available ministry funds.

MUNICIPAL AND COUNTY PUBLIC 
LIBRARY BOARDS, MUNICIPALITIES 
LOCAL SERVICE BOARDS AND 
IMPROVEMENT DISTRICTS 


(a) Purpose of Assistance 


To support and enhance public library service at 
the municipal level. 


Eligible Recipients 


1) Public library boards established under Part 1 
of the Public Libraries Act, 1984. 


2) County library boards established under Part 
1 of the Public Libraries Act, 1984. 


3) Municipal councils, local service boards, or 
improvement district trustees that have a 
contract for library services under subsection 
29(1) of the Public Libraries Act, 1984. 


Basis of Assistance 


The board, council, local service board or trustees 
shall be paid a grant equal to the amount com- 
puted by multiplying $6.15 in southern Ontario 
and $6.77 in northern Ontario by the number of 
households in the municipality or municipalities 
for which the library is established. 


County library systems and library systems 
established by regional government receive 
$25,000 for maintenance of library service in 
addition to $6.77 per household. 


The grant payable in 1986 to a municipal or 
county public library board, council, local service 
board or trustees to which a grant was paid in 
1985, shall not be less than 104.2 percent ofthe 
1985 grant. 
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Conditions 


It is acondition of making a grant that the recip- 
ient of the grant, 


a) provide the prescribed classes of circulating 
materials in accordance with Section 23 of 
the Act; and 

b) supply the financial statements and informa- 


tion to the Minister that are required under 
Section 20 and 29. 


(b) Purpose of Assistance 

To assist county or municipal councils and public 
library boards in evaluating the benefits of larger 
units of library service. 


Eligible Recipients 

Public library boards established under Part 1 of 
the Public Libraries Act, 1984 and the councils 
of municipalities. 

Conditions and Procedures 

Applicants should consult the Libraries and 
Community Information Branch of the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture regarding assistance 
levels, eligibility and application. 


Basis of Assistance 

Projects that involve development or cooperation 
between libraries in forms of larger units of library 
service and where interest has been expressed 
by public library boards, as well as municipal and 
county councils, in establishing or extending 
such a larger unit of library service. 


(c) Purpose of Assistance | 


To assist in the start-up and other basic costs 
incurred in establishing a new county library 
system. 


Eligible Recipients 


A county library board newly established under 
the Public Libraries Act, 1984. 


Basis of Assistance 


Newly established county library boards receive 
$75,000 in their first year of operation and 
$35,000 in their second year of operation. 


Conditions 
It is a condition of making a grant that: 


1) The appropriate County Council pass a by- 
law establishing a county public library under 
the Public Libraries Act, 1984; 

2) The recipient agree to keep separate financial 
records; 

3) The recipient agree to provide appropriate 
public credit to the Ministry for funding assis- 
tance received; 

4) The recipient provide a written two-year plan 
for the start-up of the new county library. 


(d) Purpose of Assistance 


To support and enhance development of bilingual 
public library services. 
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Eligible Recipients 


1) Public library board established under Part 1 
of the Public Libraries Act, 1984. 


2) County library boards established under Part 
1 of the Public Libraries Act, 1984. 


Conditions and Procedures 


A qualified applicant that operates a public library 
in centres designated as French language ser- 
vices locations or in a location with a significant 
French language population. 


Basis of Assistance 


The board may be paid a grant equal to the 
amount computed by multiplying $1.00 by the 
number of Francophones in the municipality or 
municipalities for which the library is established. 


Conditions 


It is a condition of making a grant that the recip- 
ient of the grant acquire French language library 
materials created or produced in Ontario or in 
Canada and: 


a) provide the prescribed classes of circulating 
materials in accordance with Section 23 of 
the Act; and 


b) supply the financial statement and information 
to the Minister that are required under Section 
20 of the Act. 


7 
FOR INDIAN BANDS 


(a) Eligible Recipients 


1) A public library established by the council of 
an Indian band with the approval of the Minister. 


2) The council of an Indian band that has a 
contract for library services under subsection 
29(1) of the Public Libraries Act, 1984. 


Basis of Assistance 


The grant for southern Ontario is equal to the 
amount computed by multiplying $2.43 by the 
population of the Indian band. The grant for 
northern Ontario is equal to the amount com- 
puted by multiplying $2.67 by the population of 
the Indian band. 


Conditions 


It is acondition of making a grant that the recipient 
of the grant, 


a) provide the prescribed classes of circulating 
materials in accordance with Section 23 of 
the Act; and 

b) supply the financial statements and information 


to the Minister that are required under Sections 
20 and 29 of the Act. 


(b) Purpose of Assistance 

To assist in the start-up and other basic costs for 
operation of a library and with the ongoing costs 
related to maintaining a library facility. 


Eligible Recipients 

A public library established by the council of an 
Indian band under the Public Libraries Act, 1984 
situated in northern Ontario.

ONTARIO LIBRARY SERVICE — 
AREA BOARDS 


Purpose of Assistance 


To enable Ontario Library Service boards to 
provide, in consultation with municipal and county 
public library boards, the coordination, develop- 
ment and network services essential to the pro- 
vision of basic library service. 


Eligible Recipients 


Ontario Library Service boards established under 
Part 2 of The Public Libraries Act, 1984. 


Basis of Assistance 


1) The objects of an Ontario Library Service 
board are to deliver programs and services 
on behalf of the Minister by, 


a) increasing co-operation and co-ordination 
among public library boards and other in- 
formation providers in order to promote 
the provision of library services to the 
public; and 

b) assisting public library boards by providing 
them with services and programs that 
reflect their needs including consultation, 
training and development services. 


The Minister may make agrant to a board of local 
or county library, or of an Ontario Library Service 
board or an incorporated library association 
approved by the Minister for the purpose of 
developing a province-wide network of library 
services. 


Ontario Library Service budgets are approved 
by the Minister before a grant payment is made. 


Conditions 

The boards shall transmit to the Minister all reports 
required by the Public Libraries Act, 1984 and 
the regulations as requested by the Minister.

PROGRAM GRANTS 


Program grants are intended to enhance the 
development of the Arts of Ontario and the access 
to public libraries and community information 
centres; to promote the appreciation of Ontario’s 
history while encouraging participation and 
sharing of the Province’s multicultural heritage. 


Funding is available to non-profit community or 
provincial organizations for special projects 
beyond their ongoing activities. Projects which 
are funded should improve the organizations’ 
management and fiscal development leading to 
increase in self-sufficiency. 


A) COMMUNITY FACILITIES 
IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


Objectives 


The objective of the Community Facilities Im- 
provement Program is twofold: to provide stability 
and a permanent focus for the delivery, by cultural 
and multicultural organizations, of community 
services and programs, and to fill a void in cultural 
and multicultural programs and services through 
acquisition and utilization of existing structures.

Any Municipality, Local Services Board, Indian 
Band Council, School Board, Library Board, 
Conservation Authority or incorporated non-profit 
organization which deliver services/programs 
within the mandate of the Ministry of Citizenship 
and Culture and has been incorporated for at 
least one year prior to application.

YOUTH EMPLOYMENT PROGRAM 


EXPERIENCE ’86 PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The salaries and employer's contributions of 
eligible students employed by approved organi- 
zations. 


Eligible Recipients 


Any provincial or community-based, non-profit 
organization offering a special summer project 
of a nature relevant to the program activities and 
mandate of the Ministry of Citizenship and Culture. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) The Program’s main goals are to provide 
students meaningful work experience and to 
assist eligible organizations in providing use- 
ful services. In 1986, special emphasis will be 
placed on projects directed at disadvantaged 
youths. 


2) Projects must be in operation for 6 to 12 
weeks, during the period May to September 
1986. Students in the age range of 15 to 24 
years will be paid the current provincial 
minimum wage, a percentage of which is 
allocated by the Ministry to approved projects. 


Eligible organizations are responsible for the 
remaining percentage of wages and employer's 
contributions plus any administrative costs 
incurred by the project. 


Eligible organizations must contact their 
nearest regional services office of the Ministry 
to determine the commencement of the 
Experience Program and the procedures to 
be followed. 


The Ministry will rank applications and fund 
only those which most closely fulfill the objec- 
tives of the program. Applicants should 
therefore be aware that approval will not be 
automatic solely on the basis of meeting 
general criteria.

The assistance granted to needy persons by a 
municipality, district board or approved Indian 
band is based on the excess of the recipient’s 
budgetary requirements over his income and 
the amounts granted are determined by refer- 
ences to the tables, limitations, and requirements 
of the regulations (referenced below). 


Provincial reimbursement is 80 per cent of the 
amounts of general asistance paid. However, 
where in any period of four consecutive months, 
the monthly average of the number of persons 
receiving assistance equals or exceeds 4 per 
cent of the population of the municipality, the 
contribution of the province is increased to 90 
per cent in respect of the number of persons 
receiving assistance in excess of 4 per cent of 
the population. Provision is also made for reim- 
bursement by the province of 100 percent of the 
assistance granted to applicants deemed not to 
have been resident of any organized municipality 
in Ontario for a period of 12 consecutive months, 
prior to application for assistance. In this case, 
the Ministry of Community and Social Services 
must be notified within sixty days of the first 
payment’s being made to the recipient.

d) The Minister may require additional information 
if deemed necessary and may require an in- 
spection and audit of books, accounts, and 
vouchers relating to the application. 
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Basis of Assistance 


“Costs of administration of welfare services” 
means: 

i) Payments approved by the Director to or on 
behalf of a welfare administrator who is em- 
ployed full time in the administration of welfare 
services and any other employee of a district 
welfare administration board, municipality or 
an approved Indian band in respect of: 


a) Salaries, wages and honoraria. 


b) Employer’s contributions in respect of 
pension, unemployment insurance or 
worker's compensation plan or scheme or 
other employee’s benefit plan or scheme. 


c) Travelling expenses where such expenses 
are directly related to the administration of 
welfare services. 


ii) Payments approved by the Director for re- 
search or consultation carried out on a 
contract or fee-for-service basis relating to 
welfare services. 


iii) Payments approved by the Director for oper- 
ating costs of computer services including 
rental of equipment where as a result of such 
services a welfare administrator is able to 
provide to the Director such information on 
the administration and operation of welfare 
services as the Director requires. 


The subsidy payable by the Province of Ontario 
to, 


(a) acity or a separated town; 


(b) any municipality approved by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council other than a city or 
separated town; 


(c) a county that has appointed a welfare ad- 
ministrator under the Act or a municipality 
that has a population in excess of 5,000 and 
by agreement, with the County and with 
approval of the Minister, has appointed a 
municipal welfare administrator to administer 
assistance in their municipality independently 
of the county; 


(d) an approved band; and 


(e) adistrict welfare administration board estab- 
lished under the District Welfare Administra- 
tion Boards Act, 


is equal to 50 percent of the cost of the adminis- 
tration of welfare services. 


Fees for staff training and living allowances 
while receiving training are subsidized at 80 per 
cent and this subsidy is made available to muni- 
cipalities which employ both a full-time and part- 
time welfare administrator.

GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1986 


Under Ontario Regulation 1 16/86, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. The grants 
are calculated separately for the elementary 


schools and the secondary schools. Commencing 
September 1985 the Ministry applied secondary 
school level grant provisions to Grade 9, 10 and 
11 operations of applying separate school boards. 
The 1986 Grants Regulation is expected to be 
amended to include Grade 12 level effective 
September 1986. 


1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE 
GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recognized 
portion of the school board operating expenditure 
over the yield of acalculated mill rate in the dollar 
upon the equalized assessment supporting the 
board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the lesser 
of the actual cost and the product of $2,534 in 
the case of anelementary school pupil or $3,445 
in the case of asecondary school pupil, a weighting 
factor that is determined by the Ministry for the 
school board, and the average daily enrolment of 
pupils of the board in day school, summer school 
and certain continuing education. 


Grant assistance in respect of continuing edu- 
cation is limited to specific programs including 
adult basic literacy, citizenship and language 
instruction for landed immigrants, English as a 
second language for adults, and courses for 
adults for which secondary school credit is given. 


The average daily enrolment of pupils fora board 
is determined in accordance with Ontario Regu- 
lation 127/85. For day school this is determined 
as 30 per cent of the enrolment on each of the 
last school days of January and April, and 40 per 
cent of the enrolment on the last school day of 
September. Forsummerschooland certain con- 
tinuing education classes it is determined as the 
full-time equivalent in terms of instructional time. 
Kindergarten and junior kindergarten subject to 
grant is limited to a one-half day basis enrolment. 


In calculating average daily enrolment used for 
grants, recognition is included that costs do not 
reduce directly with enrolment declines. Thirty 
to sixty per cent of the decline from 1985 (de- 
pending on the board size) plus one-half of such 
assistance given in 1985 is included in the en- 
rolment for grant purposes. 


The weighting factors address variations among 
school boards in the need for education services 
and in the cost of providing comparable education 
services. The factor components are: 


Compensatory Education 
Language Instruction 
French-English Mixed Schools 
Technical Programs 

Cost of Goods and Services 
(Northern) 

Small School Boards 

Small schools 

Teacher Experience and 
Qualifications 


The mill rate used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure is calculated in 
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the following manner:

The assessment used in the calculation is equal- 
ized using a five-year average of the equalization 
factors (issued by the Ministry of Revenue in 
1981, 1982, 1983, 1984 and 1985) and is adjusted 
to reflect the 15 per cent difference between 
residential and commercial mill rates. 


2 
EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE 
GRANTS 


Extraordinary expenditure pertains to the types 
of expenditure that for reasons related to the 
nature or development of the jurisdiction served 
differ in terms of per pupil costs among school 
boards. These are costs in respect of the acquisi- 
tion of facilities and for the transportation of pupils. 
The portions of these expenditures recognized 
for grant assistance are determined by specific 
approvals. The recognized expenditure is divided 
into two groups — 


a) specific debt charges and pupil transportation 
expenditure that is in excess of $275 per day 
school pupil of average daily enrolment, and 


b) the remainder. 


The grant in respect of each group is the excess 
of the recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment supporting the school board. 


The mill rates used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure are: 


a) .022 for elementary schools or .010 for second- 
ary schools for each $100 of per pupil recog- 
nized expenditure. 


b) .106 for elementary schools or .048 for second- 
ary schools for each $100 of per pupil recog- 
nized expenditure. 


Boards receive grants on current approved minor 
projects and on major projects prior to 1980 in 
accordance with the financing of the project 
including grant on debenture instalments, which 
insome instances will continue to the year 2000. 
However, through a “write down” as at December 
31, 1985 of all the provincially-held debenture 
debt of school boards, the Province reduced the 
outstanding debt by what otherwise would have 
been future grant. The result is that such reduced 
debt is no longer subject to grant. There still 
remains a small proportion of debentures to 
which the “write down” provision did not apply. 
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3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION 
GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assistance 
is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes $232 
per elementary school pupil, $71 per subject 
credit for grades 9 and 10 pupils, $77 per 
subject credit for grades 11 to 13 pupils. In 
addition there is recognition for some start-up 
costs where French-language classrooms are 
established. 


For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils the recognized ex- 
penditure is determined by formulae that takes 
into account the number of pupils instructed, 
their grade level, the time devoted to instruction 
each day and the total accumulated hours of 
French-language instruction. The amounts 
range from $77 to $232 per pupil for elementary 
grades and from $31 to $118 per secondary 
subject credit. In addition, there is a grant for 
immersion start-up costs at the secondary 
school level. 


The grant payable is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes, 100 
per cent of the recognized expenditure. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils, the excess of the 
recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the board. 
The mill rates are. 106 for elementary schools 
or .048 for secondary schools for each $100 
of per pupil recognized expenditure.

GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS 

OR HOSPITALS 


The Ministry introduced effective January, 1982, 
a new funding mechanism in respect of special 
education. In 1986, grants are the product of the 
board’s total enrolment (not just special education 
pupils) anda per pupil amount of $195 in respect 
of elementary school operations and $139 in 
respect of secondary school operations. In 
addition, a grant is paid in respect of each trainable 
retarded pupil of $4,320 adjusted by a weighting 
factor which takes into account the geographical 
location of the board. Where a school board 
employs a teacher to provide a special education 
program in certain specified facilities, institutions 
or hospitals, subject to approval a grant is payable 
to reimburse the board for the cost of the teachers 
salary, related employee benefit costs plus a 
$2,000 allowance for administrative costs etc., 
up to $975 per teacher aide and up to $3,300 for 
the cost of classroom furniture and equipment. 


5 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive agrant of $33 


per classroom hour in respect of Heritage 
language instruction, subject to minimum class 
size and where the school day is extended in 
relation thereto. 


6 
ADJUSTMENT IN RESPECT OF CHANGE IN 
TAX REVENUE 


School board grants compensate for any prior 
calendar year difference between the amount 
requisitioned by the school board or yield of the 
mill rate on assessment and actual taxes received. 
Effectively boards are compensated for “write- 
off of taxes” and grants are reduced on account 
of “supplementary” taxes received. 


7 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges acceptable to the Minister on 
debentures issued by a school board prior to 
April, 1980 that were not approved for grant 
assistance at the time of issue are now eligible 
for grant to the extent that such expenditure for 
the year exceeds the yield of .103 mills for ele- 
mentary schools or .048 mills for secondary 
schools in the dollar upon the equalized assess- 
ment for the board in respect of each $25 per 
pupil of such expenditure. This base mill rate 
cannot be less than.103 for elementary schools 
or .216 for secondary schools. 


8 
GRANTS FOR BOARDS ON 
TAX-EXEMPT LAND 


School boards on tax-exempt land receive grants 
from the province. These boards are Department of 
National Defence School Boards. Special funding 
provisions also apply to school boards established 
in a sanatorium, a hospital, a crippled children’s 
treatment centre or acentre for the treatment of 
cerebral palsy. 


The first type of boards receive 50 per cent of all 
operating grants exclusive of capital. The second 
group of boards receive 80 per cent of teachers’ 
salaries and transportation costs and 50 per cent 
of all other costs exclusive of capital. 


9 
GRANTS FOR ISOLATE BOARDS 


Small remote boards (with enrolment of 300 or 
fewer) receive grants equal to all approved cost 
in excess of the yield of a mill rate on equalized 
assessment of 4.701 millsinthe case of elemen- 
tary school boards or 3.529 mills in the case of 
secondary school boards. 


10 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 


Where a school board provides education for: 


a) apupil who resides in Ontario in an area that 


is not within the jurisdiction of a school board, 
is not Federal Crown Land or is not an Indian 
Reserve; 


b) a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or 
detained in certain specified facilities, insti- 
tutions or homes; or 


c) a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid 
Society, a grant is payable to reimburse the 
board the cost of education for the pupil. 


The amount of reimbursement is the same as is 
permitted for inter-board billing of tuition fees. 
This is calculated in accordance with Ontario 
Regulation 115/86. 


11 
DIRECT CAPITAL GRANTS 


Since April 1, 1980, the grants to school boards 
on major approved capital projects are paid as 
the expenditures are incurred. Payments are 
made on a quarterly basis on progress certificates 
submitted to the school boards. The rates of 
grant are identical to those applicable to extra- 
ordinary expenditure grants which, for a board of 
average assessment wealth, is 75 per cent. 


12 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The 1986 formula includes a provision which 
guarantees that no board will receive less grant 
for reason of using the average of the provincial 
assessment equalization factors issued by the 
Ministry of Revenue in 1981, 1982, 1983, 1984 
and 1985. The comparison is to assessment 
equalized using the factors that were applicable 
in 1979. Similarly, grants have been provided to 
school boards to ensure that there is no increase 
in the proportion of the school board requisition 
that is borne by a municipality for reason of the 
new assessment equalization factors. 


13 
SECONDARY SCHOOL REORGANIZATION 
GRANT 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to encourage 
French-language education programs at the 
secondary school level and involve a reorgani- 
zation grant to offset the start-up costs associated 
with the establishment of new homogeneous 
French-language entities. 


For the first year of operation of such schools 
with an enrolment of 100 or fewer, the grant is 
$1,455 per pupil. For larger schools, the grant is 
$127,200 plus $183 per pupil to a maximum of 
$182,100. For the second year of operation, the 
grant is $970 per pupil for a school with an 
enrolment of 100 or fewer and for larger schools 
is $84,800 plus $122 per pupil to a maximum of 
$121,400. For the third, fourth and fifth years of 
operating, the grant is $485 per pupil for a school 
with an enrolment of 100 or fewer and for larger 
schools, is $42,400 plus $61 per pupil to a 
maximum of $60,700.

MUNICIPAL OIL CONVERSION AND 
ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Purpose 


Municipal governments spend upto 15 per cent 
of their budgets on energy. Cutting energy costs 
reduces operating costs without cutting services. 
Energy management is a valuable resource for 
municipalities to tap. 


The Ministry of Energy provides grants to assist 
Ontario municipalities with the costs of under- 
taking fuel conversions for existing heating 
systems, carrying out energy conservation retrofits 
in existing buildings, and installing solar heating 
systems in seasonal swimming pools. 


The program ends in two years. Already almost 
300 municipalities have benefitted from energy 
and cost savings resulting from over 1,400 projects 
they have undertaken. Now is the time to get 
involved with energy conservation and lower 
operating costs. 


Who is eligible? 
Municipal governments, conservation authorities, 


public utility commissions and boards or com- 
missions thereof. 


What work is eligible? 


Equipment, material and installation costs directly 
related to fuel conversions, energy conservation 
retrofits, and seasonal pool solar heating instal- 
lations in facilities owned or operated by eligible 
applicants. Typical measures include: 


* converting heating systems to more economic 
and available fuels; 


¢ improving the thermal efficiency of the building 
envelopes including insulating, caulking and 
weather stripping; 

* modifying lighting systems including delamp- 
ing; 

* improving the efficiency of heating, ventilation 
and air conditioning systems and their controls; 

¢ reducing domestic hot water consumption; 


* installing heat recovery or solar heating 
equipment. 
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General maintenance, repairs, and the replace- 
ment of over-age or worn-out equipment that are 
unrelated to energy efficiency, as well as project 
financing costs, are not eligible (see item 5 
below). 


Where applicants do not possess the technical 
expertise needed to identify or proceed with 
projects, technical assistance grants are available 
to secure advice or commission a report from a 
professional engineer. 


Changes to the Program 


Effective May 1, 1986, the following changes to 
the program were announced in response to 
your needs: 


1. A new focus on small municipalities. So far, 
only 30 percent of small municipalities, those 
with populations of 50,000 or less, have used 
MOCECP. To increase the program’s attrac- 
tiveness to small municipalities we have: 


a) increased the percentage contribution from 
the province to projects submitted by small 
municipalities. 


b) begun the new Small Municipalities Energy 
Advisory Service, in cooperation with the 
Association of Municipalities of Ontario. A 
technical advisor is available to assist small 
municipalities to fill out the application, 
obtain technical skills, and investigate 
conservation options. 


2. Asimple application form for specific projects 
that have proven to be cost effective. No 
calculations or energy audits will be required 
for these projects. 


3. The percentage contribution by the province 
for conservation retrofits undertaken by large 
municipalities has been increased from 25 to 
30 per cent. 


4. Total grant available to each municipality per 
year for either energy conservation retrofit or 
fuel conversion projects has been increased 
to $200,000. 


5. The terms of technical assistance grants have 
been expanded beyond energy audits, to 
include evaluations of maintenance and 
operating procedures that affect energy con- 
sumption and analyses of life cycle costs for 
planned new buildings. 


These changes are intended to encourage 
municipalities that have not applied to MOCECP 
to submit an application before the end of the 
program, March 31, 1988.

* an audit of the building including current 
energy consumption and costs, proposed 
conservation measures and detailed energy 
savings calculations (only one year’s energy 
bills are required for simple application); 

* evidence that the building audit and application 
have been prepared by an individual or firm 
suitably qualified or knowledgeable in the field 
(not required for simple application). 

Where an energy auditor has been hired by the 


municipality, the submission of applications should 
be coordinated by that person. 


Monitoring and Reporting 


Grant recipients must monitor energy consump- 
tion and costs for one full year following project 
completion and report this information to the 
Ministry of Energy.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, 
general rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for 
chronic patients, active treatment teaching 
psychiatric hospitals, active treatment hospitals 
for alcoholism and drug addiction and rehabili- 
tation hospitals, graded as follows: 


a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals pro- 
viding facilities for giving instruction to medical 
students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals having 
not fewer than 100 beds; 

c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals having 
fewer than 100 beds; 

d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals oper- 
ated by the Ontario Division of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society; 

e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 

f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 

g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
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providing facilities of giving instruction to 
medical students for any university; 

i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction; 


j) GroupJ hospitals are hospitals designated by 
the Minister to provide special rehabilitation 
services for disabled persons in a region of 
Ontario specified by the Minister for each 
hospital; 

Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment services 
in a community or district to handicapped or 
disabled individuals requiring restorative and 
adjustive services in an integrated and co- 
ordinated program; 


l) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction and providing facilities for 
giving instruction to medical students of any 
university as evidenced by a written agree- 
ment between the hospital and the university 
with which it is affiliated; 

m) Group M hospitals are general hospitals which 
may charge and receive payment for the use 
of C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS 


Ontario Regulation 859 under The Public 
Hospitals Act allows the province to provide 
grants not exceeding either 2/3 or 5/6 of the 
approved cost of constructing or renovating 
community hospitals. Approved costs include 
the cost of construction or renovation, professional 
fees and necessary basic equipment. 


The 5/6 of approved costs is provided to hospitals 
located in a northern municipality with a population 
of not more than 12,000 in a territorial district or 
a provisional county. 


Regulation 862 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides capital grants for teaching hospitals. 
The province accepts responsibility for the 
approved capital cost of the university hospitals 
and of teaching and research facilities forming 
part of the university affiliated hospitals. 


In accordance with Regulation 861 under The 
Public Hospitals Act the province accepts respon- 
sibility for the approved capital cost of aregional 
rehabilitation hospital or that part of a hospital 
which provides special facilities for medical 
rehabilitation of patients. To qualify the hospital 
is expected to provide a wide range of special 
services and must be approved by the Minister 
as a regional rehabilitation centre before be- 
coming eligible for grants on the basis of full 
costs. Regulation 860 under The Public Hospitals 
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Act provides that, for rehabilitation facilities serving 
a local community or district (e.g. crippled chil- 
dren’s treatment centres), the grant amounts to 
2/3 of the approved cost. 


Regulation 858 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that 100 per cent of the capital cost of 
economic investment projects may be paid where 
operating savings to the government will recover 
the capital cost within five or fewer years. 


Regulation 856 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides grants equal to 100 per cent of the 
approved capital cost for the amalgamation of 
hospital services where the estimated savings 
on net operating costs during the five years 
following the establishment of the amalgamated 
service equals or exceeds the approved capital 
cost. 


Regulation 170/81 under The Public Hospitals 
Act allows the province to pay a special grant of 
2/3 of the capital cost to correct hazardous 
conditions resulting from the presence of asbestos 
in public hospitals. The special grant is 5/6 of the 
approved cost when the public hospital is located 
in a northern municipality with a population of 
not more than 12,000 persons and ina territorial 
district or a provisional county.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING STATEMENT 
GRANTS 


Assistance towards 


The preparation and updating of municipal housing 
statements outlining municipalities’ housing 
policies and needs. 


When endorsed by council and approved by the 
Ministry, a statement forms the basis for a 
municipality's request for federal and provincial 
funding for housing programs. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario Municipalities are eligible to apply for 
municipal housing statement grants; those with 
approved statements may be eligible for funding 
to update their statements. Municipalities under 
10,000 population may also request ministry 
staff to complete a statement on their behalf. 


Conditions and Procedures 

Municipal council must pass a resolution re- 
questing either direct technical assistance or 
funding. When funding is requested, an application 


form and the consultant’s proposal should ac- 
company the council resolution. 


The concurrence of regional council is also 
required prior to the provision of a study grant or 
direct technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its merits, 
and maximum grant levels have been established 
according to municipal size. During the term of 
the approved study, progress payments will be 
made. Once the housing statement has been 
adopted by council and approved by the Ministry, 
the final grant payment is made to the municipality.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM 
(OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


In the past the province provided per capita 
grants to municipalities to administer as OHRP 
loans. While this direct assistance has not been 
available in recent years, many municipalities 
have OHRP funds as a result of loan repayments, 
etc. that can be utilized as loans to owner- 
occupants in that municipality whose adjusted 
annual family income is no greater than $18,000. 
This income limit will increase to $21,000 in 
accordance with the following table: 


Date Income Limit 
Current $19,000 
August 1, 1986 $20,000 
August 1, 1987 $21,000 


The prime objective of these loans is the repair of 
faulty structural and sanitary conditions and the 
upgrading of the plumbing, heating and electrical 
systems of the residences of the eligible owner- 
occupants to bring their housing up to municipal 
health and safety standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
applicant within the participating municipality 
shall not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. 
The amount of interest charged on this loan will 
be determined by the annual family income of 
the applicant; a portion of the loan may be 
“forgiven” and therefore need not be paid back, 
upon completion of a designated number of 
years of continuous occupancy. A special loan 
maximum of $9,500 (less any federal funding) is 
available under OHRP for physically disabled 
homeowners or homeowners with physically 
disabled relatives living with them. 


This special loan may be used for the repair of a 
dwelling unit to a minimum municipal standards 


and for the necessary modifications that would 
render the unit accessible to physically disabled 
persons. 


Eligible Recipients 


Owner-occupants are eligible provided the annual 
“adjusted family income” of the owner-occupant 
does not exceed $19,000. (See Income Limit 
Table on previous page). 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, including 
the forgivable and repayable portions thereof, 
alien as provided for by subsection 2 of section 
3 of the Act; and shall follow the procedures 
set forth in subsections 2 and 3 of section 3 of 
the Act. Where the placing of a lien is not 
feasible, a promissory note may be used as 
security forthe repayment of the amount loaned 
as provided for by subsection 4 of section 3 of 
the Act. 


establish a trust fund and deposit in the fund 
all monies received pursuant to this regulation, 
all monies received in repayment of loans 
made under this regulation, and all interest 
accruing thereon; and 


provide the Minister with whatever information 
and records of accounts he may require per- 
taining to any application, loan or any other 
matter provided for in this regulation.

INCENTIVE LOANS AND GRANT PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The province provides incentive funding to those 
municipalities developing municipal non-profit 
housing projects for the first time. The funding is 
in the form of a grant and an interest free loan. 


Eligible Recipients 


An initial grant of up to $5,000 is available to 
municipalities to explore the feasibility of starting a 
municipal non-profit housing project. 


To be eligible, a municipality must: 


a) be in the process of developing municipal 
non-profit housing for the first time 


b) have had the need for assisted and market 
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rent housing approved by the Ministry of 
Housing. 
The amount of the grant that a municipality 
receives is commensurate with its population as 
follows: 


Population Grant 

Up to 5,000 $3,000 
5,001-10,000 $4,000 
10,000 plus $5,000 


A municipality also becomes eligible for an interest 
free loan to cover developmental expenses 
incurred until the first mortgage draw. The loanis 
to be capitalized against project costs and is 
repayable to the province at the time of the first 
project mortgage draw. If at any point during the 
development process the project fails, the loan 
may be forgiven. 


Conditions and Procedures 


To receive the incentive grant, an interested 
municipality puts in a written request to the 
Programs Manager in the appropriate Ontario 
Housing Corporation Regional Office for that 
municipality. The 6 OHC Regional Offices are 
listed at end of section.

PAYMENTS-IN-LIEU OF TAXES 


Municipalities are eligible to receive annually 
payments-in-lieu of taxes in respect of Ontario 
Housing Corporation senior citizen and family 
housing projects located in a municipality and 
that are exempt from municipal taxation. 


Payments-in-lieu of taxes made by the Province 
of Ontario to a municipality may represent asum 
of money calculated on any basis whatsoever, 
but not in excess of the amount that would have 
been payable to the municipality as taxes had 
the properties been assessed and taxed in the 
usual way.

STARTER HOMES 


The Ministry has launched a small-scale project 
to demonstrate the long-term potential for creating 
low-cost, yet attractive, starter homes for families. 


Modest financial incentives are being offered to 
municipalities which alter their development 
standards to help produce these homes. 


The project is designed to: 


e Develop expertise on the part of the munici- 
palities and builders in reducing construction 
and development costs without lowering 
quality standards. 


¢ Provide renters with a reasonable-cost housing 
alternative and the chance to become home 
owners. 


Eligible Recipients 


An unconditional grant of $2,500 per unit is 
available for municipalities which participate in 
the process.

These services 
go beyond those of a typical housing registry, as 
they facilitate introductory meetings and provide 
follow-up assistance to ensure the ongoing 
success of the sharing arrangement. 


Eligible Recipients 


Any Ontario municipality is eligible for assistance. 
However, funding is limited to the development 
of 10 municipal demonstrations. 


While home sharing programs may be made 
available to all segments of the population, the 
alternative is particularly suited to the elderly 
and low to moderate income singles. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Interested municipalities should have a policy 
commitment to alternative housing for seniors 
and must demonstrate how the service would 
become integrated with area community and 
social service networks. The program also requires 
a local administering board or committee con- 
taining representatives of local housing, health 
and social service networks. 
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Basis of Assistance 


Communities wishing to cost-share such services 
may apply for grants of up to $20,000 per year for 
two years, to cover up to 50 per cent of program 
operating expenses.

SENIORS RETIREMENT COMMUNITIES

Il. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The Resource Equalization Grant is designed to 
reinforce the fiscal capacity of lower tier muni- 
cipalities with below average tax bases, in order 
to increase their ability to upgrade local servicing 
without incurring excessive property tax rates. A 
portion of this grant is paid directly to upper tier 
municipalities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All lower tier and upper tier municipalities. 


Basis of Assistance 


The resource equalization grant is payable to 
each lower tier municipality whose 1985 equal- 
ization assessment is below $57,000 per house- 
hold, when the assessment, with residential and 
farm taxable assessment being discounted by 
45 percent, is equalized according to the average 
equalization factor appearing in the 1986 Regu- 
lation to the Act. The assessment deficiency 
rate, recognized for resource equalization grant, 
is based on the proportion that 60 per cent of the 
municipality's deficiency of the 1985 equalized 
assessment per household bears to $57,000, to 
amaximum of 25 percent. This deficiency rate is 
then applied to the net general dollar levy of the 
lower tier municipality which is defined as the 
combined lower and upper tier municipal 1985 
tax requirements and excludes taxation for school 
boards. The 1986 resource equalization grant is 
equal to the product of the municipality's net 
general dollar levy and its assessment deficiency 
rate: 


a) up to the maximum (capped amount) of the 
sum of the total 1985 resource equalization 
grant entitlement (lower and upper tier shares) 
and the product of its 1986 households and 
$1.25 


b) plus the product of its 1986 households and 
the per household difference of (a) minus (b) 
in excess of $120 per household. 


The portion of the resource equalization grant, 
determined on a basis of the ratio of upper tier 
taxes levied on commercial and business assess- 
ment to the total taxes levied on commercial and 
business assessment for all purposes, other 
than school purposes, is payable directly to the 
upper tier municipality. The region or county is 
required to credit this amount to its general 
revenues. The lower tier municipality is paid a 
resource equalization grant equal to the differ- 
ence between the total grant and the amount 
payable to the region or county. This portion of 
the grant should be applied against taxes for 
own purposes. 


ill. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal 
services. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) General Support Grant: Provides an amount 
equal to 6 per cent of the 1985 net general 
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dollar levy to all municipalities, both upper 
and lower tier. 


b) Special Support Grant: Provides an additional 
amount equal to 18 per cent of the 1985 net 
general levy to: 


i) all municipalities situated in the northern 
part of Ontario, and 


ii) all municipalities situated in the District of 
Parry Sound and to the Townships of Airy, 
Chisholm and the Improvement District of 
Cameron. 


This grant is in recognition of the generally 
higher costs of municipal goods and services 
in such areas. 


“Net general dollar levy” for the purposes of 
these grants means a municipality's own 1985 
tax requirements, excluding upper tierand school 
board taxation. 


IV. REVENUE GUARANTEE 


A revenue guarantee is provided on total un- 
conditional grants. The total of 1986 uncondi- 
tional grant payments for the six major grants to 
a lower tier municipality, Region or County is 
guaranteed to be not less than the total 1985 
unconditional grant payments plus: 


¢ anadditional 1 percent of the 1985 net general 
dollar levy to all lower tier municipalities in 
districts and the Regional Municipality of 
Sudbury with its area municipalities; 


¢ an additional 0.25 per cent of the 1985 net 
general dollar levy to all counties, all lower tier 
municipalities in counties, all regional muni- 
cipalities and their respective area munici- 
palities (except Sudbury).

Depending on their 
individual needs, municipalities may provide 
additional services, within the limits of the financial 
assistance offered under the program, provided 
that assistance is not available for similar services 
through other government programs.

Other local authorities 
may also be eligible for assistance, depending 
on the availability of funds and other government 
programs.

SHORELINE PROPERTY ASSISTANCE 
PROGRAM

The repair and/or protection of privately-owned, 
shoreline properties which have been or may be 
damaged by high water levels in the Great Lakes 
system.

Any municipality abutting on the Great Lakes 
system. 


Procedures 

1) The municipality must pass a borrowing by- 
law, approved by the Ontario Municipal Board 
to authorize the sale of debentures. 


2) Individual property owners make application 
to council, whose decision is final. 


3) After inspection of the completed work, the 
municipality passes a rating by-law imposing 
a special annual rate on the land for repay- 
ment of the loan. The loan is registered on 
title, and the annual rates are deemed to be 
taxes. 


4) The municipality (or the regional municipality 
onits behalf) issues a debenture to the province 
for the amount to be lent to the property 
owner. 


Basis of Assistance 


Loans at the rate of 8 per cent per annum witha 
term of 10 years. The maximum amount to be 
lent is: 


i) for protective works, 75 per cent of the 
cost or $500 per metre of shoreline, which- 
ever is the lesser, 

ii) for building repairs, 75 per cent of the cost 
or $20,000, whichever is the lesser.

COMMUNITY PLANNING STUDY GRANTS 


Assistance towards 

Planning studies to: 

a) promote the effective operation of community 
planning; 

b) support the study and resolution of local 
planning issues; 

c) assist in the implementation of the Planning 
Act; and 


d) resolve issues in the application of matters of 
provincial interest to the municipal planning 
process. 


Eligible Recipients 


All municipalities and planning boards in Northern 
Ontario. 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a municipality intends to hire aconsultant, 
competitive selection procedures must be used 
if the study is to cost more than $25,000. 
Community Planning Advisory Branch (CPAB) 
staff can advise on the use of Ministry of Muni- 
cipal Affairs consultant selection procedures and 
are available to assist in the process. Municipal 
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staff time is also eligible for funding, subject to 
prior agreement with the Ministry on reporting 
procedures. To be eligible for funding, the approval 
of the Ministry of Municipal Affairs must be 
received before the commencement of the study. 
Staff of the Community Planning Advisory Branch 
(CPAB) should be contacted prior to starting any 
work on a study for which funding is to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Ministry will contribute up to 50 per cent of 
approved costs and 100 per cent of the costs 
incurred by unorganized territory. Generally 
municipalities will be limited to one study per 
year and funding will not exceed $35,000 per 
year. 


Each application is reviewed on an individual 
basis and will be evaluated in terms of local needs, 
provincial policy and programs and the availa- 
bility of funding. Upon agreement of the province 
to provide funding, an advance payment of up to 
85 per cent of study costs would be made. The 
provincial contribution will be limited to those 
eligible study costs which have been incurred 
and invoiced after approval of funding. Subse- 
quent payments would be made in accordance 
with stages of completion of the study and timing 
agreed to by the municipality and Ministry at the 
time of the grant commitment. Ministry staff will 
require suitable evidence of expenditures, either 
in the form of consultant invoices or staff work 
records. Payments are made upon satisfactory 
completion of a project and fulfillment of terms of 
reference.

c) Have an adopted property maintenance and 
occupancy standards by-law applicable to the 
improvement area pursuant to Section 31 of 
the Planning Act or under a private bill. 


d) Undertake to involve the public during the 
preparation of the community improvement 
plan. 


e) Have the financial and administrative capability 
to implement the Community Improvement 
plan. 


f) Be able to develop and submit within eight 
months, acommunity improvement plan (under 
Section 28(4) of the Planning Act) capable of 


being implemented within four years of re- 
ceiving approval of provincial funding. 


Basis of Assistance 


(i) The cost sharing arrangement between the 
province and the municipality is at a ratio of 
50:50 of total eligible costs. 


(ii) The provincial contribution will be inthe form 
of loans and grants. The grant portion will not 
exceed one-third of the total provincial con- 
tribution, and the remaining two-thirds will 
consist of a loan. 


(iii) The loan portion will be repayable over a 
maximum 10 year period with a fixed rate of 
interest set at one-half of the Provincial 
borrowing rate at the time of application 
approval.

All loans are subject to statutory and 
procedural considerations. Borrowers are ex- 
pected to search out alternative sources of capital 
funds. Treasury staff assistance and guidance is 
available for this. In practice, most borrowers do 
in fact find more advantageous financing else- 
where.

The gross production value from the farm opera- 
tion in anormal production year must be atleast 
$10,000. 


Farms to which grants may apply must be 
located in the northern districts of Algoma, 
Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Nipissing (that 
part lying south of the French and Mattawa 
Rivers and north and west of Algonquin Park), 
Parry Sound, Rainy River, Timiskaming, Thunder 
Bay and Sudbury. 


The applicant must own the land on which the 
capital improvements will take place or lease 
land from the Crown in right of Ontario or be an 
Indian under The Indian Act (Canada) and law- 
fully in possession of land on an Indian Reserve. 


Individuals, partnerships and corporations will 
be treated as a Single applicant for the purposes 
of Agrinorth. 


Individuals, including agribusiness corporations, 
municipalities, institutions, and organizations, 
may be eligible fora grant under Market Develop- 
ment Activities and District Development Initia- 
tives, providing the primary benefit is to North- 
ern Ontario farmers. 

Forsubprograms 1 (a), 4, 5 and 7, use of owners 
own machinery or labour are not eligible expen- 
ditures.

(a) Grain Storage Equipment up to 25 percent of 
the capital cost of on-farm grain storage 
equipment may be covered by a grant, toa 
maximum of $3,000 per applicant. 


(b)Grain Handling Equipment up to 33 per cent 
of the capital cost of on-farm handling equip- 
ment, excluding vehicles, maybe covered bya 
grant, toa maximum of $3,000 per applicant. 
Such equipment might include grain driers, 
seed and grain cleaning and treating equip- 
ment, grain moving equipment, scales, etc.

Up to 25 per cent of eligible costs to a maximum 
of $2,000 are available for the purchase of 
construction of forage storage facilities, such as 
concrete pads, walls for horizontal silos, hay 
driers and haylage harvesting equipment.

MARKET DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES 


Funding is available to promote activities aimed 
at developing or expanding markets for Northern 
Ontario-produced commodities.

Funds are also available to commission studies 
which will identify markets for Northern Ontario- 
produced agricultural goods and recommend 
action plans for accessing these markets.

However, 
where in any period of four consecutive months, 
the monthly average of the number of persons 
receiving assistance equals or exceeds 4 per 
cent of the population of the municipality, the 
contribution of the province is increased to 90 
per cent in respect of the number of persons 
receiving assistance in excess of 4 per cent of 
the population. Provision if also made for re- 
imbursement by the province of 100 per cent of 
the assistance granted to applicants deemed 
not to have been resident of any organized 
municipality in Ontario for a period of 12 con- 
secutive months, prior to application for assis- 
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tance. In this case, the Ministry of Community 
and Social Services must be notified within sixty 
days of the first payment’s being made to the 
recipient.

iii) Payments approved by the Director for oper- 
ating costs of computer services including 
rental of equipment where as a result of such 
services a welfare administrator is able to 
provide to the Director such information on 
the administration and operation of welfare 
services as the Director requires. 


The subsidy payable by the Province of Ontario 
to, 


(a)a city or a separated town; 


(b) any municipality approved by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council other than a city or 
separated town; 


(c)acounty that has appointed a welfare admini- 
strator under the Act or a municipality that 
has a population in excess of 5,000 and by 
agreement, with the County and with approval 
of the Minister, has appointed a municipal 
welfare administrator to administer assistance 
in their municipality independently of the 
county; 


(d)an approved band; and 
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(e)a district welfare administration board es-

is equal to 50 per cent of the cost of the 
administration of welfare services.

GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1987 


Under Ontario Regulation 98/87, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. The grants 
are calculated separately for the elementary 
schools and the secondary schools for both 
Public School Boards and “extended” Roman 
Catholic Separate School Boards (those boards 
that have “extended” are now referred to as 
Separate School Boards). 
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1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE 
GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recognized 
portion of the school board operating expendi- 
ture over the yield of a calculated mill rate in the 
dollar upon the equalized assessment supporting 
the board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the 
lesser of the actual cost and the product of 
$2,710 inthe case of an elementary school pupil 
or $3,621 in the case of a secondary school 
pupil, a weighting factor that is determined by 
the Ministry for the school board, and the average 
daily enrolment of pupils of the board in day 
school and elementary summer school. 


The average daily enrolment of pupils fora board 
is determined in accordance with Ontario Re- 
gulation 127/85. For day school this is deter- 
mined as 30 percent of the enrolment on each of 
the last school days of January and April, and 40 
per cent of the enrolment on the last school day 
of September. For elementary summer school, it 
is determined as the full-time equivalent in terms 
of instructional time. Kindergarten and junior 
kindergarten subject to grant is limited to a one- 
half day basis enrolment. 


In calculating average daily enrolment used for 
grants, recognition is included that costs do not 
reduce directly with enrolment declines. Thirty 
to sixty per cent of the decline from 1986 
(depending on the board size) plus one-half of 
such assistance given in 1986 is included in the 
enrolment for grant purposes. 


The weighting factors address variations among 
school boards in the need for education services 
and in the cost of providing comparable educa- 
tion services. The factor components are: 


Compensatory Education 
Language Instruction 
French-English Mixed Schools 
Technical Programs 

Cost of Goods and Services 
(Northern) 

Small School Boards 

Small Schools 

Teacher Experience and 
Qualifications 


The mill rate used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure is calculated in 
the following manner.

The assessment used in the calculation is 
equalized using a five-year average of the 
equalization factors (issued by the Ministry of 
Revenue in 1982, 1983, 1984, 1985 and 1986) 
and is adjusted to reflect the 15 per cent dif- 
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ference between residential and commercial 
mill rates.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary expenditure pertains to the types 
of expenditure that for reasons related to the 
nature or development of the jurisdiction served 
differ in terms of per pupil costs among school 
boards. These are costs in respect of the acqui- 
sition of facilities and for the transportation of 
pupils. 

The portions of these expenditures recognized 
for grant assistance are determined by specific 
approvals. 


The recognized expenditure is divided into two 

groups — 

a) specific debt charges and pupil transporta- 
tion expenditure that is in excess of $300 per 
day school pupil of average daily enrolment, 
and 


b) the remainder. 


The grant in respect of each group is the excess 
of the recognized expenditure over the yield ofa 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment Supporting the school 
board. 


The mill rates used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure are: 


a) .022 for elementary schools or .010 for 
secondary schools for each $100 of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 


b) .092 for elementary schools or .048 for 
secondary schools for each $100 of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 


Boards receive grants on current approved minor 
projects and on major projects prior to 1980 in 
accordance with the financing of the project 
including grant on debenture installments, which 
insome instances will continue to the year 2000. 
However, througha“write down” as at December 
31, 1985 of all the provincially-held debenture 
debt of school boards, the Province reduced the 
outstanding debt by what otherwise would have 
been a future grant. The result is that such 
reduced debt is no longer subject to grant. There 
still remains a small proportion of debentures to 
which the grants apply. 


3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE PROGRAM 
INSTRUCTION GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assistance 
is: 


a) For French-language schools orclasses $245 
per elementary school pupil, and in respect of 
secondary school pupils, $75 per subject 
credit for grades 9 & 10 and $81 per subject 
credit for grades 11 to 13 pupils. In addition 
there is recognition for some start-up costs 
where French-language classrooms are es- 
tablished. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils the recognized ex- 


penditure is determined by formulae that 
takes into account the number of pupils in- 
structed, their grade level, the time devotedto 
instruction each day and the total accumulated 
hours of French-language instruction. The 
amounts range from $81 to $245 per pupil for 
elementary grades and from $33 to $124 per 
secondary subject credit. In addition, there is 
a grant for immersion start-up costs at the 
secondary school level. 


The grant payable is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes, 100 
per cent of the recognized expenditure. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils, the excess of the 
recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the board. 
The mill rates are .092 for elementary schools 
or .048 for secondary schools for each $100 
of per pupil recognized expenditure. 


4 

GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS 

OR HOSPITALS 


The Ministry introduced, effective January 1982, 
a new funding mechanism in respect of special 
education. In 1987, grants are the product of the 
board’s total enrolment (not just special educa- 
tion pupils) and a per pupil amount of $206 in 
respect of elementary school operations and 
$147 in respect of Secondary school operations. 
In addition, a grant is paid in respect of each 
trainable retarded pupil of $4,560 adjusted bya 
weighting factor which takes into account the 
geographical location of the board. Where a 
school board employs a teacher to provide a 
special education program in certain specified 
facilities, institutions or hospitals, subject to 
approval a grant is payable to reimburse the 
board for the cost of the teachers salary, related 
employee benefit costs plusa$2,110 allowance 
for administrative costs etc., up to $1,030 per 
teacher aide and up to $3,300 for the cost of 
classroom furniture and equipment. 


5 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive a grant of 
$34.50 perclassroom hourin respect of Heritage 
language instruction, Subject to minimum class 
size and where the school day is extended in 
relation thereto. 


6 
ADJUSTMENT IN RESPECT OF CHANGE 
IN TAX REVENUE 


School board grants compensate for any prior 
calendary year difference between the amount 
requisitioned by the school board or yield of the 
mill rate on assessment and actual taxes re- 
ceived. Effectively boards are compensated for 
“write-off of taxes” and grants are reduced on 
account of “supplementary” taxes received. 


i 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges acceptable to the Minister on 
debentures issued by a school board prior to 
April, 1980 that were not approved for grant 
assistance at the time of issue are now eligible 
for grant to the extent that such expenditure for 
the year exceeds the yield of .092 mills for 
elementary schools or .048 mills for secondary 
schools in the dollar upon the equalized assess- 
ment for the board in respect of each $25 per 
pupil of Such expenditure. This base mill rate 
cannot be less than .097 for elementary schools 
or for secondary schools. The eligibility of this 
grant now also applies to specific situations 
where the separate school board purchases, 
leases or jointly uses school buildings of the 
public board in the same area. 


8 
GRANTS FOR BOARDS ON 
TAX-EXEMPT LAND 


Schools boards on tax-exempt land receive 
grants from the province. These boards are 
Department of National Defence School Boards. 
Special funding provisions also apply to school 
boards established in a sanatorium, a hospital, a 
crippled children’s treatment centre ora centre 
for the treatment of cerebral palsy. 


The first type of boards receive 50 per cent of all 
operating grants exclusive of capital. The second 
group of boards receive 80 per cent of teachers’ 
salaries and transportation costs and 50 per 
cent of all other costs exclusive of capital. 


9 
GRANTS FOR ISOLATE BOARDS 


Small remote boards (with enrolment of 300 or 
fewer) receive grants equal to all approved 
cost in excess of the yield of a mill rate on 
equalized assessment of 4.633 mills in the case 
of elementary school boards or 3.412 mills inthe 
case of secondary school boards. 


10 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 


Where a school board provides education for: 


a) apupil who resides in Ontario inanareathatis 
not within the jurisdiction of a school board, is 
not Federal Crown Land or is not an Indian 
Reserve; 


b) a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or 
detained in certain specified facilities, institu- 
tions or homes; or 

c) a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid 
Society, a grant is payable to reimburse the 
board the cost of education for the pupil. 

The amount of reimbursement is the same as |S 

permitted for inter-board billing of tuition fees. 

This is calculated in accordance with Ontario 

Regulation 100/87. 


11 
DIRECT CAPITAL GRANTS 


Since April 1, 1980, the grants to school boards 
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on major approved capital projects are paid as 
the expenditures are incurred. Payments are 
made bimonthly based on progress certificates 
submitted to the school boards. The rates of 
grant are indentical to those applicable to extra- 
ordinary expenditure grants which, fora board of 
average assessment wealth, is 75 per cent. 


12 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The 1987 formula includes a provision which 
guarantees that no board will receive less grant 
for reason of using the average of the provincial 
assessment equalization factors issued by the 
Ministry of Revenue in 1982, 1983, 1984, 1985 
and 1986. The comparison is to assessment 
equalized using the factors that were applicable 
in 1979. Similarly, grants have been provided to 
school boards to ensure that there is no increase 
in the proportion of the school board requisition 
that is borne by a municipality for reason of the 
new assessment equalization factors. 


13 
SECONDARY SCHOOL REORGANIZATION 
GRANT 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to encourage 
French-language education programs at the 
secondary school level and involve a reorgani- 
zation grant to offset the start-up costs asso- 
ciated with the establishment of new homo- 
geneous French-language entities. 


For the first year of operation of such schools 
with an enrolment of 100 or fewer, the grant is 
$1,455 per pupil. For larger schools, the grant is 
$127,200 plus $183 per pupil to a maximum of 
$182,100. Forthe second year of operation, the 
grant is $970 per pupil for a school with an 
enrolment of 100 or fewer and for larger schools 
is $84,800 plus $122 per pupil to a maximum of 
$121,400. For the third, fourth and fifth years of 
operating, the grant is $485 per pupil for a 
school with an enrolment of 100 or fewer and for 
larger schools, is $42,400 plus $61 per pupiltoa 
maximum of $60,700. 


14 

CONTINUING EDUCATION, SECONDARY 
SUMMER SCHOOL AND DRIVER 
EDUCATION GRANT 


Grant assistance in respect of continuing edu- 
cation is limited to specific programs including 
adult basic literacy, citizenship and language 
instruction for landed immigrants, English as a 
second language for adults, and courses for 
adults for which secondary school credits are 
given. For certain continuing education classes 
and secondary summer school it is determined 
as the full-time equivalent in terms of instruc- 
tional time. The Ministry introduced a new 
method of funding, effective January 1, 1987, 
whereby boards would receive grant in the 
amount of $1,900 per full-time equivalent pupil. 
The previous method which was based on arate 
of grant, provided more funds for some boards. 
The better of the new and the former formula 
applies to August 31, 1987. 
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15 
GRANT FOR NATIVE AS A SECOND 
LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION 


This is a new grant that will come into effect, 
September 1, 1987. A Board receiving approval 
upon application, will receive grant on an eligible 
sum which willbe calculated in the same manner 
as that for French as a second language (see 
Section #3). The grant paid to the board will be 
at the 75 per cent level for a board of average 
wealth. In addition to the foregoing, the board 
will receive a start-up grant of $200 for each 
pupil enrolled in the program in each of the first 
five years in which the board operated the 
program. 


16 
SPECIAL ASSISTANCE FOR EN BLOC 
TRANSFERS 


This grant applies where there is a transfer of the 
Secondary French as a First Language Program 
from a Board of Education to an ‘Extended’ 
Separate School Board. Where the transfer 
includes with the facility, school texts, library 
books, furniture and equipment, special use of 
Capital Grant Plan provisions are accorded the 
board which is transferring the facilities. That 
board is also paid a special grant on account of 
residual operating costs with which they were 
left, as adirect result of the transfer. Eachcaseis 
reviewed on the basis of its own merit, as 
demonstrated to the Ministry. 


17 
SOME SPECIAL PROVISIONS WHICH 
APPLY IN RESPECT OF ‘EXTENSION’ 


Certain provisions in respect of “attendance” 
rights of pupils related to separate school ex- 
tension came into place January 1, 1987. In 
respect of certain pupils who had attended the 
public secondary system in the previous school 
year (and continue at the same school) and 
whose parents are separate school ratepayers, 
the separate school board is required to ‘pay 
over to the public secondary board a portion of 
the separate school taxes. The determination of 
that payment is in accordance with the Payment 
Transfer Between Coterminous Boards Regula- 
tion, O.Reg 101/87; the public school board 
continues to receive the grant for such pupils. In 
other instances, where a secondary schoo! pupil 
is inaschool of the system other than the one to 
which his parents direct theirtaxes, the educating 
board collects tuition fees from the other board.

MUNICIPAL OIL CONVERSION AND 
ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Purpose 


Municipal governments in Ontario spend as 
much as 15 per cent of their annual budgets on 
energy. Cutting down energy costs reduces 
operating costs without reducing services. This 
means a sound energy management program is 
a valuable resource for every municipality. 


The Ontario Ministry of Energy's Municipal Oil 
Conversion and Energy Conservation Program 
(MOCECP) provides grants and technical assis- 
tance to help municipalities undertake fuel con- 
versions and energy conservation retrofits in 
existing buildings, and also to install solar heating 
in seasonal swimming pools. 


Since it began in 1981, almost 300 municipalities 
have used the MOCECP program to implement 
more than 1,400 projects that have helped save 
energy, and have reduced operating costs. The 
program will end in March 1988. 


Who is eligible? 
All municipal governments and boards, conser- 


vation authorities, and public utility commissions 
in Ontario can qualify for MOCECP assistance. 


What work is eligible? 


Assistance can be claimed fora proportion of the 
costs of equipment, materials and installation 
where these are directly related to fuel conver- 
sions, energy conservation retrofits, and sea- 
sonal pool solar-heating installations in facilities 
owned or operated by eligible applicants. Some 
of the typical measures include the following: 


e Converting heating systems to more economic 
and available fuels. 


e Improving the thermal efficiency of the building 
envelopes, including insulating, caulking and 
weather stripping. 

e Modifying lighting systems, including de- 
lamping. 

e Improving the efficiency of heating, ventilating 
and air-conditioning systems, and their controls. 


e Reducing domestic hot water consumption. 


e Installing heat recovery, or solar heating 
equipment. 


Some applicants may not have sufficient techni- 
cal expertise to identify and properly define a 
potential energy-saving project. In these cases, 
grants are available to help with the costs of 
getting this work done by professionals. 


All of the above costs are eligible for assistance 
under the MOCECP program. Costs for general 
maintenance, repairs, replacement of worn-out 
equipment that is unrelated to energy efficiency, 
as well as project financing costs, are not eligible 
for assistance. 


Improvements to the MOCECP Program 


A number of improvements to the MOCECP 
program became effective May 1, 1986. Some of 
these changes are designed to make the pro- 
gram more attractive for smaller municipalities, 
those with populations of 50,000 and less. 


The improvements include: 


e Theintroduction of anew Small Municipalities 
Energy Advisory Service, in conjuction with 
the Association of Municipalities of Ontario. A 
technical advisor is now available to assist 
small municipalities in getting the most out of 
the program and will offer help in completing 
the application, getting technical help, and 
investigating conservation options. 


e Asimplified application form and application 
process, for specific energy-conservation 
measures that have already proved to be 
cost-effective. Forsuch projects, calculations 
and energy audits will no longer be required. 


e A substantial increase in the percentage of 
the province’s contribution to larger munici- 
palities, from 25 to 30 per cent for energy- 
conservation retrofit costs. 

e Anincrease in the total annual grant available 
to each municipality, to $200,000. 

e The expansion of the terms for technical 
assistance grants to include evaluations of 
maintenance and operating procedures af- 
fecting energy consumption, as well as ana- 
lyses of life-cycle costs for planned new build- 
ings. These are in addition to energy audits 
and engineering advice, previously included 
in the terms. 

These improvements are designed to encourage 

municipalities that have not yet taken advantage 

of the program to apply before the program ends 

on March 31, 1988.

SMALL HYDRO ENCOURAGEMENT 
PROGRAM 


Purpose 


The Ministry of Energy has a program to en- 
courage the development and redevelopment of 
Ontario’s small hydraulic resources. The Mini- 
stry's role is to provide assistance for assess- 
ment of potential projects, and provide advice to 
developers and government departments and 
agencies. Assistance includes: 


e Site Assessment provides assistance to pro- 
spective site developers for the initial en- 
gineering assessment of small hydro sites, 
and in the financial/legal evaluation of de- 
velopment options. Grants of up to $3,000 will 
be provided for engineering assessment. For 
financial/legal evaluation, grants of 50 per 
cent of costs to a maximum of $5,000 will be 
provided. 


e Northern Small Hydro provides assistance to 
commercial and industrial businesses in 
Northern Ontario not connected to the electri- 
cal utility distribution system. Grants of up to 
One-third of eligible costs for small or micro 
hydro installations to replace diesel electric 
generation are available. 


e Industry Development offers Ontario's small 
hydro industry assistance in improving small 
hydro technology and expanding export mar- 
kets. Proposals for cost-shared projects will 
be evaluated on an individual basis. 


e Individuals, municipalities, companies, insti- 
tutions and organizations may receive assis- 
tance under the program.

A grant of 15 per cent of the approved cost is 
available for major works that support urban 
growth or encourage economies of scale for 
area schemes encompassing more than one 
municipality.

Ministry and the regional municipality. The 
area municipality will pay the remaining cost. 


Award of Ministry’s grant will be subject to the 
regional municipalities’ providing their share of 
the grant. 


Direct Grant for Engineering Studies 


The Ministry will contribute towards the cost of 
engineering reports (design reports, environ- 
mental studies and environmental assessment 
reports) at the same percentage as for capital 
grants under certain conditions. 


Definition of Community 


To qualify for high cost grants, acommunity must 
have a geographic identity, be spatially separated 
(i.e. 2 km from adjacent community) and contain 
permanent residences. The residential density 
must not be less than 2.5 residences/gross 
hectare or for strip development, 35 residences/ 
kilometre. The MOE may employ other criteria in 
determining whether the area being considered 
meets with the community definition. 


Grants for Rural Water Pipeline Extensions 


A grant is available for the construction of water 
pipeline extensions in rural areas outside urban 
boundaries (community qualification does not 
apply). 

The grant is intended to support the construction 
of minimal systems that satisfy residential needs 
not including fireflow and farm needs not includ- 
ing irrigation. 

The Ministry grant will be 25 per cent of the 
approved cost subject to approval by the Minis- 
tries of Agriculture and Food and of Municipal 
Affairs. 


Covering Open, Ground Level, Potable Water 
Storage Reservoirs 


Agrant of between 75 percentand85 percentis 
available for the construction of covers for open, 
ground level, potable water storage reservoirs. 
Where the construction of a cover for an existing 
reservoir is not feasible, the construction of a 
new covered reservoir may be eligible. 


Water Distribution and Sewage Collection 
System Needs Studies 


A grant of between 50 and 85 per cent is 
available for engineering “Needs Studies” for 
water distribution or sewage collection systems. 
These studies are intended to determine a long- 
range, cost effective program of renewal for 
systems that have experienced serious deter- 
ioration.

WASTE MANAGEMENT 


Waste Management Master Planning Studies 


1) Financial assistance is available for up to 50 
per cent of study costs to develop along term 
waste management plan for regional munici- 
palities or a logical group of municipalities 
which need to plan for and operate joint waste 
management facilities on a shared cost basis.

BOARDS OF HEALTH 


Assistance towards 


The expenses of the local Boards of Health 
incurred in the process of providing approved 
public health services and core programs in 
accordance with The Health Protection and 
Promotion Act, 1983 and its regulations and 
identified community health needs. 


Eligible Recipients 
Local Board of Health 
Conditions and Procedures 


1) Each Board shall provide the Minister or the 
council of a municipality such information and 
in such form as the Minister or the council 
may require. 

2) Each Board shall keep accounts of its finan- 
cial affairs and prepare annual financial state- 
ments covering the preceding years activities 
as well as estimates of expenses for the next 
year. 


3) Each Board must submit an annual budget to 
the local municipality for approval, then for- 
ward it to the provincial Ministry of Health 
where it is Subjected to line-by-line review. 


4) “New’ or “expanded” program proposals are 
submitted to the local District Health Council 
forreview and then forwarded via the Regional 
Area Planning Co-ordinator to the Ministry for 
approval. 


Basis of Assistance 


A. Provincial support for the approved general 
expenses of a board is based on the following 
structure: 


1) 75 per cent of the expenses of a board of 
health except the boards of health of Metro- 
politan Toronto where the grant is 40% of 
the expenses. 


The assistance is flowed to each board in 

twelve roughly equal monthly payments; ad- 

justments to the total aid flowed are made as 

necessary at years end, upon receipt by the 

Ministry of the required financial statement 

from each board and also as a result of 

periodic audits by Ministry internal audit staff. 

B. Separate provincial assistance is available to 

boards for the following programs: 

1) Home Care — 100 per cent of costs ap- 
proved by the Minister; 

2) Family Planning — 100 per cent of costs 
approved by the Minister, 

3) Sexually Transmitted Diseases Control — 
cf. 4 SEXUALLY TRANSMITTED DISEASES 
CLINIC; 


4) Immunization — provision of free vaccines 
and biologicals. 


C. A board which assumes the responsibilities 
for the public health services of an unor- 
ganized territory until 1984 received an unor- 
ganized territory grant which covered the full 
costs of services undertaken there. In 1984, 
the grant was replaced by an unorganized 
territory budget which is subject to line-by- 
line assessment in the same manner as or- 
ganized territory budgets.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, 
general rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for 
chronic patients, active treatment teaching 
psychiatric hospitals, active treatment hospitals 
for alcoholism and drug addiction and rehabilita- 
tion hospitals, graded as follows: 


a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals pro- 
viding facilities for giving instruction to medi- 
cal students of any university; 


b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals having 
not fewer than 100 beds; 


c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals having 
fewer than 100 beds; 


d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals 
operated by the Ontario Division of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society; 


e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 


f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 


g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities of giving instruction to 
medical students for any university; 

i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction; 


j) GroupJ hospitals are hospitals designated by 
the Minister to provide special rehabilitation 
services for disabled persons in a region of 
Ontario specified by the Minister for each 
hospital; 

k) Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment ser- 
vices inacommunity or district to handicapped 
or disabled individuals requiring restorative 
and adjustive services in an integrated and 
co-ordinated program; 


!) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction and providing facilities for 
giving instruction to medical students of any 
university as evidenced by a written agree- 
ment between the hospital and the university 
with which it is affiliated; 


m) Group M hospitals are general hospitals which 
may charge and receive payment for the use 
of C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS 


A. Community Hospitals 


Ontario Regulation 859 under The Public 
Hospitals Act allows the province to provide 
grants not exceeding either 2/3 or 5/6 of the 
approved cost of constructing or renovating 
community hospitals. Approved costs include 
the cost of construction or renovation, pro- 
fessional fees and necessary basic equipment. 


The 5/6 of approved costs is provided to 
hospitals located in a northern municipality 
with a population of not more than 12,000 ina 
territorial district or a provisional county. 


B. Teachings Hospitals 


Regulation 862 under The Public Hospitals 
Act provides capital grants for teaching hospi- 
tals. The province accepts responsibility for 
the approved capital cost of the university 
hospitals and of teaching and research facili- 
ties forming part of the university affiliated 
hospitals. 


C. Rehabilitation and Children’s Treatment 
Centres 


In accordance with Regulation 861 underThe 
Public Hospitals Act the province accepts 
responsibility for the approved capital cost of 
a regional rehabilitation hospital or that part 
of a hospital which provides special facilities 
for medical rehabilitation of patients. To qualify 
the hospital is expected to provide a wide 
range of special services and must be ap- 
proved by the Minister as a regional rehabili- 
tation centre before becoming eligible for 
grants on the basis of full costs. Regulation 
860 under The Public Hospitals Act provides 
that, for rehabilitation facilities serving a local 
community or district (e.g. crippled children’s 
treatment centres), the grant amounts to 2/3 
of the approved cost. 


D. Economic Investments 


Regulation 858 under The Public Hospitals 
Act provides that 100 per cent of the capital 
cost of economic investment projects may be 
paid where operating savings to the govern- 
ment will recover the capital cost within five or 
fewer years. 


E. Amalgamation 


Regulation 856 under The Public Hospitals 
Act provides grants equal to 100 per cent of 
the approved capital cost for the amalgama- 
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tion of hospital services where the estimated 
savings on net operating costs during the five 
years following the establishment of the amal- 
gamated service equals or exceeds the ap- 
proved capital cost. 


F. Hazardous Asbestos Correction 


Regulation 170/81 under The Public Hospitals 
Act allows the province to pay a special grant 
of 2/3 of the capital cost to correct hazardous 
conditions resulting from the presence of 
asbestos in public hospitals. The special grant 
is 5/6 of the approved cost when the public 
hospital is located in a northern municipality 
with a population of not more than 12,000 
persons and in a territorial district or a provi- 
sional county. 


G. Biomedical Waste Incineration 


Regulation 461/86 under The Public Hospitals 
Act allows the province to pay grant equal to 
100 per cent of the project cost less any 
amounts paid by the hospital for the correction 
of problems associated with the incineration 
of Biomedical Waste.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING STATEMENT 
GRANTS 


Assistance towards 


The preparation and updating of municipal hous- 
ing statements outlining municipalities housing 
policies and needs. 


When endorsed by council and approved by the 
Ministry, a statement forms the basis for a 
municipality's request for federal and provincial 
funding for housing programs. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario Municipalities are eligible to apply for 
municipal housing statement grants; those with 
approved statements may be eligible for funding 
to update their statements. Municipalities under 
10,000 population may also request ministry 
staff to complete a statement on their behalf. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipal council must pass a resolution re- 
questing either direct technical assistance or 
funding. When funding is requested, an applica- 
tion form and the consultant's proposal should 
accompany the council resolution. 
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The concurrence of regional council is also 
required prior to the provision of a study grant or 
direct technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its merits, 
and maximum grant levels have been established 
according to municipal size. During the term of 
the approved study, progress payments will be 
made. Once the housing statement has been 
adopted by Council and approved by the Ministry, 
the final grant payment is made to the municipality.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM 
(OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


In the past the province provided per capita 
grants to municipalities to administer as OHRP 
loans. While this direct assistance has not been 
available in recent years, many municipalities 
have OHRP funds as a result of loan payments, 
etc. that can be utilized as loans to owner- 
occupants in that municipality whose adjusted 
annual family income is no greater than $20,000. 
This income limit will increase to $21,000 on 
August 1, 1987. 


The prime objective of these loans is the repair 
of faulty structural and sanitary conditions and 
the upgrading of the plumbing, heating and 
electrical systems of the residences of the eli- 
gible owner-occupants to bring their housing up 
to municipal health and safety standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
applicant within the participating municipality 
shall not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. 
The amount of interest charged on this loan will 
be determined by the annual family income of 
the applicant; a portion of the loan may be 
“forgiven” and therefore need not be paid back, 
upon completion of a designated number of 
years of continuous occupancy. A special loan 
maximum of $9,500 (less any federal funding) is 
available under OHRP for physically disabled 
homeowners or homeowners with physically 
disabled relatives living with them. 

This special loan may be used for the repair of a 
dwelling unit toa minimum municipal standards 
and for the necessary modifications that would 
render the unit accessible to physically disabled 
persons. 


Eligible Recipients 


Owner-occupants are eligible provided the 
annual “adjusted family income” of the owner- 
occupant does not exceed $20,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, including 
the forgivable and repayable portions thereof, 
a lien as provided for by Subsection 2 of 
Section 3 of the Act; and shall follow the 
procedures set forth in Subsections 2 and3 of 
Section 3 of the Act. Where the placing of a 
lien is not feasible, a promissory note may be 
used as security for the repayment of the 
amount loaned as provided for by Subsection 
4 of Section 3 of the Act. 


establish a trust fund and deposit in the fund 
all monies received pursuant to this regula- 
tion, all monies received in repayment of 
loans made under this regulation, and all 
interest accruing thereon; and 


provide the Minister with whatever information 
and records of accounts he may require 
pertaining to any application, loan or any 
other matter provided for in this regulation.

DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE FOR SOCIAL 
HOUSING — GRANTS AND LOANS (DASH) 


Assistance towards 


The province provides funding to groups in- 
terested in developing non-profit housing pro- 
jects. The funding is in the form of an initial grant 
and an interest-free loan. This program assists 
municipal, private and co-operative non-profit 
housing corporations. 


Eligible Recipients 


An intial development grant of up to $1,000 is 
available to groups in order to explore the 
feasibility of starting a non-profit housing project 
and to undertake the organization of anon-profit 
housing corporation. To be eligible for this grant, 
the interested group must be in the process of 
developing non-profit housing for the first time. 


A non-profit housing corporation can be eligible 
for an interest free development loan to cover 
technical and organizational expenses incurred 
until the first mortgage draw. The loan is to be 
capitalized against project costs and is repayable 
to the province at the time of the project mortgage 
draw. If at any point during the development 
process the project fails, the loan may be forgiven. 


Conditions and Procedures 


To receive the initial grant, an interested group 
must make a written request to the Programs 
Manager of the appropriate Regional Housing 
Programs Office (RHPO) of the Ministry of Hous- 


ing. The six RHPOs are listed at the end of this 
section. 


To receive the interest free loan, the non-profit 

housing corporation submits an application along 

with the following material: 

1. a copy of the incorporation charter and by-

LOW-RISE REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The province provides unit allocations to muni- 
cipalities to administer forgiveable loans dedi- 
cated to the rehabilitation of low-rise apartments 
in buildings built before 1960. Municipalities 
receive an administration fee for processing 
loan applications.

STARTER HOMES 


The Ministry has launched a small-scale project 
to demonstrate the long-term potential for creat- 
ing low-cost, yet attractive, starter homes for 
families. 


Modest financial incentives are being offered to 
municipalities which alter their development 
standards to help produce these homes. 


The project is designed to: 


e Develop expertise on the part of the munici- 
palities and builders in reducing construction 
and development costs without lowering 
quality standards.

Il. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The resource equalization grant is designed to 
improve the fiscal capacity of both lower tier and 
upper tier municipalities with below average tax 
bases, in order to increase their ability to upgrade 
local servicing without incurring excessive pro- 
perty tax increases. For the 1987 grants, the 
resource equalization grant of the upper tier 
municipality will be calculated directly by refer- 
ence to the upper tier municipality s grant deter- 
mination form. 


Eligible Recipients 
All lower tier and upper tier municipalities. 


Basis of Assistance 


The resource equalization grant is payable to 
each lower and upper tier municipality whose 
1986 equalized assessment is below $57,000 
per household, when the assessment, with resi- 
dential and farm taxable assessment being dis- 
counted by 45 per cent, is equalized according 
to the average equalization factor appearing in 
the 1987 Regulation to the Act. For the 1987 
grants, the average equalization factor is based 
on five. years equalization factors rather than 
three years. The assessment deficiency rate, 
recognized for resource equalization grant, is 
based on the proportion that 60 per cent of the 
municipality's deficiency of the 1986 equalized 


assessment per household bears to $57,000, to 
amaximum of 25 percent. This deficiency rate is 
then applied to the net general dollar levy of the 
municipality. 

For the lower tier municipality, the “net general 
dollar levy’ is defined as the sum of a munici- 
palitys 1986 own tax requirements (excluding 
upper tier and school board taxation) and the 
municipalitys 1986 support grants, per house- 
hold general and density grants, and its share of 
the municipality's total 1986 resource equaliza- 
tion grant, while for the upper tier municipality, it 
is defined as the sum of the upper tier munici- 
palitys 1986 tax requirements, 1986 support 
grants, per household general, and the upper 
tiers share of the constituent municipalities’ 
1986 resource equalization grants. 

The 1987 resource equalization grant is equal to 
the product of the municipalitys net general 
dollar levy and its assessment deficiency rate up 
to the maximum of the sum of the municipality's 
1986 resource equalization grant entitlement 
and the product of its 1987 households and $3. 
However, where a municipality is entitled to the 
resource equalization grant as well as the 
revenue guarantee, and where the unconstrained 
resource equalization grant is greater than the 
constrained resource equalization grant entitle- 
ment, then the resource equalization grant en- 
titlement of the municipality may be increased 
by part orall ofthe revenue guarantee grant, and 
the revenue guarantee grant correspondingly 
reduced. 


The upper tier municipality is required to credit 
this amount to its general revenues, while the 
lower tier municipality should apply the grant 
against taxes for own purposes. 


Ill. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal 
services. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) General Support Grant: Provides an amount 
equal to 6 per cent of the 1986 net general 
dollar levy to all municipalities, both upper 
and lower tier. 


b) Special Support Grant: Provides an additional 
amount equal to 18 per cent of the 1986 net 
general levy to: 


i) all municipalities situated in the northern 
part of Ontario, and 


ii) all municipalities situated in the District of 
Parry Sound and to the Townships of Airy, 
Chisholm and the Improvement District of 
Cameron.

IV. REVENUE GUARANTEE 


A revenue guarantee is provided on total uncon- 
ditional grants as follows: 
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e The total of 1987 unconditional grant pay- 
ments to all municipalities in Eastern and 
Northern Ontario will be at least 5 per cent 
greater than their total 1986 unconditional 
grant entitlements. These include the counties 
of Hastings, Renfrew, Lennox and Addington, 
Frontenac, Lanark, Leeds and Grenville, Prince 
Edward, Prescott and Russell, and the United 
Counties of Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry, 
the Region of Ottawa-Carleton, and all munici- 
palities in districts, excluding the District Muni- 
cipality of Muskoka. 


e The total of 1987 unconditional grant pay- 
ments to all other municipalities will be at 
least 2 per cent greater than their total 1986 
unconditional grant entitlements.

Each application is reviewed on an individual 
basis and will be evaluated in terms of local 
needs, provincial policy and programs and the 
availability of funding. Upon agreement of the 
province to provide funding, an advance pay- 
ment of up to 85 percent of study costs would be 
made. The provincial contribution will be limited 
to those eligible study costs which have been 
incurred and invoiced after approval of funding. 
Subsequent payments would be made in accor- 
dance with stages of completion of the study 
and timing agreed to by the municipality and 
Ministry at the time of the grant commitment. 
Ministry staff will require suitable evidence of 
expenditures, either in the form of consultant 
invoices or staff work records. Payments are 
made upon satisfactory completion of a project 
and fulfillment of terms of reference.

PROGRAM FOR RENEWAL, IMPROVEMENT, 
DEVELOPMENT AND ECONOMIC 
REVITALIZATION (PRIDE) 


Assistance towards 

Provincial grants are available to all eligible 
municipalities to assist them to upgrade and 
improve older sections of their community 
through a comprehensive approach. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario Municipalities which meet the condi- 
tions listed below. 


Conditions and Procedures 
A municipality must meet the following criteria: 


a) Have an approved official plan containing 
policies relating to community improvement. 


b) Have a property maintenance and occupancy 
standards by-law pursuant to Section 31 of 
the Planning Act, R.S.O. 1983, or under a 
private members bill. 

c) Possess the financial and administrative capa- 
bilities to prepare and implement a community 
improvement plan. 

d) Areas within the municipality for which finan- 


cial assistance may be applied for under 
PRIDE must: 
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i) be identified as an area in need of im- 
provement within the community improve- 
ment policies of the municipality's official 
plan. 


ii) be deficient in municipal services and 
community facilities. 

iii) exhibit symptoms of physical, functional 
and/or economic decline. 

iv) reflect the commitment and endorsement 
of people who live and do business in the 
area. 


In reviewing these criteria, emphasis will be put 
on the degree to which the improvements will 
have a positive impact on the overall area and 
act as a catalyst for private sector investment. 


Basis of Assistance 


Financial assistance available to eligible older 
areas under PRIDE is in the form of a grant 
covering 50 per cent of total eligible project 
costs, with the municipality responsible for con- 
tributing the matching 50 per cent of approved 
costs. 


Applications are received and allocations made 
for financial assistance under PRIDE on an 
annual basis. 


Projects approved for funding must be completed 
within four years of the date of financial allocation. 


The provincial contribution will be paid on the 
submission of claims after the expenditures 
have been paid for by the municipality. 


Project components eligible for financial assis- 
tance under PRIDE’s comprehensive approach 
may include the capital costs of building, im- 
proving or replacing services and utilities such 
as street pavement, sewers and watermains 
intended specifically to serve the project area 
identified; the costs of building, improving or 
replacing social and recreational facilities such 
as parks, community centres and libraries; 
aesthetic improvements such as streetscape 
upgrading and landscaping; and land and build- 
ing acquisition, clearance and demolition for 
eligible PRIDE project components. 


Project components must relate to the compre- 
hensive improvement of the area for which 
funding assistance is being requested. 


Certain projects will not be considered eligible 
for PRIDE funding such as municipal offices, fire, 
police or ambulance stations, non capital costs 
of social recreational facilities and municipal 
capital operational facilities (e.g. sewage or water 
treatment facilities). Municipalities are urged to 
contact the Community Renewal Branch regard- 
ing the eligibility of projects prior to submitting 
an application under PRIDE.

Equipment 
provided includes fire vehicles, portable fire 
pumps and miscellaneous equipment to re- 
spond to the fire protection needs of the 
community.

Assistance

4. The development of promotional materials.

INDUSTRIAL INFRASTRUCTURE 
(NOR-DEV Sub-Program) 


Assistance 


The program is designed to remove specific 
physical constraints to the development of iden- 
tified small-scale private sector projects. Assis- 
tance may include mapping, power and water 
supply, waste disposal, access and other public 
services. 


Basis of Assistance 


Assistance to the public sector, such as munici- 
palities, willbe in the form of grants, normally not 
exceeding 75 percent of approved capital costs 
or $200,000, whichever is less. Public sector 
projects will be handled through the Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines. 


Eligibility 

To be eligible for consideration under this pro- 
gram projects must be located within the territo- 
rial districts of Northern Ontario: Algoma, 
Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Parry Sound, 
Rainy River, Sudbury, Thunder Bay, Timiskaming 
and that portion of the district of Nipissing lying 
north, west and south of Algonquin Provincial 
Park. 


The municipal governments of Sudbury, Timmins, 
North Bay, Sault Ste. Marie and Thunder Bay are 
not eligible. Applications from the private sector 
within those communities may be considered. 


Projects shall result in establishing or expanding 
commercial activities involving one or more of 
the following: 


i) natural resource harvesting; 
ii) Quarrying; 

iii) manufacturing; 

iv) processing; 


v) marketing, wholesaling or warehousing of 
local products; 
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vi) repair and other services for the foregoing. 


Proposals shall indicate satisfactory commercial 
and financial viability of the business(es) to be 
developed as a result of the assistance re- 
quested, as well as an indication that additional 
net economic benefits will accrue. 


Application for assistance must be made while 
the project is still in the planning stages. Con- 
tractual commitments made in respect of any 
project not approved may be ineligible for 
funding. 


The proponent’s financial participation in the 
project shall not be less than 10 per cent of the 
approved capital costs of the undertaking. 


Implementation 


Application forms are available from the Ministry 
of Northern Development and Mines and the 
Ministry of Industry, Trade and Technology 
offices. 


Disbursement of Funds 


In the case of assistance to the public sector, 50 
per cent of the grant will be advanced: 


a) when construction begins or when equipment 
and materials are ordered; 


b) when the required equity has been invested; 


c) when the security has been received to cover 
the amount advanced. 


Any advance payment received in excess of 
allowable assistance, based on actual approved 
costs, must be refunded immediately. 


In the case of assistance to public bodies, the 
final 50 per cent of the grant will be forwarded 
upon verification that the project is completed. 


Loan Forgiveness 


1. 50 per cent of the loan may be forgiven one 
year after the project is completed and the 
balance may be forgiven one year from then, 
provided that: 


a) the business or businesses for which the 
undertaking was intended is/are operating. 


b) the general terms and conditions under 
which the loan was granted have been met. 


2. Upon forgiveness, the related security will be 
released. 


Non-Performance 


1. Upon refusal or forgiveness, demand for re- 
payment will be made and the loan will forth- 
with commence to bear interest at the prime 
bank rate in effect at that date for the re- 
mainder of the period during which the loan is 
outstanding.

LIVESTOCK COMPENSATION 


Assistance towards

The Ministry of Agriculture and Food reimburses 
the municipality for all compensation it has paid for 
losses caused by wolves.

A Joint Ministry of Northern Development and 
Mines-OMAF Program to develop northern agri- 
culture. 


Conditions and Procedures 


The gross production value from the farm opera- 
tion in a normal production year must be at least 
$10,000. 


Farms to which grants may apply must be located 
in the districts of Algoma, Cochrane, Kenora, Man- 
itoulin, Nipissing (that part lying south of the 
French and Mattawa Rivers and north and west of 
Algonquin Park), Parry Sound, Rainy River, Timis- 
kaming, Thunder Bay and Sudbury. 

The applicant must own the land on which the 
project (except for Market Development and Dis- 
trict Development Initiatives) will take place or 
lease land from the Crown in right of Ontario or be 
an Indian under The Indian Act (Canada) and law- 
fully in possession of land on an Indian Reserve. 


Individuals, farm partnerships and corporations 
will be treated as a single applicant for the pur- 
poses of Agrinorth. 


Individuals, including agribusiness corporations, 
municipalities, institutions, and organizations, may 
be eligible for a grant under Market Development 
Activities and District Development Initiatives, pro- 
viding the primary benefit is to Northern Ontario 
farmers. 


For subprograms 1 (a), 4, 5 and 7, use of owner’s 
own machinery or labour are not eligible expendi- 
tures. 


For subprogram 1 (b) use of owner's equipment 
and labour are eligible up to $60 per acre. 


All application forms are available from OMAF dis- 
trict offices and Ministry of Northern Development 
and Mines offices.

Projects under this sub program must be of benefit 
to the community.

GRAIN PRODUCTION DEVELOPMENT

marketing of seeds, grains and oilseeds. 


a) Grain Storage Equipment 
Up to 25 per cent of the capital cost of on-farm 
grain storage equipment may be covered by a 
grant, to a maximum of $3,000 per applicant. 


b) Grain Handling Equipment 

Up to 33 per cent of the capital cost of on-farm 
handling equipment, excluding vehicles, may 
be covered by a grant, to a maximum of $3,000 
per applicant. Such equipment might include 
grain driers, seed and grain cleaning and treat- 
ing equipment, grain moving equipment, scales, 
etc. 


Applicants applying for both a) and b) will be sub- 
ject to a combined maximum grant of $5,000.

FORAGE PRODUCTION DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To promote improved forage preserva- 
tion and storage facilities in Northern Ontario. 


Up to 25 per cent of eligible costs to a maximum of 
$2,000 are available for the purchase of construc- 
tion of forage storage facilities, such as concrete 
pads, walls for horizontal silos, hay driers and hay- 
lage harvesting equipment.

MARKET DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES 


Funding is available to promote activities aimed at 
developing or expanding markets for Northern 
Ontario-produced commodities.

Funds are also available to commission studies 
which will identify markets for Northern Ontario- 
produced agricultural goods and recommend ac- 
tion plans for accessing these markets.

The assistance granted to needy persons by a 
municipality, district board or approved Indian 
band is based on the excess of the recipient’s bud- 
getary requirements over his income and the 
amounts granted are determined by references to 
the tables, limitations, and requirements of the 
regulations (referenced below). 


Provincial reimbursement is 80 per cent of the 
amounts of general assistance paid. However, 
where in any period of four consecutive months, 
the monthly average of the number of persons re- 
ceiving assistance equals or exceeds 4 per cent of 
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the population of the municipality, the contribution 
of the province is increased to 90 per cent in re- 
spect of the number of persons receiving assis- 
tance in excess of 4 per cent of the population. 
Provision is also made for reimbursement by the 
province of 100 per cent of the assistance granted 
to applicants deemed not to have been resident of 
any organized municipality in Ontario for a period 
of 12 consecutive months, prior to application for 
assistance. In this case, the Ministry of Community 
and Social Services must be notified within sixty 
days of the first payment’s being made to the re- 
cipient.

In addition, when the service 
is provided by a non-profit corporation, the Min- 
ister’s approval of the corporation is required. 


b) An application to the Minister must be in the 
prescribed form and be accompanied by; 


in the case of the erection, alteration or exten- 
sion of a building or premises; 


1) the site plan showing the location of the 
building or premises on the site, 


2) the plans and specifications, prepared by an 
architect, showing the construction, equip- 
ment and arrangements of the centre. 


in the case of the acquisition of the building or 
premises; 


1) the site plan showing the location of the 
building or premises on the site, 


2) a structural sketch showing the area or areas 
in the building or premises to be used as a 
centre. 


c) The Minister's approval of the corporation or 
municipal by-law, site, plans and proposed pro- 
gram must be obtained in advance. 


d) An application for payment of the grant must be 
made in the prescribed form and be accompa- 
nied by; 

1) the certificate of an auditor certifying; 


i) the actual cost of the building or premises 
to the corporation; 


ii) the actual amount that has been paid by 
the corporations as of the date of the ap- 
plication; 

iii) that all refundable sales tax has been 
taken out. 


2) the certificate of the architect or professional 
engineer, in triplicate (Form 3, O. Reg. 235, 
R.R.O. 1970) certifying that the alteration, 
extension or acquisition of the building or 
premises is completed in accordance with 
the plans approved by the Minister.

MINISTRY OF EDUCATION 


GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1988 


Under Ontario Regulation 160/88, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. The grants 
are calculated separately for the elementary 
schools and the secondary schools for both Public 
School Boards and “extended” Roman Catholic 
Separate School Boards (those boards that have 
“extended” are referred to as Separate School 
Boards). 


1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE 
GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recognized 
portion of the school board operating expenditure 
over the yield of a calculated mill rate in the dollar 
upon the equalized assessment supporting the 
board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the lesser 
of the actual cost and the product of $2,856 in the 
case of an elementary school pupil or $3,791 in 
the case of a secondary school pupil, a weighting 
factor that is determined by the Ministry for the 
school board, and the average daily enrolment of 
pupils of the board in day school, and elementary 
summer school. 


The average daily enrolment of pupils for a board 
is determined in accordance with Ontario Regula- 
tion 127/85. For day school this is determined as 
30 per cent of the enrolment on each of the last 
school days of January and April, and 40 per cent 
of the enrolment on the last school day of Septem- 
ber. For elementary summer school, it is deter- 
mined as the full-time equivalent in terms of 
instructional time. Kindergarten and junior kinder- 
garten subject to grant is limited to a one-half day 
basis enrolment. 

In calculating average daily enrolment used for 
grants, recognition is included that costs do not re- 
duce directly with enrolment declines. Thirty to 
sixty per cent of the decline from 1987 (depending 
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on the board size) plus one-half of such assis- 
tance given in 1987 is included in the enrolment 
for grant purposes. 


The weighting factors address variations among 
school boards in the need for education services 
and in the cost of providing comparable education 
services. The factor components are: 


Compensatory Education 

Language Instruction 

French-English Mixed Schools 
Technical Programs 

Cost of Goods and Services (Northern) 
Small School Boards 

Small Schools 

Teacher Experience and 

Qualifications 


The mill rate used to determine the local portion of 
the recognized expenditure is calculated in the fol- 
lowing manner: 


4.618 Elementary —_ Total Recognized 

Schools X Ordinary 
Expenditure (incl. 
total tuition fees paid) 


OR 
3.539 Maximum Recognized 
Secondary Day School Ordinary 
Schools Expenditure (incl. 
tuition fees) 


Changes have been introduced with respect to the 
assessment used for grants and for apportionment 
purposes. The Ministry of Education has issued 
the factors (one for grants purposes and one for 
apportionment purposes) as part of the 1988 
Grants Regulation. The factors so published still 
use a five-year average and reflect the 15 per cent 
difference between residential and commercial 
mill rates. A grant of 80 per cent of the grant to the 
board in 1987 for assistance in respect of Appor- 
tionment, is added to the Ordinary Operating Ex- 
penditure Grants in 1988. 


2 
EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary expenditure pertains to the types of 
expenditure that for reasons related to the nature 
or development of the jurisdiction served differ in 
terms of per pupil costs among school boards. 
These are costs in respect of the acquisition of fa- 
cilities and for the transportation of pupils. 


The portions of these expenditures recognized for 
grant assistance are determined by specific ap- 
provals. 

The recognized expenditure is divided into two 

groups- 

a) specific debt charges and pupil transportation 
expenditure that is in excess of $335 per day 
school pupil of average daily enrolment, and 

b) the remainder. 

The grant in respect of each group is the excess of 

the recognized expenditure over the yield of a cal- 

culated mill rate in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment supporting the school board. 
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The mill rates used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure are: 


a) .022 for elementary schools or .010 for second- 
ary schools for each $100 of per pupil recog- 
nized expenditure. 


b) .092 for elementary schools or .048 for second- 
ary schools for each $100 of per pupil recog- 
nized expenditure. 


Boards receive grants on current approved minor 
projects and on major projects prior to 1980 in ac- 
cordance with the financing of the project including 
grant on debenture instalments, which in some in- 
stances will continue to the year 2000. However, 
through a “write down” as at December 31, 1985 
of all the provincially-held debenture debt of 
school boards, the Province reduced the outstand- 
ing debt by what otherwise would have been fu- 
ture grant. The result is that such reduced debt is 
no longer subject to grant. There still remains a 
small proportion of debentures to which the grants 


apply. 


3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE PROGRAM 
INSTRUCTION GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assistance 
is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes $258 
per elementary school pupil, and in respect of 
secondary school pupils, $79 per subject credit 
for grades 9 & 10 and $85 per subject credit for 
grades 11 to 13 pupils. In addition there is rec- 
ognition for some start-up costs where French- 
language classrooms are established. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils the recognized expen- 
diture is determined by formulae that takes into 
account the number of pupils instructed, their 
grade level, and the time devoted to instruction 
each day of French-language instruction. The 
amounts range from $119 to $258 per pupil for 
elementary grades and from $51 to $129 per 
secondary subject credit. In addition, there is a 
grant for immersion start-up costs at the sec- 
ondary school level. 


The grant payable is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes, 100 
per cent of the recognized expenditure. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils, the excess of the rec- 
ognized expenditure over the yield of a calcu- 
lated mill rate in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment supporting the board. The mill 
rates are .092 for elementary schools or .048 
for secondary schools for each $100 of per pu- 
pil recognized expenditure. 


4 
GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS OR HOSPITALS 


The Ministry introduced, effective January 1982, a 
new funding mechanism in respect of special edu- 
cation. In 1988, grants are the product of the 
board’s total enrolment (not just special education 
pupils) and a per pupil amount of $215 in respect 
of elementary school operations and $154 in re- 
spect of secondary school operations. In addition, 
a grant is paid in respect of each trainable re- 
tarded pupil of $4,765 adjusted by a weighting fac- 
tor which takes into account the geographical 
location of the board. Where a school board em- 
ploys a teacher to provide a special education pro- 
gram in certain specified facilities, institutions or 
hospitals, subject to approval a grant is payable to 
reimburse the board for the cost of the teacher’s 
salary, related employee benefit costs plus a 
$2,205 allowance for administrative costs etc., up 
to $1,075 per teacher aide and up to $3,300 for the 
cost of classroom furniture and equipment. 


5 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive a grant of $36 
per classroom hour in respect of Heritage lan- 
guage instruction, subject to minimum class size 
and where the school day is extended in relation 
thereto. 


6 
ADJUSTMENT IN RESPECT OF CHANGE IN 
TAX REVENUE 


School board grants compensate for any prior cal- 
endar year difference between the amount requisi- 
tioned by the school board or yield of the mill rate 
on assessment and actual taxes received. Effec- 
tively boards are compensated for “write-off of tax- 
es” and grants are reduced on account of 
“supplementary” taxes received. 


7 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges acceptable to the Minister on deben- 
tures issued by a school board prior to April, 1980 
that were not approved for grant assistance at the 
time of issue are now eligible for grant to the ex- 
tent that such expenditure for the year exceeds 
the yield of .092 mills for elementary schools or 
.048 mills for secondary schools in the dollar upon 
the equalized assessment for the board in respect 
of each $25 per pupil of such expenditure. This 
base mill rate cannot be less than .097 for elemen- 
tary schools or for secondary schools. The eligibil- 
ity of this grant now also applies to specific 
situations where the separate school board pur- 
chases, leases or jointly uses school buildings of 
the public board in the same area. 


8 
GRANTS FOR BOARDS ON TAX-EXEMPT 
LAND 


School boards on tax-exempt land receive grants 
from the province. These boards are Department 
of National Defence School Boards. 

Special funding provisions also apply to school 
boards established in a sanatorium, a hospital, a 
crippled children’s treatment centre or a centre for 
the treatment of cerebral palsy. 

The first type of boards receive 50 per cent of all 
operating grants exclusive of capital. The second 
group of boards receive 80 per cent of teachers’ 
salaries and transportation costs and 50 per cent 
of all other costs exclusive of capital. 


9 
GRANTS FOR ISOLATE BOARDS 


Small remote boards (with enrolment of 300 or 
fewer) receive grants equal to all approved cost in 
excess of the yield of a mill rate on equalized as- 
sessment of 4.926 mills in the case of elementary 
school boards or 3.700 mills in the case of a sec- 
ondary school board. 


10 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 


Where a school board provides education for: 


a) a pupil who resides in Ontario in an area that is 
not within the jurisdiction of a school board, is 
not Federal Crown Land or is not an Indian Re- 
serve; 


b)a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or de- 
tained in certain specified facilities, institutions 
or homes; or 


c) a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid Soci- 
ety, a grant is payable to reimburse the board 
the cost of education for the pupil. 


The amount of reimbursement is the same as is 
permitted for inter-board billing of tuition fees. This 
is calculated in accordance with Ontario Regula- 
tion 163/88. 


11 
DIRECT CAPITAL GRANTS 


Since April 1, 1980, the grants to school boards on 
major approved capital projects are paid as the ex- 
penditures are incurred. Payments are made bi- 
monthly based on progress certificates submitted 
to the school boards. The rates of grant are identi- 
cal to those applicable to extraordinary expendi- 
ture grants which, for a board of average 
assessment wealth, is 75 per cent. 


12 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The equalization factors for use in 1988 were up- 
dated both for the calculation of grants and for ap- 
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portionment. The factors, issued as part of the 
1988 General Legislative Grants Regulation, were 
calculated for each municipality separately for 
grant and for apportionment, using the factors 
published by the Ministry of Revenue for a five- 
year period. The previous equalization factors as 
used did not reflect changes in property valuation 
that had occurred since 1970. The education fac- 
tors incorporate a residual discount which reflects 
the lower revenue generating capacity of residen- 
tial assessment as well as a 1/5th phase-in from 
the old factor to the flat-out discounted factor. 
These have been capped to limit the relative 
change in equalized assessment to 5 per cent for 
apportionment and 3 per cent for grants. 


13 
SECONDARY SCHOOL REORGANIZATION 
GRANT 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to encourage 
French-language education programs at the sec- 
ondary school level and involve a reorganization 
grant to offset the start-up costs associated with 
the establishment of new homogeneous French- 
language entities. 

For the first year of operation of such schools with 
an enrolment of 100 or fewer, the grant is $1,455 
per pupil. For larger schools, the grant is $127,200 
plus $183 per pupil to a maximum of $182,100. 
For the second year of operation, the grant is $970 
per pupil for a school with an enrolment of 100 or 
fewer and for larger schools is $84,800 plus $122 
per pupil to a maximum of $121,400. 

For the third, fourth and fifth years of operating, 
the grant is $485 per pupil for a school with an en- 
rolment of 100 or fewer and for larger schools, is 
$42,400 plus $61 per pupil to a maximum of 
$60,700. 


14 

CONTINUING EDUCATION, SECONDARY 
SUMMER SCHOOL AND DRIVER EDUCATION 
GRANT 


Grant assistance in respect of continuing educa- 
tion is limited to specific programs including adult 
basic literacy, citizenship and language instruction 
for landed immigrants, English as a second lan- 
guage for adults, and courses for adults for which 
secondary school credits are given. For certain 
continuing education classes and secondary sum- 
mer school it is determined as the full-time equiva- 
lent in terms of instructional time. The Ministry 
introduced a new method of funding, effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1987, whereby boards would receive grant 
in the amount of $1,900 per full-time equivalent 
pupil. The $1,900 has been increased for 1988 to 
$1,986. The previous method which was based on 
a rate of grant, provided more funds for some 
boards. The better of the new and the former for- 
mula applies. 
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15 
GRANT FOR NATIVE AS A SECOND 
LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION 


This is a new grant that will come into effect, Sep- 
tember 1, 1987. A Board receiving approval upon 
application, will receive grant on an eligible sum 
which will be calculated in the same manner as 
that for French as a second language (see Section 
#3). The grant paid to the board will be at the 75 
per cent level for a board of average wealth. In ad- 
dition to the foregoing, the board will receive a 
start-up grant of $200 for each pupil enrolled in the 
program in each of the first five years in which the 
board operates the program. 


16 
SPECIAL ASSISTANCE FOR EN BLOC 
TRANSFERS 


This grant applies where there is a transfer of the 
Secondary French as a First Language Program 
from a Board of Education to an Extended’ Sepa- 
rate School Board. Where the transfer includes 
with the facility, school texts, library books, furni- 
ture and equipment, special use of Capital Grant 
Plan provisions are accorded the board which is 
transferring the facilities. That board is also paid a 
special grant on account of residual operating 
costs with which they were left, as a direct result of 
the transfer. Each case is reviewed on the basis of 
it own merit, as demonstrated to the Ministry. 


17 
SOME SPECIAL PROVISIONS WHICH APPLY 
IN RESPECT OF ’EXTENSION’ 


Certain provisions in respect of “attendance” 
rights of pupils related to separate school exten- 
sion came into place January 1, 1987. In respect 
of certain pupils who had attended the public sec- 
ondary system in the previous school year (and 
continue at the same school) and whose parents 
are separate school ratepayers, the separate 
school board is required to ‘pay’ over to the public 
secondary board a portion of the separate school 
taxes. The determination of that payment is in ac- 
cordance with the Payment Transfer Between Co- 
terminous Boards Regulation, O.Reg 161/88; the 
public school board continues to receive the grant 
for such pupils. In other instances, where a sec- 
ondary school pupil is in a school of the system 
other than the one to which his parents direct their 
taxes, the educating board collects tuition fees 
from the other board. 


18 
GRANT FOR REDUCTION OF CLASS SIZE IN 
GRADES 1 AND 2 


If a board’s average class size in grades 1 and 2 in 
September 1988 is at or below 24.6 pupils per 
teacher, the board will receive a grant equal to 
$222 for each grade 1 and 2 pupil, prorated at .4 to 
reflect the four-month period; for boards which, in 


September 1988, are in excess of the 24.6 pupils 
per teacher, the grant is appropriately scaled 
down. 


19 
GRANT FOR TEXTBOOKS 


A special start-up grant, available in 1988 only, ap- 
plies for textbooks purchased for Ontario Aca- 
demic Courses or courses leading to SSHGD 
diploma. Expenditure for this purpose up to $15 
per secondary pupil is subject to grant at the- pro- 
vincial average rate of support of 75 per cent. 


Elementary and secondary textbook purchases 
other than the above, that are in excess of $22 per 
pupil, to a maximum of an additional $8 per pupil 
are subject to grant at the provincial average rate 
of support of 75 per cent. 


20 
GRANT FOR LEARNING MATERIALS 


This grant is for the purchase of learning materials 
in support of curriculum in the Primary and Junior 
Divisions. The grant is based on an amount of 
$5.32 per weighted elementary school pupil. 


21 
GRANT FOR INTERMEDIATE SCIENCE 


This grant is for the implementation of science pro- 
grams in the Intermediate Division. The grant is 
based on an amount of $1.28 per weighted ele- 
mentary school pupil and $2.66 per weighted sec- 
ondary school pupil. 


22 
GRANTS FOR THE PURCHASE OF 
COMPUTER HARDWARE AND SOFTWARE 


The government has dedicated additional re- 
sources for the purchase by boards of computer 
hardware. The approval for purchases is being 
handled through the usual capital approval pro- 
cess. The Ministry of Education has advised 
school boards that they are considering adopting a 
per pupil formula in the future for such purchases. 
Additional amounts have been made available for 
the purchase of ready-made software.

SMALL HYDRO ENCOURAGEMENT 
PROGRAM 


Purpose 


The Ministry of Energy has a program to encour- 
age the development and redevelopment of 
Ontario’s small hydraulic resources. The Ministry's 
role is to provide assistance for assessment of po- 
tential projects, and provide advice to developers 
and government departments and agencies. As- 
sistance includes: 

e Site Assessment provides assistance to pro- 
spective site developers for the initial engineer- 
ing assessment of small hydro sites, and in the 
financial/legal evaluation of development op- 
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tions. Grants of up to $3,000 will be provided for 
engineering assessment. For financial/legal 
evaluation, grants of 50 per cent of costs to a 
maximum of $5,000 will be provided. 


e Northern Small Hydro provides assistance to 
commercial and industrial businesses in North- 
ern Ontario not connected to the electrical utility 
distribution system. Grants of up to one-third of 
eligible costs for small or micro hydro installa- 
tions to replace diesel electric generation are 
available. 


e Industry Development offers Ontario’s small hy- 
dro industry assistance in improving small hy- 
dro technology and expanding export markets. 
Proposals for cost-shared projects will be evalu- 
ated on an individual basis. 


e Individuals, municipalities, companies, institu- 
tions and organizations may receive assistance 
under the program.

WATER AND SEWAGE WORKS 


A) DIRECT GRANT PROGRAM 


Municipalities with Populations Over 7,500 


A grant of up to 33 per cent of the approved cost is 
available for major works that support urban 
growth or are designed to resolve health or envi- 
ronmental problems. Grant assistance of 50 per 
cent is available for the construction of local col- 
lector sewers to resolve health or environmental 
problems due to malfunctioning private waste dis- 
posal systems. 


Municipalities with Populations Under 7,500 


In addition to grants for the major works, funding 
assistance is also provided for local water distribu- 
tion and sewage collection works. Grants are cal- 
culated in accordance with the following formula: 
Grant (% of approved cost) = 

93.00 — (P x 0.008) 

where P = Population 

(of the municipality or community as per assess- 
ment rolls) 
Maximum Grant : 85% where P = 
1,000 or less 
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Regional Municipalities — High Cost Grant 


Grant assistance for specified communities in re- 
gional municipalities is available on a shared basis 
with the regional government. 


Rural Water Pipeline Extensions 


A grant is available for the construction of water 
pipeline extensions in rural areas outside urban 
boundaries. The grant is intended to support the 
construction of minimal systems that satisfy resi- 
dential needs, not including fire flow and farm 
needs, not including irrigation. The Ministry grant 
will be 33 1/3 per cent of the approved cost, sub- 
ject to the approval by the Ministries of Agriculture 
and Food and of Municipal Affairs. 


Open Potable Water Storage Reservoirs 


A grant of between 75 per cent and 85 per cent is 
available for construction of covers for open 
ground level potable water storage reservoirs. 
Where the construction of a cover for an existing 
reservoir is not feasible, the construction of a new 
covered reservoir may be eligible. 


B) LIFELINES PROGRAM 


Rehabilitation of Water Distribution and 
Sewage Collection Systems 


Grants are available for the completion of engi- 
neering “Needs Studies” for water, or distribution, 
or sewage collection systems and for the physical 
rehabilitation of such facilities as determined in the 
“Needs Study”. The studies are intended to deter- 
mine a long range, cost effective program of re- 
newal for systems which have experienced 
serious deterioration. Grant assistance for the 
studies is based on the municipal population with 
a minimum grant of 50 per cent. Grant assistance 
for the physical rehabilitation work is provided at a 
level of 33 1/3 per cent. 


Pollution Control Planning Studies 


To assist in the development of a water pollution 
control plan for a defined urban or rural area, grant 
assistance of up to 85 per cent is available. Such 
studies are expected to outline the nature, cause 
and extent of pollution problems, propose alterna- 
tive remedial measures and recommend an imple- 
mentation program. The minimum level of 
assistance for such studies is 50 per cent. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) With the exception of grants for rural water 
pipelines, projects must be designed to serve a 
defined “community”. 


b) Eligibility for assistance is determined on the 
basis of an evaluation of the need for the works 
in terms of correcting health and/or environ- 
mental problems and the accommodation of 
new residential growth. 


Cc) All projects may be subject to cost effective re- 
view and grant payments will be based on the 
most effective, least cost alternative. 


d) Grants are based on a percentage of the “net” 
cost of a project determined after deducting any 
Federal or Provincial Government contribution. 


e) Ministry staff may provide project management 
services where a municipality lacks the neces- 
sary administrative resources or engineering 
expertise. 


f) Grant payments are normally made on the ba- 
sis of requests from a municipality indicating ex- 
penditures to date and a quarterly calendar 
projection of expenditures anticipated. Financial 
assistance for the completion of preliminary en- 
gineering work may be provided, subject to Min- 
istry participation in the development of the 
Terms of Reference for the study.

WASTE MANAGEMENT PROGRAMS 


Under the Comprehensive Funding Program, 
financial assistance to municipalities and to the 
private sector is provided for waste management 
activities which include treatment and disposal fa- 


cilities and initiatives for the reduction, reuse, recy- 
cling and recovery of waste (4Rs). 


Treatment and Disposal 


Waste Management Master Planning Studies 


Financial assistance is available for up to 50 per 
cent of study costs to develope a long term waste 
management plan for regional municipalities or a 
logical group of municipalities which need to plan 
for and operate joint waste management facilities 
on a shared cost basis. The plan is developed to 
satisfy the requirements of the Environmental As- 
sessment Act. 


Waste Site Improvement Program 


This program applies to active certified sites and 
provides financial assistance to municipalities for 
upgrading waste disposal sites, proper closure, 
and special investigative studies related to active 
sites, gas and leachate monitoring and control, in- 
cluding remedial work associated with these stud- 
ies. Improvements supported include on-site 
roads, site grading and other regulatory require- 
ments. 


Financial Assistance Program 


This program provides financial assistance to 
municipalities to implement new or expand exist- 
ing waste management facilities — landfill sites, 
transfer stations or processing facilities. Activities 
eligible can range from hearings, design, public 
consultation, construction, structures and equip- 
ment, depending upon the extent to which 
Environmental Assessment Act approvals re- 
quired (if applicable) have been completed. Fund- 
ing levels vary with the size (population) of the 
municipality. 


4Rs 


Municipal Reduction/Reuse Program 


Grants of up to 50 per cent of promotional and 
capital costs for projects to alter consumer waste 
generating behaviour or to reduce the amount of 
waste requiring treatment or disposal, such as 
home composting, packaging or new project ap- 
proaches, are available. Grants of up to 100 per 
cent, to a limit of $25,000 per project for develop- 
ment of creative materials, are also available. 


Municipal Recycling Support Program 


The program provides financial and technical as- 
sistance for the development or expansion of mu- 
nicipal scale recycling projects. Assistance is 
available for the development of promotional activ- 
ities to encourage public involvement, and operat- 
ing and capital costs for up to five years for 
qualified projects. 


Municipal Recovery Program 


Grants for up to one third of the in-service capital 
cost of facilities to recover materials from mixed 
solid waste directed to municipal landfill and costs 
for feasibility studies, design, approval, construc- 
tion and commissioning of a project can be consid- 
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ered for funding. Research, development and 
demonstration type projects may receive up to 100 
per cent funding. 


Industrial 4Rs Program 


This program is available to provide assistance for 
industries to take advantage of new opportunities 
for waste reduction. This program covers, not only 
the management of industrial wastes, but also ex- 
plores opportunities for their beneficial use, and 
their reduction at a specific source or within a gen- 
eral industrial sector. As approximately one half of 
the waste disposed in Ontario originates from the 
industrial/ commercial sector, there are indirect 
benefits to municipalities, although direct funding 
to municipalities is not available. 


Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
Program 


The Ministry regards the special collection and dis- 
posal of various household and personal products 
of a hazardous nature as prudent in the interests 
of ongoing environmental protection. 


This program provides grants to municipalities for 
individual collection projects limited to 50 per cent 
of the operational costs, up to maximum of 
$10,000 per project per year. A pamphlet and a 
poster which advertise the project are available 
free of charge.

Objective 


To assist municipalities and health units in admin- 
istering Part VII of the Environmental Protection 
Act (Part VII requires that newly installed private 
sewage systems receive a Certificate of Approval, 
and that private sewage systems are kept in a 
functional state).

Any municipality or health unit which enters into an 
agreement with the Ministry to administer Part VII 
of the Environmental Protection Act is eligible for 
payments.

TERMITE CONTROL GRANTS 


Objective 


To assist municipalities in controlling and extermi- 
nating termites.

— it enters into an agreement to administer the 
funds as directed by the Ministry. 


Funding 


Grants are available for owners of single family 
homes through municipalities. 


Sixty per cent of the treatment cost is provided to a 
maximum of $2,000. Pretreatment of new struc- 
tures is eligible for 60 per cent of the treatment 
cost to a maximum of $1,000.

Assistance towards 


The expenses of the local Boards of Health in- 
curred in the process of providing approved public 
health services and core programs in accordance 
with the Health Protection and Promotion Act, 
1983 and its regulations, the Immunization of 
School Pupils Act, 1982, and identified community 
health needs. 


Eligible Recipients 
Local Boards of Health 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) Each Board shall provide the Minister or the 
council of a municipality such information and in 
such form as the Minister or the council may re- 
quire. 

2) Each Board shall keep accounts of its financial 
affairs and prepare annual financial statements 


covering the preceding years’ activities as well 
as estimates of expenses for the next year. 


3) Each Board must submit an annual budget to 
the local municipality for approval, then forward 
it to the provincial Ministry of Health where it is 
subjected to line-by-line review. 


4) “New” or “expanded” program proposals are 
submitted to the local District Health Council for 
review and then forwarded via the Regional 
Area Planning Co-ordinator to the Ministry for 
approval. 


Basis of Assistance 


A) Provincial support for the approved general ex- 
penses of a board is based on the following 
structure: 


1) 75 per cent of the expenses of a board of 
health except the boards of health of Metro- 
politan Toronto where the grant is 40 per 
cent of the expenses. 


The assistance is flowed to each board in 
twelve roughly equal monthly payments; adjust- 
ments to the total aid flowed are made as nec- 
essary at year’s end, upon receipt by the 
Ministry of the required financial statement from 
each board and also as a result of periodic au- 
dits by Ministry internal audit staff. 


B) Separate provincial assistance is available to 
boards for the following programs: 


1) Home Care — 100 per cent of costs approved 
by the Minister; 


2) Family Planning — 100 per cent of costs ap- 
proved by the Minister; 


3) Sexually Transmitted Diseases Control — cf. 
4 SEXUALLY TRANSMITTED DISEASES 
CLINIC; 


4) Immunization — provision of free vaccines 
and biologicals; 


5) AIDS control programs — 100 per cent; 


6) Children’s Dental Treatment Program — 100 
per cent; 


7) Teaching Health Units — there are two. The 
enriched teaching components are funded 
100 per cent. 


C)A board which assumes the responsibilities for 
the public health services of an unorganized 
territory until 1984 received an unorganized ter- 
ritory grant which covered the full costs of ser- 
vices undertaken there. In 1984, the grant was 
replaced by an unorganized territory budget 
which is subject to line-by-line assessment in 
the same manner as organized territory bud- 
gets. This budget is 100 per cent funded.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, gen- 
eral rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for chronic 
patients, active treatment teaching psychiatric 
hospitals, active treatment hospitals for alcoholism 
and drug addiction and rehabilitation hospitals, 
graded as follows: 


a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals provid- 
ing facilities for giving instruction to medical stu- 
dents of any university; 


b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals having 
not fewer than 100 beds; 


c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals having 
fewer than 100 beds; 


d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals oper- 
ated by the Ontario Division of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society; 


e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 


f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic pa- 
tients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 


g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic pa- 
tients and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals pro- 
viding facilities of giving instruction to medical 
students for any university; 


i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treatment 
of patients suffering from alcoholism and drug 
addiction; 


j) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated by 
the Minister to provide special rehabilitation ser- 
vices for disabled persons in a region of Ontario 
specified by the Minister for each hospital; 


k) Group K hospitals are separate organized facili- 
ties approved as such by the Minister to provide 
local diagnostic and treatment services in a 
community or district to handicapped or dis- 
abled individuals requiring restorative and ad- 
justive services in an integrated and co- 
ordinated program; 


1)Group L hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism and 
drug addiction and providing facilities for giving 
instruction to medical students of any university 
as evidenced by a written agreement between 
the hospital and the university with which it is af- 
filiated; 


m)Group M hospitals are general hospitals which 
may charge and receive payment for the use of 
C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR CONSTRUCTION AND 
RENOVATIONS — HOSPITALS AND RELATED 
FACILITIES 


A) Community Hospitals 

Ontario Regulation 859 under The Public Hos- 
pitals Act allows the province to provide grants 
not exceeding either 2/3 or 5/6 of the approved 
cost of constructing or renovating community 
hospitals. Approved costs include the cost of 
construction or renovation, professional fees 
and necessary basic equipment. 


The 5/6 of approved costs is provided to hospi- 
tals located in a northern municipality with a 
population of not more than 12,000 in a territo- 
rial district or a provisional county. 


B) Teaching Hospitals 
Regulation 862 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides capital grants for teaching hospitals. 
The province accepts responsibility for the ap- 
proved capital cost of the university hospitals 
and of teaching and research facilities forming 
part of the university affiliated hospitals. 


C) Rehabilitation and Children’s __ Treatment 
Centres 


In accordance with Regulation 861 under The 
Public Hospitals Act the province accepts re- 
sponsibility for the approved capital cost of a re- 
gional rehabilitation hospital or that part of a 
hospital which provides special facilities for 
medical rehabilitation of patients. To qualify the 
facility is expected to provide a wide range of 
special services and must be approved by the 
Minister as a regional rehabilitation centre be- 
fore becoming eligible for grants on the basis of 
full costs. 


Regulation 860 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that, for rehabilitation facilities serving 
a local community or district (e.g. crippled chil- 
dren’s treatment centres), the grant amounts to 
2/3 of the approved cost. 


D) Economic Investments 


Regulation 858 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that 100 per cent of the capital cost of 
economic investment projects may be paid 
where operating savings to the government will 
recover the capital cost within five or fewer 
years. 


E) Amalgamation 
Regulation 856 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides grants equal to 100 per cent of the ap- 
proved capital cost for the amalgamation of 
hospital services where the estimated savings 
on net operating costs during the five years fol- 
lowing the establishment of the amalgamated 
service equals or exceeds the approved capital 
cost. 

F) Hazardous Asbestos Correction 
Regulation 170/81 under The Public Hospitals 
Act allows the province to pay a special grant of 
2/3 of the capital cost to correct hazardous con- 
ditions resulting from the presence of asbestos 
in public hospitals. The special grant is 5/6 of 
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the approved cost when the public hospital is lo- 
cated in a northern municipality with a popula- 
tion of not more than 12,000 persons and ina 
territorial district or a provisional county. 


G) Biomedical Waste Incineration 


Regulation 461/86 under The Public Hospitals 
Act allows the province to pay grant equal to 
100 per cent of the project cost less any 
amounts paid by the hospital for the correction 
of problems associated with the incineration of 
Biomedical Waste.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING STATEMENT GRANTS 


Assistance towards 


The preparation and updating of municipal hous- 
ing statements outlining municipalities’ housing 
policies and needs. 


When endorsed by council and approved by the 
Ministry, a statement forms the basis for a munici- 
pality’s request for federal and provincial funding 
for housing programs. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario Municipalities are eligible to apply for 
municipal housing statement grants; those with 
approved statements may be eligible for funding to 
update their statements. Municipalities under 
10,000 population may also request ministry staff 
to complete a statement on their behalf. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipal council must pass a resolution request- 
ing either direct technical assistance or funding. 
When funding is requested, an application form 
and the consultant's proposal should accompany 
the council’s resolution. 


The concurrence of regional council is also re- 
quired prior to the provision of a study grant or di- 
rect technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its merits, 
and maximum grant levels have been established 
according to municipal size. During the term of the 
approved study, progress payments will be made. 
Once the housing statement has been adopted by 
council and approved by the Ministry, the final 
grant payment is made to the municipality.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM 
(OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


In the past the province provided per capita grants 
to municipalities to administer as OHRP loans. 
While this direct assistance has not been available 
in recent years, many municipalities have OHRP 
funds as a result of loan repayments, etc. that can 
be utilized as loans to owner-occupants in that 
municipality whose adjusted annual family income 
is no greater than $20,000. This income limit will 
increase to $21,000 on August 1, 1987. 


The prime objective of these loans is the repair of 
faulty structural and sanitary conditions and the 
upgrading of the plumbing, heating and electrical 
systems of the residences of the eligible owner-oc- 
cupants to bring their housing up to municipal 
health and safety standards. 

The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an ap- 
plicant within the participating municipality shall 
not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. The 


amount of interest charged on this loan will be de-. 


termined by the annual family income of the appli- 
cant; a portion of the loan may be “forgiven” and 
therefore need not be paid back, upon completion 
of a designated number of years of continuous oc- 
cupancy. A special loan maximum of $9,500 (less 
any federal funding) is available under OHRP for 
physically disabled homeowners or homeowners 
with physically disabled relatives living with them. 


This special loan may be used for the repair of a 
dwelling unit to a minimum municipal standards 
and for the necessary modifications that would 
render the unit accessible to physically disabled 
persons. 


Eligible Recipients 


Owner-occupants are eligible provided the annual 
“adjusted family income” of the owner-occupant 
does not exceed $20,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, including 
the forgivable and repayable portions thereof, a 
lien as provided for by Subsection 2 of Section 
3 of the Act; and shall follow the procedures set 
forth in Subsections 2 and 3 of section 3 of the 
Act. Where the placing of a lien is not feasible, a 
promissory note may be used as security for the 
repayment of the amount loaned as provided 
for by Subsection 4 of Section 3 of the Act. 


b) establish a trust fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this regulation, all 


monies received in repayment of loans made 
under this regulation, and all interest accruing 
thereon; and 


C) provide the Minister with whatever information 
and records of accounts he may require per- 
taining to any application, loan or any other 
matter provided for in this regulation.

DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE FOR SOCIAL 
HOUSING — GRANTS AND LOANS (DASH) 


Assistance towards 


The province provides funding to groups inter- 
ested in developing non-profit housing projects. 
The funding is in the form of an initial grant and an 
interest-free loan. This program assists municipal, 
private and co-operative non-profit housing corpo- 
rations. 


Eligible Recipients 

An initial development grant of up to $1,000 is 
available to groups in order to explore the feasibil- 
ity of starting a non-profit housing project and to 
undertake the organization of a non-profit housing 
corporation. To be eligible for this grant, the inter- 
ested group must be in the process of developing 
non-profit housing for the first time. 


A non-profit housing corporation can be eligible for 
an interest free development loan to cover techni- 
cal and organizational expenses incurred until the 
first mortgage draw. The loan is to be capitalized 
against project costs and is repayable to the prov- 
ince at the time of the first project mortgage draw. 
If at any point during the development process the 
project fails, the loan may be forgiven. 


Conditions and Procedures 

To receive the initial grant, an interested group 

must make a written request to the Programs 

Manager of the appropriate Regional Housing Pro- 

grams Office (RHPO) of the Ministry of Housing. 

The six RHPOs are listed at the end of this sec- 

tion. 

To receive the interest free loan, the non-profit 

housing corporation submits an application along 

with the following material: 

1) a copy of the incorporation charter and by-laws, 

2) a preliminary organizational plan, 

3) a preliminary administrative and property man- 
agement plan, 
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4) a rationale for any non-residential space pro- 
posed, 


5) a description of the procurement technique, and 
6) a description of shelter and site requirements. 


Basis of Assistance 


The cost of the DASH grants is provided by the 
province. Certain costs associated with DASH 
Loans are shared with the federal government. 
The legislative authority for the provincial compo- 
nent of DASH is the Housing Development Act, 
Sections 2 and 4.

LOW-RISE REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The province provides unit allocations to munici- 
palities to administer forgivable loans dedicated to 
the rehabilitation of low-rise apartments in build- 
ings built before 1960. The program has been en- 
riched to include rooming houses and modification 
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that create accessibility for disabled tenants. Muni- 
cipalities receive an administration fee for pro- 
cessing loan applications. 


Eligible Recipients 


Unit allocations are available on a first come, first 
served basis, to municipalities which 


1) have a Property Maintenance and Occupancy 
Standards by-law in force, and 


2) have relevant experience in housing rehabilita- 
tion programs. 


Conditions and Procedures 


To receive a unit allocation, a municipality must 
provide the items listed below to the Ministry's Re- 
gional Housing Programs Office (RHPO). (See the 
entry for Development Assistance for Social Hous- 
ing which appears in this section for the addresses 
and phone numbers of the province’s six RHPO’s.) 


1) a council resolution authorizing the municipality 
to enter into an operating agreement with the 
Ministry of Housing and outlining which munici- 
pal officials will be responsible for the program’s 
administration, 


2)a copy of the municipality's Property Mainte- 
nance and Occupancy Standards by-law, and a 
description of how it is administered, 


3) an outline of the municipality's experience in 
administering the Ontario Home Renewal Pro- 
gram or the Residential Rehabilitation Assis- 
tance Program, 


4) a description of how the municipality would ad- 
minister the program, 


5)a description of specific targetting policies 
which the municipality would employ if other 
than first come, first served, and 


6) an allocation request which includes 
a) total units requested for the life of the pro- 
gram (which terminates March 31, 1990), 
b) a schedule estimating the number of units at 
various stages of processing by the end of 
each fiscal year, and 


c) supporting evidence of municipal need for 
units. 


Basis of Assistance 


The costs of the loans are covered entirely by the 
province. The legislative authority for the program 
is the Housing Development Act, Section 3.

PAYMENTS-IN-LIEU OF TAXES 


Municipalities are eligible to receive annually pay- 
ments-in-lieu of taxes in respect of Ontario Hous- 
ing Corporation senior citizen and family housing 
projects located in a municipality and that are ex- 
empt from municipal taxation. 


Payments-in-lieu of taxes made by the Province of 
Ontario to a municipality may represent a sum of 
money calculated on any basis whatsoever, but 
not in excess of the amount that would have been 
payable to the municipality as taxes had the prop- 
erties been assessed and taxed in the usual way.

STARTER HOMES 


The Ministry has launched a small-scale project to 
demonstrate the long-term potential for creating 
low-cost, yet attractive, starter homes for families. 


Modest financial incentives are being offered to 
municipalities which alter their development stan- 
dards to help produce these homes. 

The project is designed to: 


e Develop expertise on the part of the municipali- 
ties and builders in reducing construction and 
development costs without lowering quality 
standards. 


e Provide renters with a reasonable-cost housing 
alternative and the chance to become home 
owners. 


Eligible Recipients 
An unconditional grant of $2,500 per unit is avail- 


able for municipalities which participate in the pro- 
cess. To qualify a municipality must: 


a) Have a rental housing stock that accounts for at 
least 30 per cent of its total residential accom- 
modation. 


b) Have an official plan. 


c) Assist in reducing the cost of a housing unit by 
at least 15 per cent compared to similar housing 
sold in 1985.

BUILDING ACTION PROGRAM 


Building Administration Fund 


Basis of Assistance 


The Building Action Program offers three types of 
financial assistance to municipalities as follows: 


a) To streamline and refine the administration of 
the building permit application and inspection 
process, building records management, prop- 
erty standards enforcement and customer ser- 
vices 


b) To establish a joint inspection service amongst 
two or more municipalities, and 


c) To provide subsidies to building officials taking 
selected technical training courses in Codes ad- 
ministration. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario municipalities are eligible to apply for 
funding. 

Grants for improvements to the building adminis- 
tration service are limited to 50 per cent of the cost 
of the project or $10,000, whichever is less. 


For the joint inspection service, municipalities are 
eligible for salary costs of $200 per week for pro- 
fessional staff to a maximum of 52 weeks. 


Training grants for building officials cover 50 per 
cent of course costs to a maximum of $400. 
Course costs may include tuition or registration 
fees, textbooks, accommodation and travel costs. 
Courses must have a minimum of 15 hours of in- 
struction. 


Conditions and Procedures 


For municipalities interested in applying for a 
building administration grant, a detailed proposal 
of the project must be submitted defining the work 
to be undertaken, stating goals and objectives, 
providing a cost-benefit analysis and a summary 
of the anticipated benefits to the building adminis- 
tration process. 


A demonstrated commitment from the municipal 
council in the form of a resolution accompanying 
the proposal is required. 


Depending on the nature and scope of the project, 
eligible costs may include feasibility studies, pur- 
chase of equipment, contract staff and training 
costs associated with the implementation of new 
procedures. 


Applications for the staffing costs of joint inspec- 
tion services or for training grants are available 
from the Buildings Branch.

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The resource equalization grant is designed to im- 
prove the fiscal capacity of both lower tier and up- 
per tier municipalities with below average tax 
bases, in order to increase their ability to upgrade 
local servicing without incurring excessive prop- 
erty tax increases. As was the case in 1987, the 
1988 resource equalization grant of the upper tier 
municipality will be calculated directly by reference 
to the upper tier municipality's grant determination 
form. 


Eligible Recipients 
All lower tier and upper tier municipalities. 


Basis of Assistance 


The resource equalization grant is payable to each 
lower and upper tier municipality whose 1987 
equalized assessment is below $59,000 per 
household, when the assessment, with residential 
and farm taxable assessment being discounted by 
45 per cent, is equalized according to the average 
equalization factor appearing in the 1988 Regula- 
tion to the Act. The average equalization factor is 
based on the prior five years equalization factors. 
The assessment deficiency rate, recognized for 
resource equalization grant, is based on the pro- 
portion that 50 per cent of the municipality’s defici- 
ency of the 1987 equalized assessment per 
household bears to $59,000, to a maximum of 25 
per cent. This deficiency rate is then applied to the 
net general dollar levy of the municipality. 


For the lower tier municipality, the “net general 
dollar levy” is defined as the sum of a municipali- 
ty’s 1987 own tax requirements (excluding upper 
tier and school board taxation) and the municipali- 
ty’s 1987 total unconditional grants, while for the 
upper tier municipality, it is defined as the sum of 
the upper tier municipality's 1987 tax requirements 
and the 1987 total unconditional grants. 


The 1988 resource equalization grant is equal to 
the product of the municipality’s net general dollar 
levy and its assessment deficiency rate. However, 
where a municipality was entitled to the 1987 re- 
source equalization grant and is also entitled to 
the 1988 resource equalization grant, then the 
1988 resource equalization grant would be limited 
to + 10 per cent of the 1987 resource equalization 
grant. 


The upper tier municipality is required to credit this 
amount to its general revenues, while the lower 


tier municipality should apply the grant against 
taxes for own purposes. 


lll. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal ser- 
vices. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) General Support Grant: Provides an amount 
equal to 6 per cent of the 1987 net general dol- 
lar levy to all municipalities, both upper and 
lower tier. 


b) Special Support Grant: Provides an additional 
amount equal to 18 per cent of the 1987 net 
general levy to: 


i) all municipalities situated in the northern part 
of Ontario, and 


ii) all municipalities situated in the District of 
Parry Sound and to the Townships of Airy, 
Chisholm and the Improvement District of 
Cameron. 


This grant is in recognition of the generally 
higher costs of municipal goods and services in 
such areas. 


The definition of the “net general dollar levy” is 
identical to the definition provided for the resource 
equalization grant. 


IV. REVENUE GUARANTEE 


A municipality is guaranteed to receive total un- 
conditional grants in 1988 at least 2 per cent 
greater than its total 1987 unconditional grants. 
The revenue guarantee is payable to both upper 
tier and lower tier municipalities.

An amount may be paid equal to what would have 
been produced if that part of the business mill rate 
which is levied for general municipal and upper tier 
purposes has been applied against the business 
assessment, as determined by the Ministry of Rev- 
enue for the previous year.

An amount may be paid equal to what would have 
been produced if the current year total commercial 
mill rate levied for general municipal and upper tier 
purposes, excluding schools, was applied to the 
real property assessment as determined by the 
Ministry of Revenue in the previous year. 


In the case of provincial parks, historical parks,

Conditions and Procedures 


a) Ontario university and community college stu- 
dents must be registered in an environmental 
studies program, (e.g. urban geography, urban 
or regional planning), or core programs of busi- 
ness administration, commerce, economics, 
political science, law or computer science. All 
courses are subject to Ministry approval. 


b) Participants will be limited to a maximum of 2 
students, one of whom, subject to the popula- 
tion restriction, may be a planning student. 


c) Student positions are allocated on a “first come, 
first served” basis. Interested municipalities 
should therefore contact the Ministry as soon as 
possible after the program announcement has 
been made to reserve positions. 


Basis of Assistance 


75 per cent of a student’s weekly salary, to a maxi- 
mum of $135 per week for a period of at least 10 
and up to 18 weeks. 
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After the application has been approved, the Min- 
istry will advance 75 per cent of the estimated re- 
imbursable payroll cost.

MUNICIPAL EMPLOYMENT EQUITY 
PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The development of an employment equity plan 
and the implementation of employment equity pro- 
gram for all women employees of a municipality. 
The program’s intent is to increase the representa- 
tion of women across all levels and occupations in 
the municipality. 


Eligible Recipients 


All municipalities in Ontario. In some instances, 
conditions for participation may apply. 


Conditions and Procedures 


A municipality must prepare and submit a proposal 
for an employment equity program to the Subsi- 
dies Branch of the Ministry. 


In Northern Ontario or in areas where the County 
or Regional government does not wish to partici- 
pate, interested municipalities may make joint pro- 
posals if they have a combined workforce of 
approximately 300 employees. 


The proposals, supported by a resolution of mu- 

nicipal Council to approve an employment equity 

policy for all women employees, should include: 

a) employment equity goals 

b) Employment Equity Co-ordinators’ responsibili- 
ties 

Cc) level of municipal involvement 

d) employment equity implemention strategy 

Municipalities will be required to submit semi-an- 

nual reports detailing (1) the measures that have 

been implemented or are proposed to meet the 

objectives of the program, and (2) the actual re- 

sults achieved. 


Grant payments will be made upon receipt of 
these reports. 


The program has 4 elements: 


1) Development Element 
—Intended for those municipalities which did 
not participate in the Municipal Affirmative 
Action Program or which did not participate 
fully in that Program because of time con- 
straints. 


—Conditions apply. Please refer to the “Basis 
of Assistance” section under this element. 


2) Program Continuation Element 


— Available to previous non-participants of the 
Municipal Affirmative Action Program and to 
those municipalities that have completed a 
developmental element under that Program. 


—In order to qualify, a municipality must have 
established a permanent staff complement 
and an employment equity program which 
has been approved by the Province. 


3) Internship Element 
— Available to all municipalities irrespective of 
their participation in previous affirmative ac- 
tion or employment equity programs. 


-—A municipality must have adopted an em- 
ployment equity policy for its employees. 


-An eligible internship candidate is any 
woman who has graduated from a college or 
university study program within the last two 
years with the appropriate academic qualifi- 
cations or any current, part-time or contract 
female municipal employee with at least 2 
years work experience and who has these 
academic qualifications or their equivalent. 


4) Technical Assistance Element 


— Available to all municipalities irrespective of 
their participation in the Municipal Affirmative 
Action Program. 


Basis of Assistance 
Development Element 


—75 per cent of the cost of employing an Em- 
ployment Equity Co-ordinator to a maximum 
of $20,000 per year in the first year of partici- 
pation and $18,000 in the second. 


— $3,000 in total to cover the costs of consul- 
tants for a one-time special project such as 
analysing the need for an employment equity 
program in the municipality and for develop- 
ing an implementable employment equity 
plan. 


— 100 per cent of the costs of hiring a consul- 
tant to a maximum of $30,000 to carry out 
analyses and to develop an employment 
equity plan or other directly related project 
where 2 or more municipalities with a com- 
bined work force of approximately 300 em- 
ployees participate in a joint-employment 
equity program. 

—A special one-time payment of 50 per cent of 
the cost of a special project to a maximum of 
$30,000 which would advance employment 
equity within the municipality. Any municipal- 
ity which has established an employment 
equity program without full Provincial assis- 
tance may participate. The project results will 
be circulated to municipalities. Therefore, the 
project must be such that its results will 
benefit a significant number of Ontario’s 
municipalities and their employees. 


Program Continuation Element 
—75 per cent of the cost of employing an Em- 
ployment Equity Co-ordinator to a maximum 


of $20,000 per year for 2 years of the pro- 
gram. 


Internship Element 
—50 per cent of employees salaries to a maxi- 
mum of $10,000 per year for each of the first 
2 years. 


— $2,000 over the 2 year period for training and 
development. 


Technical Assistance Element 


—75 per cent of the cost of travel and accom- 
modation to a maximum of $1,000 per calen- 
dar year to attend employment equity 
workshops.

A contract will be drawn up be- 
tween the municipality and the successful can- 
didate specifying the terms of employment and 
providing a plan of the work assignments.

50 per cent of the trainee’s salary to a maximum of 
$7,500 in the first year, and $5,000 in the second 
year. The Ministry will also pay 50 per cent of the 
cost of attending approved courses.

MUNICIPAL SERVICES IN FRENCH 


Assistance towards 


a) Language instruction in either English or French 
as a second language for members of munici- 
pal councils and staff of municipalities. 


b) Translation of public documents by municipal 
staff and/or commercial translators from English 
into French and from French into English. 


c) Printing costs associated with the production of 
public municipal bilingual documents in French 
and English and public municipal documents 
that have been translated from English into 
French or from French into English. 


d) Acquisition by lease or rental of simultaneous- 
interpretation services for council and/or special 
public meetings. 


e) A one-time special grant of up to 50 per cent of 
the cost of purchasing simultaneous-interpreta- 
tion equipment. 


f) A one-time special grant to cover consulting 
fees incurred for developing a French-language 
services program for a municipality, such pay- 
ment not to exceed $125 per day, plus expen- 
ses, up to a maximum of 15 working days. 


Assistance is not necessarily restricted to the ac- 
tivities mentioned above. Depending on their indi- 
vidual needs, municipalities may provide 
additional services, within the limits of the financial 
assistance offered under the program, provided 
that assistance is not available for similar services 
through other government programs. 


Eligible Recipients 

Any municipality whose council deems that such 
services are desirable. Other local authorities may 
also be eligible for assistance, depending on the 
availability of funds and other government pro- 
grams. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipalities may enter the program by submit- 
ting a written request indicating the French-lan- 
guage services the municipality expects to provide 
under the program and the estimated expendi- 
tures likely to be incurred in each of the first two 
years. 


Basis of Assistance 


The assistance offered under the program is for a 
one year term and is not subject to renewal or ex- 
tension. Each participating municipality is eligible 
to receive reimbursement of 50 per cent of actual 
costs, up to a maximum of $50,000 each year. The 
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special grants relating to the purchase of simulta- 
neous-interpretation equipment and to consulting 
fees are in addition to this general assistance.

SHORELINE PROPERTY ASSISTANCE 
PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The repair or construction of protective works as 
well as the repair, raising or relocation of buildings 
or structures on privately-owned shoreline proper- 
ties which have been or may be damaged by high 
water levels in the Great Lakes system. 


Eligible Participants 


Any municipality abutting on the Great Lakes sys- 
tem. 


Procedures 


1) The municipality must pass a borrowing by-law, 
approved by the Ontario Municipal Board, to 
authorize the sale of debentures. 


2) Individual property owners make application to 
council, whose decision is final. 


3) After inspection of the completed work, the mu- 
nicipality passes a rating by-law imposing a 
special annual rate on the land for repayment of 
the loan. The loan is registered on title, and the 
annual rates are deemed to be taxes. 


4) The municipality (or the regional municipality on 
its behalf) issues a debenture to the province 
for the amount to be lent to the property owner. 


Basis of Assistance 


Loans at the rate of 8 per cent per annum with a 
term of 10 years. The maximum amount to be lent 
is: 

i) for protective works, 75 per cent of the cost or 
$500 per metre of shoreline, whichever is the 
lesser, 

ii) for building repairs, raising, or relocation, 75 per 
cent of the cost or $20,000, whichever is the 
lesser.

COMMUNITY PLANNING GRANTS 


Assistance towards 
Planning studies to: 


a) promote the effective operation of community 
planning; 

b) support the study and resolution of local plan- 
ning issues; 

c) assist in the implementation of The Planning 
Act; 


d) resolve issues in the application of matters of 
provincial interest to the municipal planning pro- 
cess; and 


e) to identify housing intensification opportunities 
and review planning documents and the local 
planning process to facilitate housing propos- 
als. 


Eligible Recipients 


All municipalities and planning boards in Northern 
Ontario. 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a municipality intends to hire a consultant, 
competitive selection procedures must be used if 
the study is to cost more than $25,000. Commu- 
nity Planning Advisory Branch (CPAB) staff can 
advise on the use of Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
consultant selection procedures and are available 
to assist in the process. Municipal staff time is also 
eligible for funding, subject to prior agreement with 
the Ministry on reporting procedures. To be eligi- 
ble for funding, the approval of the Ministry of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs must be received before the 
commencement of the study. Staff of the Commu- 
nity Planning Advisory Branch (CPAB) should be 
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contacted prior to starting any work on a study for 
which funding is to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Ministry will contribute up to 50 per cent of ap- 
proved costs and 100 per cent of the costs in- 
curred by unorganized territory. Generally 
municipalities will be limited to one study per year 
and funding will not exceed $35,000 per year. 
Municipalities are also eligible for housing inten- 
sification assistance in addition to regular work 
through the program with funding at 75 per cent of 
approved costs to a maximum of $50,000 per 
study. 

Each application is reviewed on an individual basis 
and will be evaluated in terms of local needs, pro- 
vincial policy and programs and the availability of 
funding. Upon agreement of the province to pro- 
vide funding, an advance payment of up to 85 per 
cent of study costs would be made. The provincial 
contribution will be limited to those eligible study 
costs which have been incurred and invoiced after 
approval of funding. Subsequent payments would 
be made in accordance with stages of completion 
of the study and timing agreed to by the municipal- 
ity and Ministry at the time of the grant commit- 
ment. Ministry staff will require suitable evidence 
of expenditures, either in the form of consultant in- 
voices or staff work records. Payments are made 
upon satisfactory completion of a project and fulfi- 
Ilment of terms of reference.

PROGRAM FOR RENEWAL, IMPROVEMENT, 
DEVELOPMENT AND ECONOMIC 
REVITALIZATION (PRIDE) 


Assistance towards 


Provincial grants are available to all eligible muni- 
cipalities to assist them to upgrade and improve 
older sections of their community through a com- 
prehensive approach. 


Eligible Recipients 
All Ontario Municipalities which meet the condi- 
tions listed below. 


Conditions and Procedures 
A municipality must meet the following criteria: 


a) Have an approved official plan containing poli- 
cies relating to community improvement. 


b) Have a property maintenance and occupancy 
standards by-law pursuant to Section 31 of the 
Planning Act, R.S.O. 1983, or under a private 
members bill. 


c) Possess the financial and administrative capa- 
bilities to prepare and implement a community 
improvement plan. 


d) Areas within the municipality for which financial 
assistance may be applied for under PRIDE 
must: 


i) be identified as an area in need of improve- 
ment within the community improvement pol- 
icies of the municipality’s official plan. 


ii) be deficient in municipal services and com- 
munity facilities. 


iii) exhibit symptoms of physical, functional and/ 
or economic decline. 


iv) reflect the commitment and endorsement of 
people who live and do business in the area. 


In reviewing these criteria, emphasis will be put on 
the degree to which the improvements will have a 
positive impact on the overall area and act as a 
catalyst for private sector investment. 


Basis of Assistance 


Financial assistance available to eligible older 
areas under PRIDE is in the form of a grant cover- 
ing 50 per cent of total eligible project costs, with 
the municipality responsible for contributing the 
matching 50 per cent of approved costs. 


Applications are received and allocations made for 
financial assistance under PRIDE on an annual 
basis. 


Projects approved for funding must be completed 
within four years of the date of financial allocation. 
The provincial contribution will be paid on the sub- 


mission of claims after the expenditures have 
been paid for by the municipality. 


Project components eligible for financial assis- 
tance under PRIDE’s comprehensive approach 
may include the capital costs of building, improv- 
ing or replacing services and utilities such as 
street pavement, sewers and watermains intended 
specifically to serve the project area identified; the 
costs of building, improving or replacing social and 
recreational facilities such as parks, community 
centres and libraries; aesthetic improvements 
such as streetscape upgrading and landscaping; 
and land and building acquisition, clearance and 
demolition for eligible PRIDE project components. 


Project components must relate to the compre- 
hensive improvement of the area for which funding 
assistance is being requested. 


Certain projects will not be considered eligible for 
PRIDE funding such as municipal offices, fire, po- 
lice or ambulance stations, non capital costs of so- 
cial recreational facilities and municipal capital 
operational facilities (e.g. sewage or water treat- 
ment facilities). Municipalities are urged to contact 
the Community Renewal Branch regarding the eli- 
gibility of projects prior to submitting an application 
under PRIDE.

Conditions and Procedures 


Municipalities eligible for funding under PRIDE 

residential intensification must meet the usual 

PRIDE program requirements as well as the fol- 

lowing: 

—the municipality has identified an area for resi- 
dential intensification through studies, official 
plan policies or zoning controls; and 


—municipal official plan policies or zoning provi- 
sions concerning the selected area must permit 
at least one of the following intensification alter- 
natives: 

a) sharing existing residential units; 

b) creating new self-contained units in existing 
residential buildings; 

c) converting non-residential space to residen- 
tial use; or 

d) redeveloping or infilling under- used lots 


Application priority will be given to: 
—one per municipality per year with a maximum 
allocation limit of $1 million dollars 


—municipalities with population of more than 
50,000 


— municipalities with rental vacancy rates below 2 
per cent 


Applications will be assessed on the basis of the 
municipality's commitment to, intensification in the 
project area and the potential for new residential 
units in the area. 


Financial Assistance 


Funding is available as a 50 per cent grant cover- 
ing the costs of eligible PRIDE program improve- 
ments. Applications may be submitted for 
individual assessment throughout the year until 
April 1990. Municipalities must spend funds within 
4 years of allocation; however, accelerated pay- 
ments may be considered where projects can be 
completed in less time.

YOUTH EMPLOYMENT PROGRAM 


Summer Experience ’88 Program 


Assistance towards 


The salaries and employer's contributions of eligi- 
ble students employed by approved agencies to 
Carry out community improvement projects. 


Eligible Recipients 


Such agencies as Business Improvement Areas 
and municipalities offering summer students posi- 
tions in community renewal and improvement 
projects which contribute to the economic and so- 
cial viability of communities and their downtown 
areas. Projects may include such activities as 
downtown planning and marketing studies; promo- 
tional and special community events; consumer, 
tourism and parking surveys and streetscape de- 
sign and beautification. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) The Program’s main goals are to provide stu- 
dents with meaningful work experience related 
to their career interests and to assist BIAs and 
municipalities achieve their objective of revital- 
izing downtown areas. 


2) Projects must be in operation for 10 to 16 
weeks during the period April to September 
1988. Students between 15 and 24 years of age 
(up to 29 if disabled) will be paid the current 
Provincial minimum wage, a percentage of 
which is subsidized by the Community Renewal 
Branch. Eligible agencies are responsible for 
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the remaining percentage of wages and em- 
ployer’s contributions plus any administrative 
costs incurred by the project. 


3) Eligible agencies will be sent program guide- 
lines and application forms by mail during Feb- 
ruary 1988, and will be invited to complete and 
return application forms to the Community Re- 
newal Branch by April 1988. 


4) The Branch will rank applications and will allo- 
cate funds to those agencies most closely fulfi- 
lling the criteria of the program as set out in the 
program guidelines. Applicants should be 
aware that approval will not be automatic solely 
on the basis of meeting general program crite- 
ria.

OPERATING GRANTS TO LOCAL SERVICES 
BOARDS FOR BASIC SERVICES - TERRITORY 
WITHOUT MUNICIPAL ORGANIZATION IN 
NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Assistance 


The operating and maintenance costs for provid- 
ing basic services in an unincorporated area in 
which a Local Services Board has been elected 
and duly authorized for one or more of the follow- 
ing powers: water supply, garbage collection, 
street or area lighting, fire protection, sewage dis- 
posal and recreation. 


Eligible Recipients 
Local Services Boards 


Conditions and Procedures 


The Ministry of Northern Development and Mines 
provides a matching dollar-for-dollar grant, based 
on monies raised locally through eligible sources 
(i.e. local taxation - via a surcharge on the Provin- 
cial Land Tax Bill, user fees and/or fund-raising 
events) which are expended on operating and 
maintenance. To receive payment: 


a) The board must prepare an annual budget, 
complete a form requesting subsidy, and for- 
ward them to the Ministry of Northern Develop- 
ment and Mines, also 


b) The board must submit an interim financial 
statement and year-end audit. 


Basis of Assistance 


Up to 50 per cent of the operating cost of the ser- 
vice as described above. The subsidy is net of any 
other government funding. Bequests, donated 
land, voluntary labour or materials are not eligible 
for consideration in determining the matching 


grant. No capital funding toward the establishment 
of a service or facility will be provided under this 
program.

2 
UNINCORPORATED COMMUNITIES FIRE 
PROTECTION PROGRAM (UCFP) 


Assistance 


The Ministry of Northern Development and Mines 
provides assistance towards the acquisition of fire 
equipment through the Solicitor General, Office of 
the Fire Marshal (OFM). Equipment provided in- 
cludes fire vehicles, portable fire pumps and mis- 
cellaneous equipment to respond to the fire 
protection needs of the community. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) Ownership of fire equipment provided through 
the Ontario Fire Marshal’s Office is retained by 
the Province. 


b) The fire chief of the unincorporated community 
must enter into an agreement with the Office of 
the Fire Marshal to establish a fire fighting team 
in the area. If a Local Services Board exists in 
the unincorporated area, then the Board enters 
into an agreement with the Fire Marshal. 


c) The fire team is responsible for the cost of 
maintaining, operating and housing the fire 
equipment. 


d) Applications are assessed on the basis of need, 
population, degree of self-help, date of request. 


To Receive Fire Equipment 


The Volunteer Fire Team in an unincorporated 
area submits a request in the form of a letter to the 
Ministry of Northern Development and Mines 
through the local Northern Affairs Officer. Applica- 
tions are reviewed on a case-by-case basis. 


3 
UNINCORPORATED COMMUNITIES CAPITAL 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM (UCCAP) 


Assistance 


Provides Local Services Boards and non-profit 
corporations in unincorporated communities with 
financial assistance for minor capital expenditures 
associated with the provision of basic services re- 
lated to water supply, sewage, garbage collection, 
street lighting and recreation to improve the overall 
quality of life. 


Eligible Recipients 


Local Services Boards, non-profit corporations in 
unincorporated communities. 


Conditions and Procedures 


The community develops the project in co- 
operation with their Northern Affairs Officer. The 
Ministry of Northern Development and Mines will 
provide up to 50 per cent of the project cost to a 
maximum of $7,500.

EXTENDED CARE CAPITAL ASSISTANCE 
PROGRAM FOR SMALL AND REMOTE 
COMMUNITIES IN NORTHERN ONTARIO 
(ELDCAP) 


Assistance 


The program provides capital and equipment 
costs for the construction of an extended care ad- 
dition of up to twenty beds to a local hospital or for 
the renovation of existing hospital space to the 
same purpose and extent. Operating costs pro- 
vided by Ministry of Health according to estab- 
lished formulas. 


Eligible Recipients 
Local Hospital Boards 


Conditions and Procedures 


The eligible costs are shared by the Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines and local com- 
munity in the proportion of five-sixths. Ministry 
funding to one-sixth community funding. 


Procedures 


Requests are submitted to the Minister of Northern 
Development and Mines from the local hospital 
board. 


There is no application form. A copy of the request 
should be sent to the District Health Council. De- 
tails of documentation to accompany the request 
may be obtained from the area or regional and 
community development offices of the Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines. 


All requests will be acknowledged by the Minister 
of Northern Development and Mines and submit- 
ted to a preliminary review by the Ministry and a 
detailed review in the Ministry of Health. The ad- 
vice of the District Health Council will be sought. 
When all aspects of the review have been com- 
pleted, final approval and authorization will be 
communicated to the local hospital board and Dis- 
trict Health Council by letter jointly from the Minis- 
ter of Northern Development and Mines and the 
Minister of Health. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Ministry of Northern Development and Mines 
provides five-sixths of capital and equipment 
costs. 
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5 
NORTHERN COMMUNITY ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


Assistance 


The purpose of this program is to assist communi- 
ties in Northern Ontario to identify and pursue op- 
portunities to develop and diversify their local 
economies with the private sector and to effec- 
tively work with other government agencies pro- 
viding specific industrial development support 
programs. In addition the program will provide the 
basis for any special or capital development assis- 
tance not normally available from either the private 
or public sector. The program has also been ‘de- 
signed to be flexible and responsive to local needs 
and opportunities. It will help communities to help 
themselves in the development of their local econ- 
omy. 

The Ministry will provide staff advisory services 
and funding assistance of up to 75 per cent to 
municipalities for the following: 


1) Community awareness programs including eco- 
nomic development seminars. 


2) Investigation of the Community's potential for 
new business development. 


3) Identification of new business opportunities and 
assessment of their feasibility. 


4) The development of promotional materials. 


5) The establishment and operation of a Municipal 
Economic Development Agency for an initial 
five year period. 


Basis of Assistance 


Requests for assistance can be directed to any 
one of the Ministry’s area or regional and commu- 
nity development offices. No application form is re- 
quired. 


6 
INDUSTRIAL INFRASTRUCTURE (NOR-DEV 
Sub-Program) 


Assistance 


The program is designed to remove specific physi- 
cal constraints to the development of identified 
small-scale private sector projects. Assistance 
may include mapping, power and water supply, 
waste disposal, access and other public services. 


Basis of Assistance 


Assistance to the public sector, such as municipal- 
ities, will be in the form of grants, normally not ex- 
ceeding 75 per cent of approved capital costs or 
$200,000, whichever is less. Public sector projects 
will be handled through the Ministry of Northern 
Development and Mines. 


Eligibility 

To be eligible for consideration under this program 
projects must be located within the territorial dis- 
tricts of Northern Ontario: Algoma, Cochrane, 
Kenora, Manitoulin, Parry Sound, Rainy River, 
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Sudbury, Thunder Bay, Timiskaming and that por- 
tion of the district of Nipissing lying north, west and 
south of Algonquin Provincial Park. 


The municipal governments of Sudbury, Timmins, 
North Bay, Sault Ste. Marie and Thunder Bay are 
not eligible. Applications from the private sector 
within those communities may be considered. 


Projects shall result in establishing or expanding 
commercial activities involving one or more of the 
following: 


i) natural resource harvesting; 
ii) quarrying; 
iii) manufacturing; 
iv) processing; 
v) marketing, wholesaling or warehousing of local 
products; 


vi) repair and other services for the foregoing. 


Proposals shall indicate satisfactory commercial 
and financial viability of the business(es) to be de- 
veloped as a result of the assistance requested, 
as well as an indication that additional net eco- 
nomic benefits will accrue. 


Application for assistance must be made while the 
project is still in the planning stages. Contractual 
ccmmitments made in respect of any project not 
approved may be ineligible for funding. 


The proponent’s financial participation in the 
project shall not be less than 10 per cent of the ap- 
proved capital costs of the undertaking. 


Implementation 


Application forms are available from the Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines and the Ministry 
of Industry, Trade and Technology offices. 


Disbursement of Funds 


In the case of assistance to the public sector, 50 
per cent of the grant will be advanced: 


a) when construction begins or when equipment 
and materials are ordered; 


b) when the required equity has been invested; 


c) when the security has been received to cover 
the amount advanced. 


Any advance payment received in excess of allow- 
able assistance, based on actual approved costs, 
must be refunded immediately. 


In the case of assistance to public bodies, the final 
50 per cent of the grant will be forwarded upon veri- 
fication that the project is completed. 


Loan Forgiveness 


1) 50 per cent of the loan may be forgiven one 
year after the project is completed and the bal- 
ance may be forgiven one year from then, pro- 
vided that: 


a) the business or businesses for which the un- 
dertaking was intended is/are operating. 


b)the general terms and conditions under 
which the loan was granted have been met. 


2) Upon forgiveness, the related security will be 
released. 


Non-Performance 


1) Upon refusal of forgiveness, demand for repay- 
ment will be made and the loan will forth-with 
commence to bear interest at the prime bank 
rate in effect at that date for the remainder of 
the period during which the loan is outstanding.

REGIONAL EVENTS/ATTRACTION 
MARKETING (NOR-DEV) SUB-PROGRAM 


Assistance 


The intent of this program is to assist in the mar- 
keting of tourist attractions or major events to cre- 
ate additional employment opportunities and 
stimulate tourism and related economic activities. 


Basis of Assistance 


Assistance is in the form of conditional grants. The 
program may provide up to the lesser of the follow- 
ing maximums over two years; 


a) 50 per cent of the approved marketing costs; 

b) $50,000 

Projects under $3,000 will not be eligible for fund- 
ing. 


Eligibility 
To be eligible for consideration under this subpro- 
gram: 


a) The project must be located within the territorial 
Districts of Northern Ontario: Algoma, Coch- 
rane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Parry Sound, Rainy 
River, Sudbury, Thunder Bay, Timiskaming, 
and that portion of the District of Nipissing lying 
north, west, and south of Algonquin Park. 


b) Individuals, corporations, groups or Indian 
Bands may make application under this pro- 
gram. 


c) Events eligible for assistance must be region- 
ally significant and of a duration of not less than 
two full days. “Regionally significant’ is gener- 
ally understood to mean attractions that have 
the capacity to draw tourists into the region, 
from Southern Ontario, across _ provincial 
boundaries or from outside of Canada. 


d) The proposal shall demonstrate that the budget 
for the marketing plan (project) will improve the 
income potential and financial success of the 
attraction or event. 


e) The proposal shall demonstrate that the budget 
for the marketing plan (project) is in addition to 
the past year’s marketing budget. 


f) Costs of the proposed marketing plan incurred 
prior to the date of the application will not be eli- 
gible. Costs of the proposed marketing plan in- 
curred after the date of application and prior to 
approval may not be eligible, depending on the 


Ministry of Northern Development and Mines’ 
discretion.

AGRINORTH 


Purpose 


A joint program of the Ministries of Agriculture and Food 
and Northern Development and Mines to develop the 
agricultural potential of Northern Ontario. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Applications will be accepted until November 30, 1990. 


When project expenditures on approved projects reach 
the program budget for a given year, no further grants 
will be available for that year. Such applications will 
be carried over to the following program year and will 
have priority. 

During the final year of the program, no approvals will 
be given once the total budget has been committed. 


Applicants may be required to have appropriate audits 
of any aspect of their project under the program. 


Applicants must meet the following requirements: 


1. The farm operation, in a normal production year, 
must generate at least $10,000 in gross production 
value. 


2. Farms to which grants may apply must be located in 
the districts of Algoma, Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, 
Nipissing, Parry Sound, Rainy River, Sudbury, 
Temiskaming or Thunder Bay. 

3. Capital improvements to land or buildings not owned 
by the applicant are ineligible. A person is deemed 
to be the owner if the land is leased from the Crown 
or a Crown corporation, or if the applicant is a native 
person under the Indian Act and lawfully in posses- 
sion of land on an Indian Reserve. 


4. Farm partnerships, corporations or organizations 
are treated as single entities. 


5. Farmers, agribusinesses, municipalities, institutions 
and organizations may be eligible for a grant under 
the Market Development Activities, District Develop- 
ment Initiatives and the Agrifood Enterprise Devel- 
opment subprograms, providing the project benefits 
Northern Ontario agriculture. 


6. For the following subprograms—Land Drainage, 
Agrifood Enterprise Development, Fruit and Vegetable 
Production Development and Forage Production 
Development—use of Owners’ own machinery and 
labor are not eligible expenditures. 


For all subprograms, use of owner’s machinery or labor 
are not eligible expenditures. 


All application forms are available from OMAF district 
offices and Ministry of Northern Development and Mines 
offices. Completed application forms must be submitted 
to the local agricultural office before work commences. 


Any applicant who proceeds with a project before 
receiving approval has no assurance that financial 
support will be provided. 


Financial assistance will be authorized for approval 
upon receipt of paid invoices. 


All projects will be inspected on completion by OMAF 
staff, where required.

SUBPROGRAM 1 
LAND DRAINAGE 


Objective: To improve the Northern Ontario agricultural 
land base through land drainage. 


Land Drainage: Assistance is provided to cover 20 per 
cent of the cost of materials and labor for subsurface 
drainage. An applicant may qualify for a maximum grant 
of $10,000 for the term of the program. Completed 
projects must be inspected by OMAF staff before 
assistance can be paid.

SUBPROGRAM 2 
FORAGE PRODUCTION DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To promote improved forage management 
practices, preservation, and storage facilities in 
Northern Ontario. 


a) Forage Preservation and Storage Facilities: Up to 
25 per cent of eligible costs will be covered to a 
maximum of $2,000 for the purchase or construction 
of forage facilities, such as concrete pads, walls for 
horizontal silos, hay dryers, and haylage harvesting 
equipment. 


b) Intensive Pasture Management: Up to 50 per cent 
of eligible capital costs may be granted to a maximum 
of $2,000 to install fencing and watering facilities 
as part of an intensive pasture management system. 
Examples of eligible items include electric fencing 
materials, water hose, water tanks, and pumps. 


Applicants must provide an acceptable pasture 
management plan. 
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SUBPROGRAM 3 

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE PRODUCTION 
DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To promote increased production and mar- 
keting of fruit and vegetables. 


a) Storage and post-harvest handling equipment: 
Up to 33 per cent of the capital cost may be covered 
by a grant to a maximum of $20,000 for storage and 
handling facilities and equipment. 


Storage Facilities: Examples of eligible items include 
cooling, heating, and ventilation systems, atmosphere 
modification equipment, storage bins, conveyors for 
filling bulk storage bins, and facilities for storage 
and equipment. 


Post-harvest handling equipment: Examples of 
eligible items include equipment for cleaning, sizing, 
drying, waxing, grading, conveying, and packaging 
and other equipment that extends shelf life or en- 
hances quality. 

b) Irrigation and mulch-laying equipment: Up to 50 per 
cent of the capital cost may be covered to a maximum 
of $5,000 for irrigation and mulch-laying equipment. 


Examples of eligible items include pipe, pump, 
nozzles, temperature alarms, monitoring and control 
devices for irrigation, and equipment used for laying 
plastic mulches. 


IV 
SUBPROGRAM 4 
AGRIFOOD ENTERPRISE DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To encourage agrifood business initiatives 
that add value to agricultural products produced in 
Northern Ontario, and to support non-traditional agri- 
cultural enterprises. 


Applicants may qualify for a grant of up to 50 per cent 
of the eligible capital costs for business initiatives that: 


—add value to agricultural products e.g. processing 
facilities for plant and animal products.

However, where in any 
period of four consecutive months, the monthly average 
of the number of persons receiving assistance equals 
or exceeds 4 per cent of the population of the 
municipality, the contribution of the province is 
increased to 90 per cent in respect of the number of 
persons receiving assistance in excess of 4 per cent 
of the population. Provision is also made for reim- 
bursement by the province of 100 per cent of the 
assistance granted to applicants deemed not to have 
been resident of any organized municipality in Ontario 
for a period of 12 consecutive months, prior to 
application for assistance. In this case, the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services must be notified within 
sixty days of the first payment’s being made to the 
recipient.

a) Where in any month assistance is granted by the 
welfare administrator, he is required to complete an 
application (Form 6 under the Regulations) for each 
class of assistance paid in that month. The 
application must go forward to the Minister before 
the 20th day of the next month. 

b) The Minister may require additional information if 
deemed necessary and may require an inspection 
and audit of books, accounts, and vouchers relating 
to the application. 

c) Payments of subsidy by the province are made 
monthly. 

d) Under The District Welfare Administration Boards 
Act, where a board is established for a district, any 
contribution payable by the province for welfare 
services to a municipality in the district is paid 
instead to the board. 


Basis of Assistance 
“Special Assistance” means the provision of, 
i) drugs prescribed by a physician 
ii) Surgical supplies and dressings 
iii) travel and transportation allowance 
iv) moving allowances 
v) funerals and burials 


vi) dental services 
vii) prosthetic appliances including eyeglasses 
viii) vocational training or retraining 
ix) a comfort allowance where the applicant or 


recipient is a resident in a nursing home, and 


x) any other special item or service authorized by 
the Director. 
The province reimburses the municipality, district board, 
or council of an approved Indian band for 50 per cent 
of the amounts paid to or on behalf of a person in need 
for special assistance.

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ii) payments approved by the Director for research 
or consultation carried out on a contract or 
fee-for-service basis relating to welfare services; 


iii) payments approved by the Director for operating 
costs of computer services including rental of 
equipment where as a result of such services a 
welfare administrator is able to provide to the 
Director such information on the administration 
and operation of welfare services as the Director 
requires. 


The subsidy payable by the Province of Ontario to, 
a) a city or a separated town, 


b) any municipality approved by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council other than a city or separated 
town, 


c) a county that has appointed a welfare administrator 
under the Act or a municipality that has a population 
in excess of 5,000 and, by agreement with the 
County and with approval of the Minister, has 
appointed a municipal welfare administrator to 
administer assistance in the municipality independ- 
ently of the county, 

d) an approved band, and 

e) a district welfare administration board established 
under the District Welfare Administration Boards Act 

is equal to 50 per cent of the cost of the administration 

of welfare services. . 

Fees for staff training and living allowances while 

receiving training are subsidized at 80 per cent. This 


subsidy is made available to municipalities which em- 
ploy either a full-time or a part-time welfare administrator.

a building or premises: 


1) the site plan showing the location of the building 
or premises on the site, 


2) the plans and specifications, prepared by an 
architect, showing the construction, equipment, 
and arrangements of the centre. 


in the case of the acquisition of the building or 
premises: 


1) the site plan showing the location of the building 
or premises on the site, 


2) a structural sketch showing the area or areas in 
the building or premises to be used as a centre. 


c) The Minister’s approval of the corporation or 
municipal by-law site plans and proposed program 
must be obtained in advance. 

d) An application for payment of the grant must be 
made in the prescribed form and be accompanied 
by, 

1) the certificate of an auditor certifying: 


i) the actual cost of the building or premises to 
the corporation, 


ii) the actual amount that has been paid by the 
corporations as of the date of the application, 


iii) that all refundable sales tax has been taken 
out, 


2) the certificate of the architect or professional 
engineer, in triplicate (Form 3, O. Reg. 235, R.R.O. 
1970), certifying that the alteration, extension, or 
acquisition of the building or premises has been 


completed in accordance with the plans approved 
by the Minister.

MINISTRY OF EDUCATION 
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THE EDUCATION FUNDING MODEL 


BACKGROUND 

Responsibility for financing education in Ontario is 
shared between the province and local school boards. 
A school board determines its budget and raises its 


share of costs from property taxes paid to its local 
municipality. 
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The province provides its share in the form of grants. 


Two principles guide the determination of the provincial 
grant: 


e All school boards must have equitable financial 
resources to provide a base level of education 
programs and services. 


e All school boards must make the same tax effort to 
raise the local share of the costs of providing the 
base level of education programs and services. 


The provincial funding mechanism for education, 
known as the General Legislative Grants (G.L.G.), 
through a combination of operating and capital grants, 
attempts to mitigate inequities in access to financing 
among school boards and communities across the 
province. 


There are 170 school boards within Ontario, with 
diverse community socio-economic and assessment 
bases. To some extent, the general legislative grant is 
successful in providing fairer access to education 
financial resources. 


This basis equity, however, has been eroded over the 
years since school board expenditure per pupil has 
increased at a faster rate than the provincial grants for 
basic education funding. This has occurred even 
though the provincial grants have increased at a rate 
faster than the rate of inflation. 


A major reason for these rising costs has been the 
demand for a wide range of quality education services. 


A school board can raise additional funding for local 
education priorities above the province-established 
base of service. Such services are funded 100 per 
cent from local taxation sources and obtained by 
setting the local mill rate above the level stipulated by 
provincial regulation. 


The ability to raise these additional funds varies 
according to the strength of the economic base of the 
community, the assessment base, and the burden such 
levies place on the local taxpayer. 


A school board is accountable to its local taxpayers 
for the tax burden levied for these additional education 
costs. 


The diagram, “Education Funding in Ontario 1989”, 
summarizes the 1989 projection of expenditures and 
funding. 


It is recognized, then, that adjustments and im- 
provements are needed in several areas to ensure that 
the education funding continues to foster provincial 
objectives of equity among school boards. 


In March 1989, cabinet approved the introduction of 
changes to the G.L.G. that will begin to take effect 
immediately with the 1989 grant. 


Incremental changes in the education funding model 
will be implemented in subsequent years, to improve 
further equity of financial resources among school 
boards, to promote understanding of education finance, 
and to allow school boards time to plan efficiently and 
effectively. 


This information outlines the objectives and structure 
of the 1989 general legislative grant for education.

OBJECTIVES OF THE MODEL 


The creation of a new funding model for education 
provides opportunity for positive changes in the ways 
education is funded in Ontario. 


It provides an opportunity to renew and strengthen 
support for education objectives through the education 
funding mechanism. Equity of access and fairness of 
opportunity are cornerstone objectives of education 
finance in Ontario. 


Thus the major overall objective of this. model is: 


¢ To enhance equity of funding among school boards 
in Ontario. 


Supported by methods 


¢ To simplify and clarify the education finance system 
so that it may be viewed as a more rational, 
organized, meaningful mechanism. 


¢ To reduce ambiguity and to facilitate comprehension 
of the system so that more people who need and 
want to understand education financing can do so. 

¢ To improve financial administration procedures 
to better support education policies and objectives 
for Ontario, including fairness of opportunity and 
equity of access to education programming. 


e To increase system adaptability to government 
priorities and ability to respond quickly to needs 
created by social, cultural, and economic change in 
Ontario. 


STRUCTURE OF THE EDUCATION 
FUNDING MODEL 


From a provincial perspective all education funding 
can be divided into five major categories. Each category

contains a group of grants that share similar charac- 
teristics or objectives. The five categories combined 
form the structure of the education funding model. They 
are: 


Basic per pupil block grant 

Board specific grants 

Special initiatives grants 

Capital funding grants 

Additional provincial support for education. 


The following section of this document discusses the 
grant categories 1-5 and provides a description of the 
individual categories of grants that comprise them. 


CATEGORY #1 
BASIC PER PUPIL BLOCK GRANT 


This category of funding is central to achieving equity 
among school boards. For this reason, the grants in 
this category represent the largest amount of payments 
made to school boards. 


1.1 Recognized Ordinary Expenditure 


The province recognizes that a base level of 
funding per pupil is required by all school boards 
to meet their obligations under the Education Act. 
The province determines a fixed dollar amount per 
pupil as a standard for all school boards in 
Ontario. This is Known as the recognized ordinary 
expenditure per pupil or the grant ceiling. It is an 
estimate of the cost of providing each pupil with 
an adequate basic school program (in 1989 for 
elementary, $3,235, for secondary, $4,122). This 
ceiling is fully adjusted annually for inflationary 
cost increases in teachers’ salaries, school 
supplies and services, and school plant operations. 
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CALCULATION OF THE BASIC PER PUPIL BLOCK GRANT 


. Recognized Ordinary Expenditure per Pupil 
. Equalized Provincial Mill Rate per $1,000 

. Enrolment-# of Pupils in School Board 

. Boards Equalized Assessment

. Provincial Grant (5-6) 


Each school board is required to contribute its 
share towards the recognized ordinary expenditure 
per pupil. This is done by raising tax revenues 
from local sources at a provincially standardized 
rate. All local taxpayers are required to contribute 
an equal tax effort towards education costs by 
means of an equalized provincial mill rate applied 
to their local school board’s equalized assessment. 


Once the school board’s share of costs is 
determined, the provincial grant is calculated. The 
grant is the difference between the total recognized 
ordinary expenditure for the school board (number 
of pupils of the school board X the provincial 
recognized ordinary expenditure per pupil) and 
the local school boards local tax revenues. 

The following exercise shows how the provincial 
grant would be determined for three hypothetical 
school boards “A’, “B’, and “C” with differing 
enrolments and property assessment bases. The 
principle of equity is upheld and built into the 
calculation with the use of the (1) recognized 
ordinary expenditure per pupil and the (2) 
equalized provincial mill rate, which are the same 
for every school board in the province. 


As seen in this example, each school board is 
assessed as needing equal financial resources to 
provide basic education services for each pupil 
($3,500), and each taxpayer is asked to bear an 
equal burden through a provincial equalized mill 
rate of taxation (4.5 mills, that is $4.50 per $1,000 
assessment). 


The table also shows how school boards with the 
same assessment base, (’A” and “B”), but different 
student enrolments, receive different grants. In this 
case, school board “B” has twice the number of 
pupils to educate from the same assessed 
revenues as school board “‘A” (i.e. $200,000,000). 
By following the calculation, it is possible to see 
how board “B” is provided with a larger grant from

the province. The grant portion of revenues makes 
sure that the basic resource of $3,500 per pupil 
is available to each school board with the same 
level of tax effort. 


Also, school board “C”, with an equalized assess- 
ment base of $1 billion, is able to raise $4.5 million 
from local taxes. Although it has responsibility for 
the same number of students as school board “B” 
it receives a much smaller provincial grant which 
ensures that the basic resource of $3,500 per pupil 
is available to the board using the same tax effort. 
The principles behind this calculation are equity of 


resources for all school boards and equity of tax 
burden. 


1.2 Special Education 


In recognition of the range of services offered all 
pupils by a school board, including exceptional 
pupils, the Ministry of Education has restructured 
the grant allocations made to school boards for 
the provision of special education. 


In 1988, a general special educational grant, 
consisting of $215 for each elementary pupil, and 
$154 for each secondary pupil, was provided to 
boards for the provision of special educational 
programs and services. In 1989, the corresponding 
amounts are $224 per elementary pupil and $160 
per secondary pupil. Commencing in January 
1989, this grant has been incorporated into the 
basic per pupil block grant category as part of the 
grant ceilings for recognized ordinary expenditure. 
The ceilings have been increased by these 
amounts. 


Funding for trainable retarded pupils will be a two 
phase process for 1989. For the period January 
through June 1989, funding will be based on the 
amount of grant for trainable retarded programs in 
the previous year. For this period of time, the grant 
will be 60 percent of the 1988 grant for pupils in

schools or classes for the trainable retarded, plus 
an additional 4 percent of this amount to reflect 
increased 1989 costs. 


Commencing in September 1989, funding for 
trainable retarded pupils will be treated in the same 
manner as funding for other exceptionalities; that 
is, the grant for trainable retarded pupils will be 
allocated to school boards on the basis of the 
boards’ total enrolment. This amount will become 
part of the recognized ordinary expenditure ceilings 
along with the special educational grant. As a result, 
it will no longer be necessary to identify trainable 
retarded pupils for grant purposes. For the period 
September through December, the grant for 
trainable retarded pupils, incorporated into the 
recognized ordinary expenditure ceilings, will be 
the equivalent of an annual amount of $23 for each 
elementary pupil and $23 for each secondary pupil 
of the board. For 1989 this will be prorated for four- 
tenths of a year, that is, $9.20 per pupil enrolled. 


The result of these changes is that, commencing 
in September 1989, the Ministry will be allocating 
an additional $10 million annually to offset the 
additional cost incurred by school boards in 
serving exceptional pupils. 

In 1989, $2,890.5 million will be allocated to 
Category #1 grants.

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CATEGORY #2 
BOARD SPECIFIC GRANTS 


The government recognizes that the cost of providing 
the base level of education programs and services 
varies with geographic, social, and economic conditions 
across Ontario. 


Board-specific funding provides monies at 100 percent 
of the recognized costs accruing to school boards to 
compensate for conditions such as distance from 
sources of goods and services, small classes, small 
schools and boards, and needs created by unique 
socio-economic conditions of the population served. 
School boards are not required to provide a local share 
of costs for this category of grants because these costs 
arise from conditions beyond the local school board’s 
control. Further, provincial funds given in recognition 
of these additional costs are aimed at equity —to create 
the possibility for the school board to provide the base 
level of recognized educational services it might other- 
wise not be able to provide without placing additional 
financial burden on its taxpayers. 


The following outlines for 1989 the grants in this 
category: 


2.1 French as a First Language Grant 


Under the Education Act, a school board must 
provide instruction in the language of French to 
any pupil who meets the definition of a “French- 
speaking person” and exercises his/her right to 
receive education in French. 


The province recognizes the higher instructional, 
material, and administrative costs school boards 
incur when providing a program for these pupils. 


For 1989 this grant will total $28.6 million. 
2.2 Small Schools Grant 


Small schools exist in areas of sparse population. 
Small schools are defined as having under 200 or 
fewer elementary and 600 or fewer secondary stu- 
dents, yet according to education policies of equit- 
able access and equal opportunity, an adequate 
range of programs must be provided. Such schools 
require additional financial assistance to offset 
the diseconomies of scale in their activities. 


For 1989 the grant for small schools is $24.4 
million. 


2.3 Small Board Grant 


Small boards incur many of the same basic over- 
head costs as other boards in the province. 
Because of low enrolment, costs per pupil for 
administration and educational services are greater 
than for larger boards. 


Accordingly, the Ministry of Education provides 
additional financial support to such boards to offset 
these additional costs. 


Small school boards are defined as boards with 
an elementary or secondary enrolment of 5,000 
pupils or fewer. 


Grants to assist their operation will total $21.0 
million in 1989. 


2.4 Goods and Services Grant 


The intention of this grant is to reflect the higher 
costs of purchasing goods and obtaining services 
in remote areas in Northern Ontario. 


For 1989 this grant to school boards will total 
$40.6 million. 


2.5 Compensatory Education Grant 


Some school boards, because of local community 
conditions, have large numbers of students who 
are economically or socially disadvantaged and 
at risk for academic failure and dropout. Com- 
pensatory education programs include special 
resources and efforts to address the needs of such 
students. The present criteria used to assess 
community conditions and resulting school board 
needs in this area are currently being revised. For 
1989, $77.4 million will be allocated to school 
boards having need for compensatory services. 


The diagram “Category #2 Board Specific Grants” 
summarizes the components and funds allocated 
through this group of grants.

SPECIAL INITIATIVES GRANTS 


The Ministry of Education, by means of the special 
initiatives grants, encourages school boards to extend 
education services and programs into areas that 
respond to locally identified needs in schools and 
communities. Also, such programs may be initiated as 
government priority items to achieve certain objectives.

The level of provincial support for such programs varies 
from full funding to programs requiring a local share. 


Category #3 grants can be classified into four sub- 
categories outlined briefly below. 


3.1 Language Grants 


e« French as a second language grant—$121.6 
million 
Core French is mandatory for grades 4 to 8. This 
grant provides for the additional costs of offering 
this program, as well as funds for extended and 
immersion programs. 


e Native as a second language grant— $0.6 million 


May be provided by a school board in addition 
to or as a substitute for French as a second 
language. 


As further incentive to a school board to initiate 
this program, there is also a start-up grant of 
$200 per pupil enrolled for the first five years of 
the program —paid 100 percent by the province. 


e Additional Language Instruction Grant—$44.6 
million 
This 100 per cent provincially funded grant is 
offered to school boards that have need to 
provide language instruction for pupils whose 
first language is neither English nor French. 
Such programs are offered to provide them 
opportunity quickly to take part in regular in- 
struction classes. 


e Mixed Language Secondary Schools Grant— 
$1.1 million 


This grant encourages boards to provide a wider 
range of courses and services in the minority 
language (either English or French) of a mixed 
language school. Again it is 100 percent pro- 
vincially funded. 


3.2 New Initiatives Grants 
e Reduction of Class Sizes in Grades 1 and 2 
Grant— $80.9 million 


This throne speech initiative is funded at 100 
per cent of the average teacher salary/benefits 
cost and is being phased in over a three-year 
period. The government remains committed to 
achieving the reduction in class/teacher ratio 
with a target of 22:1 in September 1989 and a 
final reduction to 20:1 in September 1990. 


e Purchase of Computer Hardware Grant— $21.0 
million 
Monies from this grant, another throne speech 
initiative to promote technology upgrading and 
literacy, go towards school board purchase of 
approved computer hardware. This item is 
funded as part of recognized extraordinary 
expenditures. 


e¢ Purchase of Textbooks, Learning Materials, and 
Intermediate Science — $37.9 million 


Additional start-up monies are provided with a 
local cost/share component for learning ma- 
terials and textbooks in primary and junior 
divisions and intermediate science textbooks. 


3.3 Special Grants 


Recognized Extraordinary Expenditure Grant— 
$453.1 million 


This grant is composed of pupil transportation, 
computer hardware, debt charges, and capital 
expenditure (acquisition, alteration and renova- 
tion of buildings, school buses, furniture and 
equipment), exclusive of expenditure on direct 
capital projects. These expenditures include a 
local share and a provincial share. A greater 
amount of grant is provided to school boards 
with relatively modest local tax bases. 


Technology Education Grant— $3.2 million 


This grant recognizes the higher costs involved 
in providing technical and vocational programs. 
It is allocated to school boards providing a large 
number of shop courses because of smaller 
class sizes and individualized pupil requirements. 


Programs in Lieu for Blind/Deaf Pupils Grant — 
$13.7 million 


This funding is provided where a school board 
offers an approved special education program 
for blind/deaf pupils who might otherwise attend 
a provincial school for the blind/deaf. Grants 
for specialist teachers and teacher-aides are 
provided. 


Education Programs in Care, Treatment, and 
Correctional Facilities Grant— $47.3 million 


Children under 16 years of age are required to 
attend school in Ontario. This also applies to 
children in mid and longer term health care, 
hospitals, and treatment centres, as well as 
children in correctional institutions. The province 
pays the provider-school board 100 per cent of 
the costs of programs in these facilities. 


Continuing Education, Secondary Summer 
School, and Driver Education Grant— $63.0 
million 

This 100 per cent funded grant supports govern- 
ment commitment to continuing education, adult 
literacy, citizenship, and re-entry programs. 
Funding is on a per-pupil enrolment basis. 


Cost of Education for Non-Resident Pupils 
Grant—$52.9 million 


The province reimburses school boards for the 
cost of educating pupils enrolled in their schools 
who reside in areas outside their jurisdiction, 
or certain institutions and homes, or are wards 
of children’s aid societies. The amount reim- 
bursed is equal to the board’s current operating 
cost per pupil plus an amount for accommoda- 
tion charges. 

Heritage Language Grant— $12.8 million 


A grant is provided to school boards offering 
approved classes for Heritage Language Instruc- 
tion in a language other than English or French. 
In 1989, the grant is equal to $37.50 per hour 
of classroom instruction at the elementary 
school level. The rate per hour is reduced if 
the class size is fewer than 25 pupils. 
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¢ Open Access Tuition Fees — $37.2 million 


Secondary students have a right to attend the 
school system of their choice. In situations 
where their parents’ taxes go to the other school 
board, the board supplying the service charges 
a tuition fee to recover costs from the school 
board that receives the taxes. 


Where the costs for the educating board are 
higher than the costs in the tax-recipient board, 
the province picks up the difference of such 
costs. 


3.4 Other Grants 


This series of grants provides for costs associated 
with administrative and financial activity. It includes: 


Special Assistance of En Bloc Transfers 
Secondary School Reorganization Grant 
Change in Tax Revenue 

Special Assistance in Respect of Debentures 
Grant 

e Boards on Tax Exempt Land Grant 

e lsolate Boards Grant

CATEGORY #4 
CAPITAL FUNDING GRANT 


This grant assists school boards in financing capital 
projects. These projects include new schools and 
additions, site purchases, replacement and renovations 
of existing schools, and portables. 


Each year the Ministry requires all school boards to 
submit capital expenditure multi-year forecasts which 
outline in order of priority, the needs for new buildings, 
additions and renovations. This information is analyzed 
at the Ministry regional level, then at the provincial level, 
and formulated into a provincial capital grant program 
announced by the Minister each Spring. 

The amount of grant for an approved capital project 
depends on the ability of the requesting board to 
finance the project from its local tax base. Higher rates 
of grant are paid to school boards that have a more 
modest assessment base. 

Over three years the province has committed $900 
million in capital grants to school boards ($300 million 
per year). 

A breakdown of this grant is presented in the diagram, 
“Category #4 Capital Funding Grant”.

FOR EDUCATION 


Although this category of funding is outside the general 
legislative grants regulation, it is included here to 
complete the picture of education funding and because 
it represents a considerable sum of provincial support 
to education. In 1989, these funds will total $607.7 
million. 


This final grant category is made up of the following 
payments: 


5.1 Teacher Superannuation Payments 


The province pays the employer’s share of teacher 
superannuation contributions on behalf of school 
boards. 


This payment represents by far the largest portion 
of this category. In 1989, provincial payments to 
the teacher superannuation fund will total $566.6 
million. 


5.2 Education Programs Other 


This group of grants represents a wide range of 
programs that are funded on the basis of specific 
approval for each board that participates. The 
programs include: 


e Software Grant—for the purchase of educational 
software for school boards. 


¢ Consultants—support for consultants to help 
with the professional development of school staff 
and the implementation of the government's 
educational initiatives. 


e Drug Programs—to support information-sharing 
programs and awareness of impacts of drug use. 


¢ Ecno—development and upgrading of admin- 
istrative procedures, including computer net- 
works and information sharing among school 
boards. 
¢ Cooperative Education—programs at the 
secondary school level that introduce students 
to work-related experiences and work training 
placements.

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SUMMARY 


This information has been developed to help increase 
understanding of education finance in Ontario. 


The new education funding model is an organizing tool 
that helps to simplify the acknowledged complexity 
of the education funding system, increasing its clarity, 
coherence, and comprehension. 


It is also a means to present for the first time a com- 
prehensive outline of the total field of funding provided 
by the province to school boards for elementary and 
secondary education in Ontario. 


For the 1989-90 year, funding in support of elementary 
and secondary levels will total over $4,995.8 million. 


A summary of education funding and the breakout for 
each five categories in the model as outlined in this 
document is presented in the diagram, “The Education 
Funding Model, Summary of Categories 1-5”.

SMALL HYDRO 
ENCOURAGEMENT PROGRAM 


Purpose 


The Ministry of Energy has a program to encourage the 
development and redevelopment of Ontario’s small 
hydraulic resources. The Ministry’s role is to provide 
assistance for assessment of potential projects and to 
provide advice to developers and government depart- 
ments and agencies. Assistance includes: 


e¢ Site Assessment provides assistance to prospective 
site developers for the initial engineering assessment 
of small hydro sites and for the financial/legal evalu- 
ation of development options. Grants of up to $3,000 
will be provided for engineering assessment. For 
financial/legal evaluation, grants of 50 per cent of 
costs to a maximum of $5,000 will be provided. 


e Northern Small Hydro provides assistance to com- 
mercial and industrial businesses in Northern 
Ontario not connected to the electrical utility distri- 
bution system. Grants of up to one-third of eligible 
costs to a maximum of $70,000 for small or micro 
hydro installation to replace diesel electric genera- 
tion are available. 


e Industry Development offers Ontario’s small hydro 
industry assistance in improving small hydro tech- 
nology and expanding export markets. Proposals 
for cost-shared projects will be evaluated on an 
individual basis. 


e Individuals, municipalities, companies, institutions, 
and organizations may receive assistance under 
the program.

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WATER AND SEWAGE WORKS 

A) DIRECT GRANT PROGRAM 


Municipalities with Populations Over 7,500 


A grant of up to 33 per cent of the approved cost is 
available for major water supply and waste water 
treatment works that support urban growth or are 
designed to resolve health or environmental problems. 
Grant assistance of 50 per cent is available for the 
construction of local collector sewers to resolve health 
or environmental problems due to malfunctioning private 
waste disposal systems. 


Municipalities with Populations Under 7,500 


In addition to grants for the major works, funding 
assistance is also provided for local water distribution 
and sewage collection works. Where practical, assis- 
tance may be applied towards the cost of upgrading or 
repair of private water supply or sewage disposal 
facilities. Grants are calculated in accordance with the 
following formula: 


Grant (% of approved cost) = 93.00 —(P x 0.008) 
where P = Population 

(of the municipality or community as 

per assessment rolls) 

Maximum Grant : 85% where P = 1,250 or less 


Regional Municipalities — High Cost Grant 


Grant assistance for specified communities in regional 
municipalities is available on a shared basis with the 
regional government. 


Rural Water Pipeline Extensions 


A grant is available for the construction of water pipe- 
line extensions in rural areas outside urban boundaries. 
The grant is intended to support the construction of 
minimal systems that satisfy residential needs, not 
including fire flow and farm needs, not including 
irrigation. The Ministry grant will be 33% per cent of 
the approved cost, subject to the approval by the 
Ministries of Agriculture and Food and Municipal 
Affairs. 


Open Potable Water Storage Reservoirs 


A grant of between 75 per cent and 85 per cent is 
available for construction of covers for open ground 
level potable water storage reservoirs. 


Where the construction of a cover for an existing 
reservoir is not feasible, the construction of a new 
covered reservoir may be eligible. 


B) LIFELINES PROGRAM 


Rehabilitation of Water Distribution and 
Sewage Collection Systems 


Grants are available for the completion of engineering 
“Needs Studies” for water, or distribution, or sewage 
collection systems and for the physical rehabilitation 
of such facilities as determined in the “needs study”. 
The studies are intended to determine a long range, 
cost effective program of renewal for systems which 
have experienced serious deterioration. Grant assis- 
tance for the studies is based on the municipal popu- 
lation with a minimum grant of 50 per cent. Grant 
assistance for the physical rehabilitation work is pro- 
vided at a level of 331 per cent. 


Pollution Control Planning Studies 


To assist in the development of a water pollution control 
plan for a defined urban or rural area, grant assistance 
of up to 85 per cent is available. Such studies are 
expected to outline the nature, cause, and extent of 
pollution problems, propose alternative remedial 
measures, and recommend an implementation program. 
The minimum level of assistance for such studies is 
50 per cent. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) With the exception of grants for rural water pipelines, 
projects must be designed to serve a-defined 
“community”. 


b) Eligibility for assistance is determined on the basis 
of an evaluation of the need for the works in terms 
of correcting health and/or environmental problems 
and the accommodation of new residential growth. 


c) All projects may be subject to cost effective review, 
and grant payments will be based on the most effec- 
tive, least cost alternative. 


d) Grants are based on a percentage of the “net” cost 
of a project determined after deducting any federal 
or provincial government contribution. 


e) Ministry staff may provide project management 
services where a municipality lacks the necessary 
administrative resources or engineering expertise. 


f) Grant payments are normally made on the basis of 
requests from a municipality indicating expenditures 
to date and a quarterly calendar projection of ex- 
penditures anticipated. Financial assistance for the 
completion of preliminary engineering work may 
be provided, subject to Ministry participation in the 
development of the Terms of Reference for the study.

WASTE MANAGEMENT PROGRAMS 


Under the Comprehensive Funding Program, financial 
assistance to municipalities and to the private sector 
is provided for waste management activities which 
include treatment and disposal facilities and initiatives 
for the reduction, reuse, recycling, and recovery of 
waste (4Rs). 


Treatment and Disposal 


Waste Management Master Planning Studies 


Financial assistance is available for up to 50 per cent 
of study costs to develop a long term waste manage- 
ment plan for regional municipalities or a logical group 
of municipalities which need to plan for and operate 
joint waste management facilities on a shared cost 
basis. The plan is developed to satisfy the requirements 
of the Environmental Assessment Act. 


Waste Site Improvement Program 


This program applies to active certified sites and 
provides financial assistance to municipalities for 
upgrading waste disposal sites, proper closure, and 
special investigative studies such as gas and leachate 
monitoring and control and includes remedial work 
associated with these studies. Improvements supported 
include on-site roads, site grading, and other regulatory 
requirements. 


Financial Assistance Program 


This program provides financial assistance to munici- 
palities to implement new or expand existing waste 
management facilities —landfill sites, transfer stations, 
or processing facilities. Eligible activities range from 
Environmental Assessment Act hearings to capital 
costs such as equipment, land, and structures associ- 
ated with construction. Funding levels vary from 50-70 
per cent. 


4Rs 


Municipal Reduction/Reuse Program 


Grants of up to 50 per cent of promotional and capital 
costs for projects to alter consumer waste generating 
behaviour or to reduce the amount of waste requiring 
treatment or disposal, such as home composting, 
packaging, or new project approaches, are available. 


Grants of up to 100 percent, to a limit of $25,000 per 
project for development of creative materials, are also 
available. 


Municipal Recycling Support Program 


The program provides financial and technical assis- 
tance for the development or expansion of municipal 
scale recycling projects. Assistance is available for the 
development of promotional activities to encourage 
public involvement and operating and capital costs 
for up to five years for qualified projects. 


Municipal Recovery Program 


Grants for up to one-third of the in-service capital cost 
of facilities to recover materials from mixed solid waste 
directed to municipal landfill and costs for feasibility 
studies, design, approval, construction, and commis- 
sioning of a project can be considered for funding. 
Research, development, and demonstration type 
projects may receive up to 100 percent funding. 


Industrial 4Rs Program 


This program is available to provide assistance for 
industries to take advantage of new opportunities for 
waste reduction. This program covers not only the 
management of industrial wastes but also explores 
opportunities for their beneficial use and their reduc- 
tion at a specific source or within a general industrial 
sector. AS approximately one-half of the waste disposed 
in Ontario originates from the industrial/commercial 
sector, there are indirect benefits to municipalities, 
although direct funding to municipalities is not available. 
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Household Hazardous Waste Collection Program 


The Ministry regards the special collection and disposal 
of various household and personal products of a 
hazardous nature as prudent in the interests of ongoing 
environmental protection. 

This program provides grants to municipalities for 
individual collection projects limited to 50 per cent of 
the operational costs, to a maximum of $10,000 per 
project per year. A pamphlet and a poster which ad- 
vertise the project are available free of charge.

2) Each Board shall keep accounts of its financial 
affairs and prepare annual financial statements 
covering the preceding year’s activities as well as 
estimates of expenses for the next year. 


3) Each Board must submit an annual budget to the 
local municipality for approval, then forward it to 
the provincial Ministry of Health where it is subjected 
to line-by-line review. 


4) “New” or “expanded” program proposals are 
submitted to the local District Health Council for 


review and then forwarded via the Regional Area 
Planning Co-ordinator to the Ministry for approval. 


Basis of Assistance 


A) Provincial support for the approved general 
expenses of a board is based on the following 
structure: 


1) 75 per cent of the expenses of a board of health 
except the boards of health of Metropolitan 
Toronto where the grant is 40 per cent of the 
expenses. 


The assistance is flowed to each board in twelve 
roughly equal monthly payments; adjustments to 
the total aid flowed are made as necessary at 
year’s end, upon receipt by the Ministry of the 
required financial statement from each board and 
also as a result of periodic audits by Ministry 
internal audit staff. 


B) Separate provincial assistance is available to 
boards for the following programs: 


1) Home Care—100 per cent of costs approved 
by the Minister; 


2) Family Planning — 100 per cent of costs approved 
by the Minister; 


3) Sexually Transmitted Diseases Control—of 
4 SEXUALLY TRANSMITTED DISEASES CLINIC; 


4) Immunization—provision of free vaccines and 
biologicals; 


5) AIDS control programs — 100 per cent; 


6) Children’s Dental Treatment Program — 100 per 
cent; 


7) Teaching Health Units—there are four. The 
enriched teaching components are funded 100 
per cent. 


C) A board which assumed the responsibilities for 
the public health services of an unorganized ter- 
ritory until 1984 received an unorganized territory 
grant which covered the full costs of services 
undertaken there. In 1984, the grant was replaced 
by an unorganized territory budget which is subject 
to line-by-line assessment in the same manner as 
organized territory budgets. This budget is 100 
per cent funded.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, general 
rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for chronic patients, 
active treatment teaching psychiatric hospitals, active 
treatment hospitals for alcoholism and drug addiction, 
and rehabilitation hospitals, graded as follows: 


a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals providing 
facilities for giving instruction to medical students 
of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals having 
not fewer than 100 beds; 

c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals having 
fewer than 100 beds; 


d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals operated 
by the Ontario Division of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society; 


e) Group E hospitals are general 
hospitals; 


f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic patients 
and having not fewer than 200 beds; 


rehabilitation 
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g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic patients 
and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals pro- 
viding facilities for giving instruction to medical 
students of any university; 


i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treatment 
of patients suffering from alcoholism and drug 
addiction; 

j) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated by the 
Minister to provide special rehabilitation services 
for disabled persons in a region of Ontario specified 
by the Minister for each hospital; 


k) Group K hospitals are separate organized facilities 
approved as such by the Minister to provide local 
diagnostic and treatment services in a community 
or district to handicapped or disabled individuals 
requiring restorative and adjustive services in an 
integrated and co-ordinated program; 


1) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the treatment 
of patients suffering from alcoholism and drug 
addiction and providing facilities for giving in- 
struction to medical students of any university as 
evidenced by a written agreement between the 
hospital and the university with which it is affiliated; 


m) Group M hospitals are general hospitals which 
may charge and receive payment for the use of 
C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR CONSTRUCTION 
AND RENOVATIONS — HOSPITALS AND 
RELATED FACILITIES 


A) Community Hospitals 


Ontario Regulation 859 under the Public Hospitals 
Act allows the province to provide grants not 
exceeding either 2/3 or 5/6 of the approved cost 
of constructing or renovating community hospitals. 
Approved costs include the cost of construction 
or renovation, professional fees, and necessary 
basic equipment. 


The 5/6 of approved costs is provided to hospitals 
located in a northern municipality with a population 
of not greater than 12,000 in a territorial district or 
a provisional county. 
B) Teaching Hospitals 

Regulation 862 under the Public Hospitals Act 
provides capital grants for teaching hospitals. The 
province accepts responsibility for the approved 
capital cost of the university hospitals and of 
teaching and research facilities forming part of 
the university affiliated hospitals. 


C) Rehabilitation and Children’s 
Treatment Centres 


In accordance with Regulation 861 under the 
Public Hospitals Act, the province accepts respon- 
sibility for the approved capital cost of a regional 
rehabilitation hospital or that part of a hospital 
which provides special facilities for medical re- 
habilitation of patients. To qualify, the facility is 
expected to provide a wide range of special services 
and must be approved by the Minister as a regional 
rehabilitation centre before becoming eligible for 
grants on the basis of full costs. 


Regulation 860 under the Public Hospitals Act 
provides that, for rehabilitation facilities serving 
a local community or district (e.g. crippled chil- 
dren’s treatment centres), the grant amounts to 
2/3 of the approved cost. 


D) Economic Investments 


Regulation 858 under the Public Hospitals Act 
provides that 100 per cent of the capital cost of 
economic investment projects may be paid where 
operating savings to the government will recover 
the capital cost within five or fewer years. 


E) Amalgamation 


Regulation 856 under the Public Hospitals Act 
provides grants equal to 100 per cent of the ap- 
proved capital cost for the amalgamation of hospital 
services where the estimated savings on net 
operating costs during the five years following the 
establishment of the amalgamated service equal 
or exceed the approved capital cost. 


F) Hazardous Asbestos Correction 


Regulation 170/81 under the Public Hospitals Act 
allows the province to pay a special grant of 2/3 
of the capital cost to correct hazardous conditions 
resulting from the presence of asbestos in public 
hospitals. The special grant is 5/6 of the approved 
cost when the public hospital is located in a northern 
municipality with a population of not greater than 
12,000 persons and in a territorial district or a 
provisional county. 


G) Biomedical Waste Incineration 


Regulation 461/86 under the Public Hospitals Act 
allows the province to pay a grant equal to 100 per 
cent of the project cost less any amounts paid by 
the hospital for the correction of problems associ- 
ated with the incineration of biomedical waste.

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MUNICIPAL HOUSING STATEMENT GRANTS 


Assistance towards 


The preparation and updating of municipal housing 
statements outlining municipalities’ housing policies 
and needs. 


When endorsed by council and approved by the 
Ministry, a statement forms the basis for a munici- 
pality’s request for federal and provincial funding for 
housing programs. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario municipalities are eligible to apply for 
municipal housing statement grants; those with ap- 
proved statements may be eligible for funding to update 
their statements. Municipalities under 10,000 population 
may also request ministry staff to complete a statement 
on their behalf. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipal council must pass a resolution requesting 
either direct technical assistance or funding. When 
funding is requested, an application form and the 
consultant’s proposal should accompany the council 
resolution. 


The concurrence of regional council is also required 
prior to the provision of a study grant or direct technical 
assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its merits, and 
maximum grant levels have been established according 
to municipal size. During the term of the approved study, 
progress payments will be made. Once the housing 
statement has been adopted by council and approved 
by the Ministry, the final grant payment is made to the 
municipality.

2 
ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM 
(OHRP) 


Assistance towards 

In the past the province provided per capita grants to 
municipalities to administer as OHRP loans. Many 
municipalities have OHRP funds as a result of loan 


repayments, etc. that can be utilized as loans to owner- 
occupants in that municipality whose adjusted annual 
family income is no greater than $21,000. 


The prime objective of these loans is the repair of faulty 
structural and sanitary conditions and the upgrading 
of the plumbing, heating, and electrical systems of the 
residences of the eligible owner-occupants to bring their 
housing up to municipal health and safety standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an applicant 
within the participating municipality shall not exceed 
$7,500 less any federal funding. The amount of interest 
charged on this loan will be determined by the annual 
family income of the applicant; a portion of the loan 
may be “forgiven” and therefore need not be paid back 
upon completion of a designated number of years of 
continuous occupancy. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, including the 
forgivable and repayable portions thereof, a lien 
as provided for by Subsection 2 of Section 3 of 
the Act; and shall follow the procedures set forth 
in Subsections 2 and 3 of section 3 of the Act. Where 
the placing of a lien is not feasible, a promissory 
note may be used as security for the repayment of 
the amount loaned as provided for by Subsection 4 
of Section 3 of the Act; 


b) establish a trust fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this regulation, all 
monies received in repayment of loans made under 
this regulation, and all interest accruing thereon; and 

c) provide the Minister with whatever information and 
records of accounts he may require pertaining to 
any application, loan, or other matter provided for 
in this regulation.

DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE FOR SCCIAL 
HOUSING — GRANTS AND LOANS (DASH) 


Assistance towards 


The province provides funding to groups interested 
in developing non-profit housing projects. The funding 
is in the form of an initial grant and an interest-free 
loan. This program assists municipal, private, and 
co-operative non-profit housing corporations. 
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Eligible Recipients 

An initial development grant of up to $1,000 is available 
to groups in order to explore the feasibility of starting 
a non-profit housing project and to undertake the 
organization of a non-profit housing corporation. To 
be eligible for this grant, the interested group must 
be in the process of developing non-profit housing 
for the first time. 


A non-profit housing corporation can be eligible for 
an interest free development loan to cover technical 
and organizational expenses incurred until the first 
mortgage draw. The loan is to be capitalized against 
project costs and is repayable to the province at the 
time of the first project mortgage draw. If at any point 
during the development process the project fails, the 
loan may be forgiven. 


Conditions and Procedures 


To receive the initial grant, an interested group must 
make a written request to the Programs Manager of the 
appropriate Regional Housing Programs Office (RHPO) 
of the Ministry of Housing. The six RHPOs are listed 
at the end of this section. 


To receive the interest free loan, the non-profit housing 
corporation submits an application along with the 
following material: 


1) a copy of the incorporation charter and by-laws, 

2) a preliminary organizational plan, 

3) a preliminary administrative and property manage- 
ment plan, 

4) arationale for any non-residential space proposed, 

5) a description of the procurement technique, and 

6) a description of shelter and site requirements. 


Basis of Assistance 


The cost of the DASH grants is provided by the province. 
Certain costs associated with DASH loans are shared 
with the federal government. The legislative authority 
for the provincial component of DASH is the Housing 
Development Act, Sections 2 and 4.

LOW-RISE REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The province provides unit allocations to municipalities 
to administer forgivable loans dedicated to the rehabil- 
itation of low-rise apartments which are a minimum 
of 25 years old. The program has been enriched to 
include rooming houses, owner occupied plexes, and 
modifications that create accessibility for disabled 
tenants. Municipalities receive an administration fee 
for processing loan applications. 


Eligible Recipients 


Unit allocations are available on a first come, first 
served basis to municipalities which have a property 
maintenance and occupancy standards bylaw in force. 


Conditions and Procedures 


To receive a unit allocation, a municipality must provide 
the items listed below to the Ministry’s Regional Housing 
Programs Office (RHPO), (see the entry for Development 
Assistance for Social Housing which appears in this 
section for the addresses and phone numbers of the 
province’s six RHPO’s.): 


1) a council resolution authorizing the municipality to 
enter into an operating agreement with the Ministry 
of Housing and outlining which municipal officials 
will be responsible for the program’s administration, 
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2) a copy of the municipality's property maintenance 
and occupancy standards bylaw, and a description 
of how it is administered, 

3) a description of how the municipality would ad- 
minister the program, 

4) a description of specific targetting policies which 
the municipality would employ if other than first 
come, first served, and 

5) an allocation request which includes 


a) total units requested for the life of the program 
(which terminates March 31, 1990), 


b) a schedule estimating the number of units at 
various stages of processing by the end of each 
fiscal year, and 


c) supporting evidence of municipal need for units. 


Basis of Assistance 


The costs of the loans are covered entirely by the 
province. The legislative authority for the program is 
the Housing Development Act, Section 3.

5 
PAYMENTS-IN-LIEU OF TAXES 


Municipalities are eligible to receive annually payments- 
in-lieu of taxes in respect of Ontario Housing Corpora- 
tion senior citizen and family housing projects located 
in a municipality and exempt from municipal taxation. 
Payments-in-lieu of taxes made by the Province of 
Ontario to a municipality may represent a sum of money 
calculated on any basis whatsoever, but not in excess 
of the amount that would have been payable to the 
municipality as taxes had the properties been assessed 
and taxed in the usual way.

BUILDING ACTION PROGRAM 


Building Administration Fund 


Basis of Assistance 


The Building Action Program offers three types of 
financial assistance to municipalities, as follows: 


a) to streamline and refine the administration of the 
building permit application and inspection process, 
building records management, property standards 
enforcement, and customer services, 
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b) to establish a joint inspection service among two 
Or more municipalities, and 


c) to provide subsidies to building officials taking 
selected technical training courses in Codes 
administration. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario municipalities are eligible to apply for 
funding. 


Grants for improvements to the building administration 
service are limited to 50 per cent of the cost of the 
project or $5,000, whichever is less. 


For the joint inspection service, municipalities are 
eligible for salary costs of $200 per week for profes- 
sional staff to a maximum of 52 weeks. 


Training grants for building officials cover 50 per cent 
of course costs to a maximum of $400. Course costs 
may include tuition or registration fees, textbooks, 
accommodation, and travel costs. Courses must have 
a minimum of 15 hours of instruction. 


Conditions and Procedures 


For municipalities interested in applying for a building 
administration grant, a detailed proposal of the project 
must be submitted defining the work to be undertaken, 
stating goals and objectives, providing a cost-benefit 
analysis and a summary of the anticipated benefits to 
the building administration process. 

A demonstrated commitment from the municipal council 
in the form of a resolution accompanying the proposal 
is required. 

Depending on the nature and scope of the project, 
eligible costs may include feasibility studies, purchase 
of equipment, contract staff, and training costs associ- 
ated with the implementation of new procedures.

b) Applications are considered and evaluated as 
received according to the quality of the proposed 
education and training plan. 


c) Spaces are limited. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Ministry of Municipal Affairs will pay 50 per cent 
of the salary and benefits provided to the intern, to a 
maximum of $10,000 in the first year and $7,500 in the 
second year. The Ministry will also pay 50 per cent of 
the cost of any eligible educational programs which 
are reflected in the intern’s education plan.

MUNICIPAL TRAINING INCENTIVE 
GRANTS PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


To encourage a municipal policy of continuing edu- 
cation and training of Councillors and municipal 
employees. Emphasized are programs relevant to the 
central municipal functions. 


Eligibility 

All municipalities with populations under 10,000 and 
counties that incurred costs for education and training 
of councillors and the staff employed in the depart- 
ments of chief administrator, treasurer, clerk, and tax 
collector. The council may exercise discretion, however, 
and include education for staff in other than central 
departments. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) Municipality must adopt a bylaw stating commitment 
to the policy of continuing education and training. 
A copy of the bylaw must be filed with the Ministry, 
and should include: 


e terms and conditions for education and training 


e who may attend 
e type of eligible courses 
e budgetary commitment. 


b) The municipal treasurer must apply for subsidy in 
writing on prescribed claim forms. Details of courses 
and seminars, names of registrants, and costs 
incurred by the municipality for education and 
training activities must be stated. 


c) Courses partially or fully funded by the provincial 
government and annual meetings, conferences, and 
conventions of municipal associations are not eligible 
for assistance under this program. Personal edu- 
cational expenses under the cost-sharing arrange- 
ments are also not eligible. 


d) 1989 claim forms will be processed three times: 
June 16, 1989, October 26, 1989, and February 23, 
1990. Treasurers should assure a timely submission 
of claims. 


e) For audit purposes, all records must be retained 
for two years. 


Basis of Assistance 


50 per cent of education and training cost of a munici- 
pality, to a maximum grant of $750 per year. The usual 
cost is for registration, tuition fees, travel, and course 
material.

MUNICIPAL EMPLOYMENT 
EQUITY PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The development and implementation of results- 
oriented employment equity programs in municipalities. 


Eligible Recipients 


All municipalities in Ontario that have a council- 
endorsed policy on employment equity. 


Conditions and Procedures 


A municipality must prepare and submit an application 
for financial assistance to the Subsidies Branch of 
the Ministry. 

Each application must be supported by a resolution 
of council endorsing employment equity. 


Two or more municipalities may submit an application 
together to mount a joint employment equity program. 


The program has 4 components: 


1) Preliminary Needs Assessment 


—The program will contribute toward the cost of 
conducting a preliminary assessment of employ- 
ment equity needs within the municipal workforce. 

—Municipalities that participated in the Municipal 
Affirmative Action Program (M.A.A.P.) are not 
eligible. 


2) Program Development/Implementation 


—The program will contribute toward the cost of 
developing and/or implementing an employment 
equity plan for the municipality. 


3) Special Projects 
—The program will contribute toward the cost of 
undertaking a finite project that will enhance 
current initiatives and practices, where the muni- 
cipality is well into the implementation of its em- 
ployment equity plan. 


4) Internship 


—The program will contribute toward the cost of 
offering a woman the opportunity to intern in an 
underrepresented management, supervisory, or 
non-traditional occupation. 


Basis of Assistance 
Preliminary Needs Assessment 


— $3,000 toward the cost of hiring a consultant to 
conduct an assessment of the employment equity 
needs of the municipal workforce. 

—Assessment could include a municipal workforce 
analysis, review of current employment policies and 
practices, labour market availability data, and/or 
development of an implementation plan for a muni- 
cipal employment equity program. 


Program Development/Implementation 


—75 per cent of the total annual cost of employing an 
employment equity co-ordinator, to a maximum of 
$20,000 for the first year, $18,000 for the second, 
and $20,000 for each of the third and fourth years. 

—Maximum duration is four years, or to March 31, 
1992, whichever comes first. Municipalities that 
were funded under the Municipal Affirmative Action 
Program (M.A.A.P.) for this activity are eligible for 
the difference between four years and the duration 
of their M.A.A.P. funding. 

—It is expected that by the third year of funding the 
municipality will have developed an employment 
equity plan. Therefore, funding for the third and 
fourth years is subject to review, and is conditional 
on the submission to and approval by the Ministry 
of the municipality's Employment Equity Plan. 


Special Projects 


—50 per cent of total project costs to a maximum 
of $30,000 

—Projects are expected to be replicable and/or trans- 
ferrable, so that the results can be circulated and 
used throughout the municipal employment equity 
community. In addition, projects are expected to 
result in products that are currently unavailable. 


Internship 


— 50 per cent of the wages and benefits of one intern, 
to a maximum of $10,000 per year for two years; 
$1,000 per year toward costs incurred as a result of 
providing the intern with training and development.

MUNICIPAL SERVICES IN FRENCH 


Purpose of the Program 


To support and encourage the provision of municipal 
services in French to the residents of municipalities 
designated under the French Language Services Act, 
1986. 


Assistance towards 


a) language instruction in French as a second lan- 
guage for members of municipal councils and staff 
of municipalities; 


b) translation of public documents by municipal staff 
and/or commercial translators from English into 
French; 


c) printing costs associated with the production of 
public municipal bilingual documents in French and 
English and public municipal documents that have 
been translated from English into French; 


d) acquisition by lease or rental of simultaneous- 
interpretation services for council and/or special 
public meetings; 


e) other items as approved as part of a municipal 
plan of French Language Services. 


Advisory services and technical assistance are avail- 
able from the French Language Services Branch, which 
also provides guidelines for the development of a 
municipal services in French implementation plan. 


Financial assistance is not necessarily restricted to 
the activities mentioned above. Depending on their 
individual needs, municipalities may provide additional 
services, within the limits of the financial assistance 
offered under the program, provided that assistance is 
not available for similar services through other govern- 
ment programs. 


Eligible Recipients 


Any municipality located in designated areas under 
the French Language Services Act, whose council 
deems that such services are desirable. Other local 
authorities may also be eligible for assistance, depend- 
ing on the availability of funds and other government 
programs. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipalities may enter the program by submitting 
a written request indicating the French-language 
services the municipality expects to provide under 
the program as identified within a municipal bylaw. 
A three to five year implementation plan and the esti- 
mated expenditures likely to be incurred in each of 
the years, should also be included. This should be 
developed in consultation with the French Language 
Services Branch of the Ministry of Municipal Affairs. 


Unless otherwise agreed, expenditures will be reim- 
bursed after the work has been completed upon sub- 
mission of the appropriate ministry form. 

Basis of Assistance 


Based on the terms of the agreement regarding the 
municipal French Language Services Plan and on 
program funding availability. The payment schedule 
follows the provincial government fiscal year.

COMMUNITY PLANNING GRANTS 


Assistance towards 
Planning studies to: 


a) facilitate delegation of the Minister's approval powers 
under the Planning Act; 


b) examine planning implications of unification and 
municipal restructuring; 


c) achieve affordable housing objectives, especially 
in municipalities targetted in the housing policy 
statement; 


d) resolve issues in the application of matters of pro- 
vincial interest to the municipal planning process; 


e) enhance the efficient operation of community 
planning programs; and 


f) address and resolve local land use planning issues 
consistent with provincial interests. 


Eligible Recipients 


All municipalities as well as, in Northern Ontario, 
planning boards. 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a municipality intends to hire a consultant, 
competitive selection procedures must be used if the 
study is to cost more than $25,000. Field Management 
Branch staff can advise on the use of Ministry of Muni- 
cipal Affairs consultant selection procedures and are 
available to assist in the process. Municipal staff time 
is also eligible for funding, subject to prior agreement 
with the Ministry on reporting procedures. To be eligible 
for funding, the approval of the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs must be received before the commencement 
of the study. Staff of the Field Management Branch 
should be contacted before starting any work on a 
study for which funding is to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Ministry will contribute up to 50 per cent of approved 
costs and 100 per cent of the costs incurred for work 
in unorganized territory. Generally, municipalities will 
be limited to one study per year and funding will not 
exceed $35,000 per year. Studies addressing matters 
of provincial interest (e.g. local application of a policy 
statement under the Planning Act) may be funded to a 
maximum of $50,000. In addition, municipalities are 
also eligible for funding to do studies contributing to 
the achievement of affordable housing objectives. 
These studies are eligible for funding to a maximum 
of 75 per cent of approved costs to a maximum of 
$50,000 per study. 


Each application is reviewed on an individual basis 
and will be evaluated in terms of local needs, provincial 
policy, strategic priorities of the Ministry, and the 
availability of funding. Upon agreement of the province 
to provide funding, an advance payment of up to 85 
per cent of study costs may be made. The provincial 
contribution will be limited to those eligible study costs 
which have been incurred and invoiced after approval 
of funding. Subsequent payments would be made in 
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accordance with stages of completion of the study 
and timing agreed to by the municipality and Ministry 
at the time of the grant commitment. Ministry staff will 
require suitable evidence of expenditures, either in the 
form of consultant invoices or staff work records. 
Payments are made upon satisfactory completion of a 
project and fulfillment of terms of reference.

EVELOPMENT AND ECONOMIC 
REVITALIZATION (PRIDE) 


Assistance towards 


Provincial grants are available to all eligible municipal- 
ities to assist them to upgrade and improve older 
sections of their community through a comprehensive 
approach. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario municipalities which meet the conditions 
listed below. 


Conditions and Procedures 
A municipality must meet the following criteria: 


a) have an approved official plan containing policies 
relating to community improvement; 


b) have a property maintenance and occupancy 
standards by-law pursuant to Section 31 of the 
Planning Act, R.S.O. 1983, or under a private 
members bill; 


c) possess the financial and administrative capabilities 
to prepare and implement a community improvement 
plan. 


Areas within the municipality for which financial assis- 
tance may be applied for under PRIDE must: 


a) be identified as an area in need of improvement 
within the community improvement policies of the 
municipality's official plan; 

b) be deficient in municipal services and community 
facilities; 

c) exhibit symptoms. of physical, functional, and/or 
economic decline; 


d) reflect the commitment and endorsement of people 
who live and do business in the area. 


In reviewing these criteria, emphasis will be put on the 
degree to which the improvements will have a positive 
impact on the overall area and act as a catalyst for 
private sector investment. 


Basis of Assistance 
Financial assistance available to eligible older areas 


under PRIDE is in the form of a grant covering 50 per 
cent of total eligible project costs, with the municipality 


responsible for contributing the matching 50 per cent 
of approved costs. 


Applications are received and allocations made for 
financial assistance under PRIDE on an annual basis. 


Projects approved for funding must be completed within 
four years of the date of financial allocation. 


The provincial contribution will be paid on the sub- 
mission of claims after the expenditures have been 
paid by the municipality. 

Project components eligible for financial assistance 
under PRIDE’s comprehensive approach may include 
the capital costs of building, improving, or replacing 
services and utilities such as street pavement, sewers, 
and watermains intended specifically to serve the 
project area identified; the costs of building, improving, 
or replacing social and recreational facilities such as 
parks, community centres, and libraries; aesthetic 
improvements such as streetscape upgrading and 
landscaping; and land and building acquisition, 
clearance, and demolition for eligible PRIDE project 
components. 


Project components must relate to the comprehensive 
improvement of the area for which funding assistance 
is being requested. 


Certain projects will not be considered eligible for 
PRIDE funding such as municipal offices, fire, police, 
or ambulance stations, non capital costs of social 
recreational facilities, and municipal capital operational 
facilities (e.g. sewage or water treatment facilities). 
Municipalities are urged to contact the local Field 
Management office regarding the eligibility of projects 
prior to submitting an application under PRIDE.

SPECIAL PRIDE INITIATIVE TO SUPPORT 
RESIDENTIAL INTENSIFICATION 


Assistance towards 


There are additional funds available to eligible munici- 
palities under PRIDE until 1990, to help improve existing 
community facilities and services in support of housing 
intensification. 


Conditions and Procedures 

Municipalities eligible for funding under PRIDE resi- 

dential intensification must meet the usual PRIDE

— municipal official plan policies or zoning provisions 
concerning the selected area must permit at least 
one of the following intensification alternatives: 


a) sharing existing residential units; 


b) creating new self-contained units in existing 
residential buildings;

c) converting non-residential space to residential 
use; or 


d) redeveloping or filling in under-used lots 
Application priority will be given to: 


— one per municipality per year with a maximum 
allocation limit of $1 million 


— municipalities with population of greater than 50,000 


— municipalities with rental vacancy rates below 
2 per cent. 


Applications will be assessed on the basis of the muni- 
cipality’ss commitment to intensification in the project 
area and the potential for new residential units in the 
area. 


Financial Assistance 


Funding is available as a 50 per cent grant covering 
the costs of eligible PRIDE program improvements. 
Applications may be submitted for individual assess- 
ment throughout the year until April 1990. Municipalities 
must spend funds within 4 years of allocation, although 
accelerated payments may be considered where 
projects can be completed in less time.

CONSERVATION AUTHORITIES 


Assistance towards 


Conservation Authorities may receive provincial grant 
funding from the Ministry of Natural Resources for 
surveys, studies, or capital projects of the authority. 
Eligibility to receive a grant must fulfil criteria enunciated 
under either the Water and Related Land Management 
Program or the Conservation and Recreation Land 
Management Program policies. Furthermore, the project 
proposal must be reviewed and receive technical 
approval from the Ministry of Natural Resources. 


Conservation authorities are corporate entities and 
hence may initiate a project proposal on their own, 
although in many instances a project proposal may 
emanate from one or more of the authority's member 
municipalities. All authority projects must be under- 
taken within the authority’s watershed area of jurisdic- 
tion and be approved by the full authority membership. 


Eligible Recipients 

Should an authority project proposal receive technical 
approval from the Ministry of Natural Resources, the 
project is listed by the Ministry on a priority funding 
list and is subject to the availability of funds. A conser- 
vation authority may receive a grant towards the cost 
of the entire project or for phased developments of 
the project. 


Basis of Assistance 


Conservation authority projects submitted under the 
Water and Related Land Management Program are 
eligible for a 55 per cent grant and include: surveys 
and studies of flood control projects, erosion control 
projects, and design and construction of major capital 
projects such as channelization, dams, reservoirs, 


dykes, and diversions. Grants are also available for 
floodplain/hazard land mapping projects, conservation 
services to private land owners, and conservation 
education and public relations projects. 


Conservation authority projects submitted under the 
Conservation and Recreation Land Management 
Program are eligible for a 50 percent grant and include: 
surveys and studies of conservation areas, capital 
development of conservation areas, and land acquisi- 
tion for projects under the program. Woodlot manage- 
ment, fisheries, wildlife management projects, and 
interpretive programs of the authority are eligible for 
grant assistance.

Supervisors and technicians will be paid $6.00 an 
hour, and youth employed as technical staff or 
project Co-ordinators are paid $9.00 an hour.

Contractual 
commitments made in respect of any project not 
approved may be ineligible for funding. 

The proponent’s financial participation in the project 
shall not be less than 10 percent of the approved capital 
costs of the undertaking. 


Implementation 

Application forms are available from the Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines, the Ministry of 
Industry, Trade and Technology, and the Northern 
Ontario Heritage Fund Corporation. 


Disbursements and Funds 


In the case of assistance to the public sector, 50 
per cent of the grant will be advanced: 


a) when construction begins or when equipment and 
materials are ordered, 


b) when the required equity has been invested, 


c) when the security has been received to cover the 
amount advanced. 


Any advance payment received in excess of 
allowable assistance, based on actual approved 
costs, must be refunded immediately. 


In the case of assistance to public bodies, the final 
50 per cent of the grant will be forwarded upon 
verification that the project is completed. 


Loan Forgiveness 


1) 50 per cent of the loan may be forgiven one year 
after the project is completed and the balance may 
be forgiven one year from then, provided that: 


a) the business or businesses for which the under- 
taking was intended is/are operating; 


b) the general terms and conditions under which the 
loan was granted have been met. 


Non-Performance 


1) Upon refusal of forgiveness, demand for repayment 
will be made and the loan will forthwith commence 
to bear interest at the prime bank rate in effect at 
that date for the remainder of the period during 
which the loan is outstanding.

REGIONAL EVENTS/ATTRACTION 
MARKETING (NORFUND SUB-PROGRAM) 


Assistance 


The intent of this program is to assist in the marketing 
of tourist attractions or major events to create additional 
employment opportunites and stimulate tourism and 
related economic activities. 


Basis of Assistance 


Assistance is in the form of conditional grants. The 
program may provide up to the lessor of the following 
maximums over two years; 


a) 50 per cent of the approved marketing costs, 
b) $50,000. 
Projects under $3,000 will not be eligible for funding. 


Eligibility 

To be eligible for consideration under this subprogram: 

a) The project must be located within the territorial 
Districts of Northern Ontario; Algoma, Cochrane, 
Kenora, Manitoulin, Parry Sound, Rainy River, 
Sudbury, Thunder Bay, Timiskaming, and Nipissing. 


b) Individuals, corporations, groups, or Indian Bands 
may make application under this program. 
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c) Events eligible for assistance must be regionally 
significant and of a duration of not less than two full 
days. ‘‘Regionally' significant” is generally 
understood to mean attractions that have the 
capacity to draw tourists into the region from 
Southern Ontario, across provincial boundaries, or 
from outside of Canada. 


d) The proposal shall demonstrate that the budget for 
the marketing plan (project) will improve the income 
potential and financial success of the attraction or 
event. 


e) The proposal shall demonstrate that the budget for 
the marketing plan (project) is in addition to the 
past year’s marketing budget. 


f) Costs of the proposed marketing plan incurred prior 
to the date of the application will not be eligible. 
Costs of the proposed marketing plan incurred after 
the date of application and prior to approval may 
not be eligible, depending on the Ministry of Northern 
Development and Mines’ discretion. 


g) In implementing this market plan, the proponent shall 
give preference, where applicable, to Canadian 
companies and suppliers. 


h) Promotion of government-owned and/or operated 
facilities is not eligible for participation under this 
subprogram. 


i) Total government contribution towards and project 
under this subprogram shall not exceed 50 per cent. 


j) The proposal shall include: 
i) description of the event or attraction, 


ii) a brief resume of business and management 
background of the applicants as these pertain 
to the proposed project, 


iii) Current operating statement and balance sheet, 

iv) description, including costs of previous year’s 
marketing plan (where applicable), and 
assessment of its results, 


v) a description of the proposed marketing plan 
identifying the increase in promotional spending 
and including the following items: 

* purpose 

e past and potential markets including target 
markets 

e proposed strategies, rationale, and media to 
be used 

e estimated budget and time schedule 

e financial arrangements. 


Disbursement of Funds 


1) Disbursements will be made to cover up to 50 
per cent of eligible costs incurred by the approved 
program and supported by original invoices. 


2) Projects shall be completed within the time schedule 
outlined in the proposed marketing plan or within 
two years, whichever is the lesser. 


3) Project cost overruns are not eligible for assistance.
